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Pushing 
to finalize 
Loop deal

The latest installment in the saga 
of the Woburn Loop unfolded Mon¬ 
day evening as the advisory commit- 
tee and developers Richard Russo 
and the Russell Hill Group met to 
discuss future revisions to their 
covenants. 

With the number of days before 
the fall Town Meeting dwindling 
away, the committee and the deve¬ 
lopers have stepped up efforts to put 
together a package that will be 
acceptable to Meeting members in 
November. 

Since the proposal’s failure at the 
spring Town Meeting, one of the 
developers, Charles Ferrari, has 
dropped out of the plans temporari¬ 
ly. due to concern over toxic wastes 
at his site. With approval from the 
Board of Health and the town, Fer¬ 
rari can proceed with his proposed 
plans, yet committee members anti¬ 
cipate an extended waiting period. 

The remaining developers, the 
Russell Hill Group and Russo, are 
going ahead with plans to develop 
the area. Both developers, however, 
are making revisions to their origi¬ 
nal plans. 

Spokesman for the Russell Hill 
Group, Jerry Murray said his firm 
has hired a traffic consultant to 
survey the impact of their additional 


parking lot on local traffic. Murray 
also noted that the construction of 
Hill Street, which will ease traffic 
flow, will cost his company an esti¬ 
mated $100,000. “Our commit¬ 
ment is to build the road. It’s not our 
preference, but it’s our commit¬ 
ment,’’ said Murray. 

Russell Hill was originally slated 
to share the construction costs of 
Hill Street with Ferrari, but is now 
carrying the financial burden of the 
road on its own. Chairman of the 
board of selectman and advisory 
committee chairman. Robert Deer- 
ing emphasized that if the Hill Street 
section was exclusively developed 
by Russell Hill, it would, “have a 
better chance of passing Town 
Meeting.’’ 

Town Manager Chad Maurer 
addressed the issue of the water 
problems which, due to public out¬ 
cry last spring, set back the develop¬ 
ment project. A proposed bond issue 
would take care of problems in both 
Precinct 8 and elsewhere in the 
town, said Maurer. Deering also 
noted that the Loop and the water 
issue are, “town-wide issues.” He 
added, “We should be selling the 
water issue and the Woburn Loop as 
benefits to the town.” 

The issue of whether the develop¬ 
ers should be presented as a group 
or separately was also addressed at

Cable firm 
on road to 
contract 
renewal

Continental Cablevision hopes to 
maintain its good relationship with 
Winchester residents, according to 
Community Service Manager 
Andrew Bouldin. 

The company is presently under¬ 
going discussions with the town in 
regard to a contract renewal. The 
present contract expires in 1990. 
However, due to state regulations, 
the process must begin as early as 36 
months before the deadline. 

According to Area General Mana¬ 
ger Len Tammaro, a contract can be 
derived through either an informal 
or formal process. 

The formal process is tied to a 
step-by-step procedure, with “very 
specific deadlines” on public hear¬ 
ings and other processes, said Tam¬ 
maro. A town is basically given one 
option, which, he added, “is putting 
all the eggs in one basket." 

In Winchester, however, the com¬ 
pany is hoping the complete the 
process in an “informal” manner. 
According to Tammaro, through the 
informal process, the company and 
community members are able to sit 
down together and agree on a con¬ 
tract. “It makes a more open pro¬ 
cess,” he added. 

“That (informal process) is more 
prevalent when there is a good on¬ 
going relationship between the cable 
operator and the town. I think that’s 
what you’ll find in Winchester,” said 
Tammaro. 

Bouldin said the company has in 
no way violated its original contract, 
which has been the subject of recent 
questions by some members of the 
community. He added that part of 
the original proposal made by Conti¬ 
nental to the town was to develop 
community television. 

As a result, classes in television 
production were established. The 
idea behind teaching, he said, is that 
people could become interested in

Winchester’s housing authority 
will soon have a consultant on board 
to find a site for more affordable 
housing in town. 

The authority held a special Aug. 
24 meeting to sign the final contract 
for a financial assistance planning 
grant from the EOCD (Executive 
Office of Communities Develop¬ 
ment.) The grant, in the amount of 
$7,500, is earmarked to hire a consul¬ 
tant to locate a site on which to build 
additional units of family housing. 
This grant is a portion of the $1.14 
million grant allocated to the town to 
fulfill its family housing obligation. 

The committee has approximately 
Six months to secure an area which 
would be suitable to build this hous¬ 
ing. “In 180 days we must be making 
progress or they (EOCD) will 
remove the funding order,” said 
chairman Jeremiah Keefe. 

“The 180 days is not cast in 
stone. . .but we must start progress¬ 
ing toward that goal,” Keefe added. 

Requests for proposals from vari¬ 
ous consultants will be sent out by 


Oct. 1. The committee is also 
required to advertise for applicants 
for the position. Committee mem¬ 
bers noted that with this schedule, 
the earliest possible starting date for 
contruction would be Dec. 1. 

The authority decided the maxi¬ 
mum to be paid as a consulting fee is 
$5,000. The consultant will be asked 
to locate a site for family housing 
which would consist of 12 units. The 
remaining $2,500 of the grant has 
been earmarked for legal fees. 

Discussion during the meeting 
also turned to the issue of elderly 
housing. With 60 elderly citizens cur¬ 
rently on a waiting list to acquire 
suitable housing, lack of adequate 
housing has become a great concern 
of the authority. 

Authority chairman Jeremiah 
Keefe clarified that the funding 
grant was for family housing only ; 
finding a site for elderly housing was 
not made a part of the grant money. 
Authority members requested that 
Keefe draft a letter asking that the 
EOCD notify the authority on the 
status of an elderly housing grant for

Japanese student gets taste of U.S.

When Jun Tsuzuki arrived from 
Japan to spend a month with the 
Murdock family of Marshall Road, 
Grig Murdock didn’t see a problem 
with 13-year-old Jun and her own 
son, 11-year-old Brian, sharing a 
room for bedtime. 

Both boys were somewhat famil¬ 
iar with each other’s language, but 
bedtime chatting and mayhem 
seemed pretty unlikely. Left to their 
own devices however, Jun and Brian 
managed to raise quite a ruckus of 
giggles, jokes and whispers each 
night, having discovered the inter¬ 
national languague of two newfound 
friends. 

Actually, the Murdock family 


found that conversing with Jun Tsu¬ 
zuki was a little difficult at first, but 
became easier as the month went 
by. Jun, who came to Winchester 
through an exchange program, was 
not at all shy about grabbing for his 
Japanese-American dictionary 
when a word stumped him. “Our 
conversations weren’t flawless, but 
the language flowed,” said Grig. 

And as the language barrier was 
dissolving, the bond between the 
Murdocks and Jun was growing 
stronger. On a whirlwind tour of the 
northeast, which included trips to 
Niagara Falls, Fenway Park, Har¬ 
vard Square and many other local 
sites, Jun became Americanized. 
And Grig, her husband Tom, son 
Brian and daughter, Elizabeth got a 
sampling of Japanese culture 


through Jun’s reactions, expecta¬ 
tions and conversations. 

This “east meets west” experi¬ 
ence was sponsored by LEX, the 
Institute for Language Experience, 
Experiment and Exchange. Jun was 
one of 24 delegates in a summer 
exchange program who visited the 
area from Japan. His stay in 
Winchester was one of cultural 
experience and lasting friendships. 

Jun didn’t beat around the bush by 
saying he didn’t want to leave the 
Murdocks. However, saying he 
wanted to burn his passport was just 
a little inside joke between he and 
Brian.

Labor Day no break for firefighters

A day of rest, relaxation and 
recreation awaits most of us this 
coming Monday. The traditional 
end-of-the-suminer celebration, 
Labor Day is the holiday designed 
specifically to ease the tensions and 
the worries that prey on laborers, 
managers and CEOs alike. 

But for the Winchester Fire 
Department, Labor Day will be just 
another working day. A day of tiring 
shifts punctuated by spontaneous 
calls to action and a string of life or 
death decisions. 

“One minute 1 might be sitting at 
my desk, relaxed, then two minutes 
later I’ll be crawling around on my 
hands and knees in a smoke-filled 
room,” says Chief Charles McNutt. 
“It takes a special breed to be a 
firefighter," adds McNutt. “We’re a 
very close knit club.” 

But the fire department is often a 
facet of town services that is 
shrouded by the general apathy of 
the public. It’s a department that is 
often overlooked, yet heavily 
depended on. 

The peace of mind that residents 
of Winchester have grown to expect, 
is due in fact to these well-trained 
and dedicated firefighters. McNutt 
notes however, that most people 
don’t give the department a thought 
— until they’re involved in a fire or 
accident. 

When that call does come in 
though, the fire department jumps 
to action, up to 12-people strong. The 
force is made up of 49 firefighters, 
the chief and the clerk. Of these 49, 
five are captains and seven are 
lieutenants. Each shift is made up of 
up to 12 men, and at least one officer 


is on duty at all times. at the scene of an accident. Over half

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He teaches kids, not history

Back in 1957 when Daniel 
Blanchard was standing outside a 
classroom at the Winchester Junior 
High School, nervously anticipating 
his .first student teaching assign¬ 
ment, a lot of questions were racing 
through his mind. 

The least of which was, he 
recounts, “Suppose I don’t like 
this- 1 ?” 

Now, 31 years later, he’s the chair¬ 
man of the social studies depart¬ 
ment at Wakefield Memorial High 
School and recent recipient of the 
Outstanding Teacher of History in 
Massachusetts award. Blanchard 
can. safely say the worry is behind 
him, and yes, he does like it. 

Relaxing in the luxury of his ram¬ 
bling home on Dix Street, 
Blanchard can even chuckle over 
the rare moments of uncertainty in 
his teaching career. 

“I was fortunate. I’ve always 
wanted to be a teacher,’’ says 
Blanchard. Since the days of his own 
you/h in Winchester, under the 
instruction of such memorable 
teachers as Ellis Stacey and Louis 
Cohn, Blanchard says his, “initial 
love of history” took hold. 

Blanchard has a unique sense of 
dedication and loyalty to education, 
characteristics for which the Massa¬ 
chusetts State Daughters’ of the 
American Revolution (DAR) 
granted him their most coveted 
award in June, the Outstanding His¬ 
tory Teacher in Massachusetts. “I 
was very surprised,” says 
Blanchard, “I kept thinking to 
myself, ‘I’m not going to win.’” 

Blanchard was a winner however, 
nominated by Mrs. Joseph Walsh, 
member of the DAR and resident of 
Wakefield. Blanchard said he feels 
the nomination was due in part to his 
activity in a contest program 
launched last year at the Wakefield 
High School. 

The contest, designed by 
Blanchard and three of his col¬ 
leagues, gave students of Wakefield 


High the opportunity to learn more 
about their country through writing 
essays or poetry, creating art and 
other means of expression. 

The community also became 
involved in the project by sponsoring 
prizes and acting as judges of this 
learning effort. “It (the contest) 
came out very successfully, over 100 
children entered,” says Blanchard. 

An open house followed the grant¬ 
ing of awards, and Blanchard’s pro¬ 
ject was so successful that the DAR 
requested a viewing of the final 
winning entries. That presentation 
and a barrage of letters of recom¬ 
mendation had Blanchard at the 
DAR’s ceremony a year later, 
accepting his award. This was the 
achievement which topped off his 
already glowing career. 

Blanchard has also recently been 
notified of his selection by the 1988 
National Awards Jury to receive the 
Valley Forge Teachers Medal. This 
award is presented for excellence in 
the category of educators. An 
awards ceremony is presently being 
planned. 

But Blanchard said he won’t settle 
back into the calm of the accom¬ 
plished and contented life of an 
award winner. The challenge of get¬ 
ting through to his students and 
helping them learn is an every day 
event that Blanchard wouldn’t miss 
for the world. 

Blanchard admiLs he feels he is 
constantly fighting two battles, how¬ 
ever. The battle against the notion 
that the computer age is upon us and 
that math and science are more 
important than history. He notes 
that many of his students think the 
only occupation history readies 
them for is teaching. But, he says, 
“there are many related fields.” 

Blanchard says he also fights the 
battle against apathy, struggling to 
get the students to really want to 
learn. “School seems to be just 
something they pass through on 
their way to other things,” says 
Blanchard, “but it does makes it 
more of a challenge.”

She walks for peace 
through Soviet Union

fn an effort to foster greater trust 
between American and Russian peo¬ 
ple, Katie Wheeler is making a 
peace walk. 

Wheeler, who grew up in Winches¬ 
ter and now lives in Magnolia, is one 
of more than 200 Americans who are 
presently in the Soviet Union to walk 
for peace. 

The walk is sponsored by Interna¬ 
tional Peace Walk, Inc., and is the 
second one of its kind sponsored in 
the Soviet Union. 

The walk from Odesss to Kiev is 
expected to take approximately one 
month, and brings together Ameri¬ 
cans and Soviets concerned about 
relations between the two countries 
and the continuing arms race. 

According to Wheeler, she first 
heard about the walk from 
Winchesterite Stephanie Nichols, 
who made the trip last summer. 

“I was interested, but I just didn’t 
have the time at that point to do the 
fundraising,” said Wheeler. Parti¬ 
cipants raise money to finance their 
trip. “Part of the responsibility is to 
ma)te sure people know about it.” 

Rather than funding her own trip, 


Wheeler said organizers encourage 
participants to raise money so peo¬ 
ple will be aw’are of the walk. “Peo¬ 
ple have been incredibily generous,” 
she said. 

“I’ve been endorsed by a lot of 
people which I’m very excited 
about,” Wheeler said, which 
included funding from people such 
as Sen. Edward Kennedy and Gov. 
Michael Dukakis. 

For Wheeler, the trip will be an 
educational one. 

“Personally, I hope to gain a bet¬ 
ter understanding of the Soviet 
Union,” she said. “Symbolically, I 
see it as a beginning of better rela¬ 
tions between the countries. I really 
believe people can live in peace.” 

According to Wheeler, the group 
will be able to speak freely with 
dissidents. “We’re also going to a 
town where many people have been 
relocated from Chernobyl,” she 
said. 

For Wheeler, promoting peace is 
important. 

“Politicians may make the policy, 
but it’s regular people that are going 
to make peace,” added Wheeler. 

As an American, Wheeler said it is 
“exciting to go over there and say, 
‘Yes, Americans do want peace.’” 


success in the teaching field, 
Blanchard responded, “A lot of hard 
work and a respect for the kids. . .1 
don’t teach history, I teach kids.” 
But he is also quick to add with a 
smile, “But I don’t let the kids run 
the show either." 

The new recruits that walk 
through his classroom each year 
give Blanchard renewed inspiration. 
“The new students each year keep 
the challenge fresh,” says 
Blanchard. 

Blanchard plans to stay in the 
education field and will always keep 
a hand in the classroom. His man¬ 
agement and curriculum duties are 
secondary to the time he spends in 
with students, just plain teaching. 

He also plans to make the move 
from Winchester to North Reading, 
a move neccesitated by bis desire 
for a smaller home. However, he 
admits, “it will be hard to leave 
Winchester.”

Hamparian was charged with tour 
violations of the Pesticide Control 
Act for applying pesticides without a 
license, and three counts of larceny 
of property over $250. 

Hamparian failed to attend his 
arraignment on those charges Aug. 4 
in Cambridge District Court and a 
default warrant has been issued. He 
is scheduled to appear in Somerville 
District Court on similar charges on 
Aug. 25. 

“We continue to vigorously enfor¬ 
ce the state’s pesticide laws,” said 
August Shumacher Jr., commission¬ 
er of the state Department of Food 
and Agriculture. “Our Pesticide 


Bureau refuses to allow individuals 
to endanger the public health and 
safety through the misuse of pesti¬ 
cides. These laws are on the books 
and we intend to see that they are 
followed." 

“The allegations against the 
defendant involve serious crimes 
against the public health and the 
safety of citizens of Middlesex Coun¬ 
ty and the Commonwealth,” Harsh- 
barger said. “Individuals who bra¬ 
zenly ignore the requirements of the 
Pesticide Control Act will be held 
accountable for their actions and 
prosecuted. At a time when we are 
constantly reminded of the fragile 
nature of our environment and the 


potential dangers which careless use 
of chemicals can cause, continued 
cooperation between state regula¬ 
tors and prosecutors is essential," 
added Harshbarger. 

Gail Kaprielian, of the state pesti¬ 
cide bureau, said Hamparian is not 
licensed, a requirement for all com¬ 
mercial pesticide applicators. In 
order to be licensed, applicants must 
pass one written test and pay a $15 
fee. There are about 6,500 licensed 
applicators in the state, all of whom 
have passed the examination, 
Kaprielian said. 

The state pesticide bureau advises 
homeowners to ask to see the license 
of pesticide applicators before any 


pesticides arc applied in their home. 
If the applicator is unable to produce 
a license, the homeowner should not 
allow any pesticide treatments to be 
applied. Regulations require appli¬ 
cators to carry their license with 
them when they make applications. 

This represents the second crimi¬ 
nal action taken by the Pesticide 
Bureau this year for alleged viola¬ 
tions of the Pesticide Control Act. In 
the other case, a Lynn man was 
convicted in Barnstable District 
Court and fined $7,000. 

Schumacher and Harshbarger 
agreed last year to step up their 
efforts in this area and to aggres¬ 
sively enforce and prosecute any 
violations their agencies uncover.

Winchester. Members said they 
hope that if plans proceed for the 
construction of the family housing 
units, the town will become eligible 
for elderly housing funding. 

“We want to know where we stand 
with elderly housing," said commit¬ 
tee member R. Bradford Bailey. 


Keefe stressed that the town had 
to apply for family housing first, 
since new EOCD regulations dictate 
that a town must first fulfill their 
affordable family housing obliga¬ 
tions. Elderly housing funding may 
be applied for after these obligations 
are met. 

Keefe also noted that the $7,500 


grant should be used only to hire a 
consultant to find family housing 
cites. Elderly housing cites could be 
located without the help of a consul¬ 
tant. Said Keefe, “It’s easier to find 
elderly housing than family hous¬ 
ing. . .the community can find a site 
on its own. There’s never been a 
problem."

developing their own show. 

“This is a volunteer organization, 
and that’s the way it was proposed," 
said Bouldin. The system in 
Winchester, he said, is community 
access television. 

One complaint Bouldin has heard 
numerous times was that Cable 19, a 
local news program, should not have 
discontinued. However, Bouldin said 
because the station is mainly run by 
volunteers, the interest of the volun¬ 
teers may shift to a different topic at 
any given time. 

“I think by and large, Winchester 


has been pretty satisfied," said 
Bouldin. 

Continental is presently gearing 
up for the fall, when coverage will 
pick up to include coverage of foot¬ 
ball games, Conversations with Dr. 
Mitsakos, a new sports show, and 
coverage of municipal meetings. 

As for other local programming, 
Bouldin said a lot will depend on 
volunteers and where their interests 
lie. 

Tammaro said what the company 
needs to do now is to identify how 
Winchester’s needs have changed, 
and address those needs. To gather 


information, Bouldin said he is plan¬ 
ning a public forum sometime in the 
fall. “There is certainly going to be 
an opportunity (for residents) to 
provide input," he added. 

Continental Cablevision services 
approximately 55 percent of 
Winchester residents, said Bouldin. 
This figure is higher than the 50 
percent national average, added 
Tammaro. 

In addition, the company meets 
monthly with the cable advisory 
committee to solve disputes, and 
discuss concerns and programs, 
noted Bouldin.

the meeting. Presenting the plan as 
a three developer package at Spring 
Town Meeting was intended to give 
the town more control over the land¬ 
scaping intentions of the developers.

The possibility of putting Ferrari 
on the proposal for fall Town Meet¬ 


ing was also addressed by Deering. 
“To bring Charlie (Ferrari) back in 
the fall would bring death to the 
proposal," said Deering. Presenting 
the developers separately might be, 
“a better sell" at Fall Town Meet¬ 
ing, he added.

In Fiscal Year 1988 there were 88 
grants to crime victims residing in 
Middlesex County.

The Act estab¬ 
lished a Crime Victims Fund in the 
U.S. Treasury that is financed with 
fines and penalties assessed on con¬ 
victed federal defendants.

Massachusetts residents generate 
some is,oof) tons of trash every day. 
That’s 6 million tons of rubbish 
annually. 

It is everyone’s problem. There 
are no exceptions. 

Trash removal used to be an issue 
that concerned only the public works 
department in any given town or 
city. Now, the mounting problem 
demands the attention of everyone 
from the consumer, small business 
person and hospital administrator to 
our legislators and the governor. 

No community in the commom- 
wealth has escaped the wrath of the 
skyrocketing costs of disposing of 
our trash. In Winchester alone, the 
price tag on getting rid of residential 
trash is nearing $1 million a year. 

We must act now to prevent that 
number from bypassing the annual 
budget for police and fire. 

Some strong legislation already 
has been enacted to help protect the 
state from the problems being 
caused by a dwindling supply of 
landfill space. But much more needs 
to be done. 

Landfills have closed at the aver¬ 
age of three a year since 1985. 
Between 1980 and 1985, 64 household 
and commercial refuse landfills 
were shut down 

There are 198 landfills operating 
now. and it is expected that 75 per¬ 
cent of those will close over the next 
two years. 

In that time, maybe two, at best a 
handful, of new ones will open across 
the state, according to one official of 
the state Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality Engineering. 

Industry leaders, state officials 
and environmentalists agree that 
solving the problem is no easy task, 
in fact it is one of the most compli¬ 
cated we likely will face in the next 
few years. Because, while we must 
find places to put our trash, we must 
make sure they are environmentally 
sound. 

The answer is four-fold. It involves 
source reduction, recycling, com¬ 
posting and sound siting of new, safe 
landfills and state-of-the-art resour¬ 
ce recovery plants. 

The Solid Waste Act, $260 million 
in financial assistance to communi¬ 
ties, was signed into law last year by 
the governor after years of lobbying 
by industry leaders. 

The multi-faceted act — dubbed 
“just a beginning” by most people 
familiar with the extent of the trash 
crisis includes a mix of straight- 
out grand money and low — or no — 
interest loans for communities with 
solid waste management programs 
Part ol tlie tunding — $45 million 
— will go to recycling and compost¬ 
ing planning and programs. 

The state eventually wants to 
recycle 25 percent of the trash it 
generates. That would be an opti¬ 
mistic jump from the 5 percent now 
recycled. 

While the Dukakis administration 
is moving forward with the first of 
four regional recycling facilities it 
plans to build around the state, we 
must hasten the construction. The 
first is lo be built in Springfield, the 
second in Central Massachusetts. 

In the meantinme. a recycling 
program has been underway in the 
town of Wellesley for 17 years. The 
town recycled 16 percent of its trash 
in fiscal year 1987. 

The state should consider aid to 
individual communities while the 
regional programs get off the 
ground 

Although officials say recycling 
will not be profitable, its value lies in 
its ability to defer expense from the 
trash- removal accounts of 
communities. 

The Springfield facility is 
expected to mean a savings of 
$700,000 annually to the lower Pion 
eer Valley. 

For recycling, composting and 
especially source reduction prog¬ 
rams to work in communities where 
they have never before been prac 
ticed, it will take a serious commit 
ment on the part of (he consumer 
And that can uni) happen thiough an 
aggressive educational campaign. 

People must be taught lo boycott 
products that are not recyclable, 
and lo reuse items they do not ordi¬ 
narily use more than once. 

We must also demand that big 
business rethink its use of multi¬ 


packaging on its products. 

Lawmakers on Beacon Hill have 
begun introducing legislation that 
would impose a fee on excess pack 
aging. We must see that those mea¬ 
sures do not take a back seat to 
universal health care bills or other 
politically-motivated legislation. 

We must see that they are passed. 

And, above all, in the critical area 
of building new landfills and trash 
to-energy plants, where the majority 
of our trash will ultimately end up. 
we must make sure our regulations 
and laws arc tough enough to protect 
the water that we drink and the air 
that we breath. 

The days of the festering, 
pollution-ridden dump are on their 
way out for good, hut that has 
created a bigger challenge for us. 
Anil we must all work together to 
meet its demands in a fically respon¬ 
sible and environmentally sound 
manner.

Cronan: 

Leadership means 
setting priorities 

Like many people, I was alternate¬ 
ly shocked and angered by the legis¬ 
lature’s recent handling of the State 
budget crisis. 

Confronted with a multimillion 
dollar deficit, no effort was made to 
critically review existing programs 
for waste or mismanagement. 
Instead, the legislature chose to 
balance the budget by cutting local 
aid by $91 million 

However, Representative John 
Flood, a Democrat and the head of 
the Committee on Taxation, esti¬ 
mates that we could save over $90 
million at the State level simply by 
cutting the number of government 
consultants by 20 percent. 

Representative Flood’s example 
suggests that there is something 
fundamentally wrong with the State 
budgetary process I believe that our 
budgetary problems stem from the 
failure lo recognize a simple truth 
that a budget is a statement of our 
priorities, made with the recognition 
that we live in a society with limited 
resources. 

Recognizing this simple truth 
would require the Slate legislature 
to critically evaluate existing prog¬ 


rams, and to choose between com¬ 
peting demands on our lax dollar. 
The willingness to undertake this 
critical process requires leadership. 

I have worked hard throughout the 
course of this campaign to take the 
leadership position in articulating a 
legislative agenda for Winchester. I 
believe that agenda must include 

• A commitment to excellence m 
education, and a recognition that an 
investment in our public schools is 
an investment in our children s 
future; 

• A renewed dedication to cleaning 
up our environment, with a particu¬ 
lar emphasis on the solid and 
hazardous waste problems which 
remain to he addressed; and 

• Recognizing that, of all our 
health care needs, the care and 
treatment of our senior citizens 
must be given the top priority.

Given the fact that any potential 
candidate will be a freshman legisla¬ 
tor. candidates were asked: what 
qualifications do you feel are neces¬ 
sary for a freshman legislator, and 
what qualifications do you have 
which will give you an advantage 
over other freshman if you are 
elected 7 

William O’Leary 

I think the biggest qualification I 
have is that I'm a member of the 
cumfnunity and I know svhal is going 
on around me," said Republican 
Candidate William O’Leary. 

While O'Leary said his response 
was an obvious one, he added that it 
is a very important qualification. 

O’Leary said nine years of experi¬ 
ence as an attorney including four 
years of federal public service as an 
environmental attorney for the 
Coast Guard have him prepared for 
the job of state representative. 

One of his duties while working for 
the Coast Guard was the collection 
of funds for cleaning up oil spills As 
a result, said O’Leary, "I know how 
the system works when something 
happens. I know how intergovern¬ 
mental relations work.’ 

A state representative needs to 
know how issues beyond the com¬ 
munity and the state will impact 
cities and towns, added O’Leary. 

However, he noted that consti¬ 
tuent services are “probably one of 
the primary things a state represen 
tativ'e spends his or her time doing.’’ 
O’Leary said as an attorney, consti¬ 
tuent work is part of everyday life 
“I deal with real people all day 
long,” he added. He is in general 
practice “where we meet people 
with real problems ” 

“I am able to relate well to what 
people are doing," O Lear, added 
1 am a homeowner, a father. I 
understand what it’s like to pay 
mortgage every month, to run a 
small business .’’ 

O Leary said being able to work 
with people, being accessible, and 
listening to people's problems as 
well as ideas which may be different 
from one’s own is v\h.d an key to 
being «t good lepresenlalive. 

Jack Looney 

Age and experience are what 
count for a freshman legislator, said 
democratic candidate .John F. 
“Jack” Looney 

Looney said his strength comes 
“with the age and experience I have, 
having been in different places and 
different roles 

On the Pesticide Board for four 
consecutive terms, Looney said he 
has been able to interact with 
legislators. 

“I have been on Beacon Hill. I 
knowhow 'legislators) interact with 
constituents and how they interact 
with each other,” noted Looney 
“I think the key is to come in and 
to recognize that, regardless of 
whatever experience we have, that 


we’re starting out in a new role. It’s 
important to maintain some conti¬ 
nuity from the previous representa¬ 
tive,” noted Looney. Through his 
work on the Pesticide Board, Looney 
said he has interacted with various 
state agencies. Having worked with 
the legislature, Looney said he 
believes he will have an easier time 
adjusting to life in the State House. 

“I think it’s going to be crucial 
with the budget crisis that the next 
(state representative) can not only 
work with the legislature, but also 
the governor," added Looney 

Looney said another important 
characteristic of a good freshman 
state representative is to be able to 
work with a variety of groups and 
people. 

Reappointment to the Pesticide 
Board over the course of four conse¬ 
cutive terms indicates an “ability to 
demonstrate integrity and strong 
ethical commitment,” noted Loo 
ney. “I think that’s what 1 bring: a 
demonstrated ability to work with 
others.” 

Looney said communication is key 
for a state representative. As far as 
constituents are concerned, Looney- 
said, “1 would expect people would 
contact me either at home or in the 
office at the State House. If you’re 
accessible, people know where to 
reach you and you know how to 
reach people." 


Paul Casey 

Democratic candidate Paul Casey 
said while there are certain experi¬ 
ences a person can take into a the 
legislature, “you really don’t know 
exactly what it’s like to be in the 
fishbowl until you’re in it." 

As a result, Casey said his lifelong 
residence of Winchester, combined 
with his wide range of experiences 
w-ould give him an advantage in the 
legislature, if elected. 

“There are certain experiences, 
fortes, that a person can take to the 
job that will prepare that person to 
swim in that fishbowl,” added 
Casey. 

In relation to getting along with 
other people. Casey said, “The 
major experience in my life is com¬ 
ing from a family of nine and being 
able to co-exist.” 

In entering the legislature, Casey- 
said, “a freshman cannot go into the 
House pompous or arrogant. There’s 
an element of humility involved in 
dealing with 159 other legislators. 
Everyone wants the best for their 
community, said Casey. 

"Everyone has ideas, many the 
same, mostly different, and that is 
where diplomacy — being able to get 
along with people, being able to talk 
to people, and more importantly, 
being able to listen to people — is 
essential,” said Casey. 

Having given guided historic tours 
of the State House, Casey said. “Life 
in the legislature, as I’ve known it. is 
a compromise between the best 
interests of the community and the 
best interests of the other 354 com¬ 
munities. That’s where knowing the 
people, living here all your life, 
having a realistic outlook, and still 
being down to earth, allows you to 
deal with other people.” 

Casey said his specialty is public 
administration. “Public adminstra- 
tion is established to take in all other 
fields,” said Casey. “Today’s full-

“Two qualifications are essential 
to being an effective legislature, 
particularly as the new person on 
the block,” said Democratic* Candi¬ 
date Todd Cronan. 

Cronan said the first qualification 
“is your own individual tempera¬ 
ment. It’s essential the next rep¬ 
resentative he an aggressive advo¬ 
cate.’’ He added that of equal 
importance is the ability to work 
well with others in a group setting, 
“because that is exactly what you do 
as a legislator.” 

His personal experience as a dis¬ 
trict attorney and as a litigator for 
the Boston law firm of Ropes & Gray 
provide whawt is needed to be “an 
effective advocate, but not offen¬ 
sive,” said Cronan. 

“What you do as an attorney if you 
are a professional is to be able to 
argue and debate on the issues, but 
never allow that to spill over into 
personalities.” he added. 

The second qualification Cronan 
said he views as crucial for a state 
representative is a clear under¬ 
standing of the state’s broader agen¬ 
da. As an example. Cronan said no 
other legislator will take a freshman 
around to explain how the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authori¬ 
ty’s (MWRA) activities will affect a 
town’s water bills 

“That is the type of expertise you 
have to gain before you enter the 
legislature. Over the past nine

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Dentistry pain 
is all in our heads

The first thing I learned about 
dentists was that their offices 
doubled as poker parlors. The sec¬ 
ond was if they lost at five card 
draw, you could take out your win¬ 
nings in drillings and fillings. That 
was my experience from my small 
hometown, a generation ago. 

"Doc” was our only dentist and a 
man of means. To attest to his sta¬ 
tus, he drove one of the town’s large 
post-war, four-hole Buicks. (The 
other was driven by the president of 
the local bank. The town was too 
small to have a medical doctor.) 
Along with a passion for big-finned 
cars, Doc like to play poker with the 
"boys”, one of whom was my dad. 

When dad won, he received his 
winnings in the form of services. 
That meant that one of the children 
would visit Doc. That might not have 
been so bad, but Doc had other 
avocations besides poker and big 
cars: he was also a proponent of 
self-medication. His bottle-in bond 
anesthetic seemed to have been a 
part of each of my visits. 

The first time I watched him 
crank up his drill and place it in his 
palsied hand, I was too young to 
know better, and too easily intimi¬ 
dated to say anything. However, a 
few seconds later, it was a lesson I 
would never need to relearn. 

I complained to my dad about 
Doc’s skills and particularly his 
drilling style. My dad dismissed my 
concerns as being those of an ill- 
informed youth. He added that there 
was a shortage of dentists because of 
the war. 

In some towns, they had no one, he 
said with the conviction of someone 
who is just bought several war 
bonds. The kicker here was Doc 
didn’t charge. 

I went to Doc several times in my 
early teenage years. Once I was 
there when he wasn’t redolent from 
his favorite medicine, and even the 
poker chips and table had been 
removed from the waiting room. 

However, even on that day, his 
drilling hand circled above my head 
erratically, searching for my mouth. 
On that day, I remembered thinking 
that he must have run out of styptic 
pencil because his face was covered 
with small pieces of tissue paper. 

From Doc, I went to an Air Force 
dentist. He was a captain, and didn’t 
seem to have much interest in either 
poker or whiskey. He and I were 
united in our extracurricular pur¬ 
suits: we both had an abiding inter¬ 
est in the young ladies of Edinburgh, 
Scotland, a city just a few miles 
•from our airbase. 

. The Captain did extra work for me 
because my black book had more 
entries than his. Thus, he became 
very committed to getting my teeth 
in first-rate order. He drilled and 
filled, all the while complaining 
about Doc’s work. 

We were pals, so I trusted him as 
■ he pulled a few teeth and put in two 
i bright metal US Air Force-issue

» Little did I know that he was 
:forever sealing my dental fate. 
iH enceforth, each time I ate I would 
{think about most of the morsels in 
Jmy mouth. And upon arriving in a 
*new town, I would search for a 
Jdentist before unpacking my books. 

» In the 60’s and 70’s, I wandered 
J about various colleges and universi¬ 
ties, studying and teaching and 
{always needing a little dental work. 
{Sometimes new partials had to be 

• made and then came the piece de 
«resistance, precision partials. 

« They were, I was told, an engi¬ 
neering feat equal to that of the 
i Golden Gate Bridge which I could 
J see from Dr. Laidback’s hip, eoun- 

* terculture office. 

{ My tally of dentists, from Doc 
\ until today, is an even dozen. In my 
«mouth and brain, I have captured 


American dentistry’s history-in-the- 
making. I know about every nuance 
in treatment and the delivery of 
dental services. For example, when 
you hear someone mention four-in- 
hand dentistry, it isn’t a new poker 
game. Nope. It means that every 
dentist has at least one white-clad 
assistant trained at Dentech U. 

Also, every dentist now has hands 
that are more agile than a prestidigi¬ 
tator’s. Dentists also have high 
speed drills that are cooled with 
water, chairs which warm and mas¬ 
sage you. chatty receptionists, and 
dental insurance forms for every 
company whose homeland belongs 
to the United Nations. 

Unlike Doc from my youth, 
today’s dentists do not perform all of 
the necessary treatments and ser¬ 
vices. Your regular dentist is the one 
who does the x-ray, and the 
"Umming” and "Aaiiing” while 
looking at those little prints. Then 
when he tells you what type of treat¬ 
ment you need and quickly adds that 
he doesn’t do that anymore, but that 
you should not worry because he can 
"refer” you to someone who does. 

In my own case, it was a root 
canal. That meant an endodontist. 
My regular ummer and aaher knew 
just who 1 needed. 

"Is it sensitive to heat and cold?” 
the new dentist in my life asked over 
the telephone. 

"Yes, yes, yes,” I replied 
impatiently. 

"We’re right down the street, 
Endodontics, Inc.,” he said. 

Within a few minutes, I added, in 
geometric progression, the number 
of dentists to be involved in my life. 
Upon arriving for the emergency 
appointment, I found there were five 
dentists in the same suite — the 
Doctors Corporatedonture. It took a 
double business card to list all of 
them. 

I should have suspected that this 
experience was to be very different 
because in Drs Corporatedonture’s 
waiting room there were no maga¬ 
zines. As you pushed the brass 
handle on the new large oak door, 
you were almost immediately swept 
into a large chair surrounded by 
forms, hands and lights. 

There were no introductory 
remarks except Dr. Feelgood’s "No 
problem", that he said while orche¬ 
strating his assistants. “We’ll have 
you fixed in no time. One price, three 
visits and you be as good as new.” 

Dazed and amazed by the proce¬ 
dure, I was rapidly "fixed" Within 
minutes, I was walking around a 
parking lot full of upscale automo¬ 
biles. However, on may way out of 
the door, I was given an appoint¬ 
ment with another member of the 
board, as Dr. Feelgood was due "to 
vacation”. I was handed over to Dr. 
Hypercompetency. 

I met him within a few days 
because the initial visit hadn’t gone 
as advertised. Dr. Hypercompeten¬ 
cy criticized his corporate peer’s 
work which made me feel much 
more secure. 

Dr. H. installed a "treflidation”, 
wrote several prescriptions and said 
come back "anytime”. That turned 
out to be the next day. That was 
when I met Dr. Grayflannelsuit.

Don’t yield in war on drugs

There is growing debate about the 
legalization of drugs in this country. 
In recent months, several public 
officials have either called for the 
outright legalization of drugs or 
encouraged debate on the issue, and 
the media has seized upon this topic, 
which for years was politically 
untouchable. 

A comprehensive approach to the 
drug problem involving law enforce¬ 
ment, treatment professionals, edu¬ 
cators, employers, parents, young 
adults and public support would 
make irrelevant this increasingly 
popular call for legalizing "hard” 
drugs. The suggestion that legaliza¬ 
tion is the answer to the drug crisis 
is naive, misguided and totally 
ignores the reality of the impact of 
drugs on our society. 

In spite of all the rhetoric, there is 
no nationally or local "war on 


drugs” being waged: to date the 
money provided for law enforce¬ 
ment as well as education and sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment has been 
totally inadequate; and there clear¬ 
ly is no national policy defined or 
leadership committed to that goal. 

Truly waging a war on drugs on 
the supply side means dealing 
harshly with countries which allow 
drugs to be grown, manufactured 
and exported to the United States, 
ultimately ending up on our streets, 
leading to addiction, violence and 
death. 

Waging a war means not negotiat¬ 
ing with drug traffickers such as 
Panama’s Manuel Noriega Waging 
a war means that the President 
must not simply talk tough about 
battling drugs, while he simulta¬ 
neously seeks to reduce the Coast 
Guard budget, forcing a suspension 
of important drug interdiction pat¬ 
rols on our coastline. 

On the demand side, we have 
demonstrated that the younger gen¬ 


eration is at least one segment of the 
population where there is real hope 
for changing the attitude of toler¬ 
ance about drugs and the use of 
so-called recreational drugs. Our 
best hope for creating a drug-free 
environment for the future lies with 
the younger generation; and it is a 
long-term generational effort which 
will be necessary to educate young 
sters and make them aware of the 
dangers of drug use. 

Legalizing drugs would send a 
terribly wrong message to young 
people, when we know that with 
education and programs such as the 
Governor's Alliance Against Drugs, 
they can and do make responsible 
choices. 


To legalize drugs also means to 
ignore the devastating impact on 
victims of violent crime engendered 
by drug use and on communities and 
families wracked by its devastation.

Feds should share water plant cost

Drinking water used to be safe, 
plentiful and affordable. 

Today, however, increased popu¬ 
lation and limited water resources 
have forced cities and towns to 
enforce strict conservation mea¬ 
sures as water and sewer rates 
skyrocket. 

And perhaps worst of all, several 
Boston area communities recently 
have discovered dangerous bacter¬ 
ial contamination of their water 
supplies. 

Congress addressed the problem 
of bacterial contamination of drink¬ 


ing water with the Safe Drinking 
Water Amendments of 1986, legisla¬ 
tion designed to eradicate waterbor¬ 
ne disease in the United States. 

To comply with the federal stan¬ 
dards, local officials must adopt 
advanced drinking water treatment 
techniques and build costly new 
water filtration works. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, Congress failed to authorize fed¬ 
eral funding. 

In our own area, water officials 
estimate that, without federal fund¬ 
ing, it will cost ratepayers upwards 
of $1 billion to comply with the new 
standards. 

I believe that the federal govern¬ 


ment should help local officials pay 
the cost of compliance by funding 
the construction of water filtration 
facilities and the adoption of other 
water filtration methods. 

To this end. I am working with 
water officials from Massachusetts 
and around the country on funding 
legislation. 

Our bill will provide federal aid 
through a combination of matching 
grants and loans for the construction 
of water filtration works and the 
advancement of water disinfection 
techniques. Aid will be administered 
by the states in accordance with 
federal guidelines and will be avail- 


Small business of great importance

Small businesses tend to get 
overlooked in general assess¬ 
ments of the health of the U.S. 
economy. The performance of the 
large industrial companies, For¬ 
tune 500 firms, and other corpo¬ 
rate giants are usually given 
more attention. 

Indeed, such companies are 
obviously important to America’s 
position in the world economy. 
Looking only at the major compa¬ 
nies, however, provides a rather 
incomplete view of our nation’s 
economic picture. 

Today, small businesses 
employ over half the American 
work force, and the small busi¬ 
ness sector accounts for nearly 
two f fifths of the U.S. gross 
national product (GNP). Small 
businesses, moreover, created 
more than nine million new jobs 
in the period when the 500 largest 
U.S. corporations laid off over 
two million people. Clearly, the 
importance of small business in 
our economy cannot be ignored. 

American small businesses 
face a number of unique and 
difficult problems. Many new and 
developing small firms have dif¬ 
ficulty obtaining the capital to 
finance growth and development 
of start-up ventures. This prob¬ 
lem particularly plagues firms 
that need risk capital in the form 
of equity, but are too small to 
attract the attention of major 
investment banks and venture 
capitalists. 

The Corporation for Small Bus¬ 
iness Investment Charter Act, 
which I have co-sponsored, would 
reform the Small Business 
Investment Company (SBIC) 
program and increase the availa¬ 
bility of venture capital to young 
small businesses. The SBIC prog¬ 
ram already represents a suc¬ 
cessful public-private partner¬ 
ship. This legislation takes the 
program off the federal budget, 
provides it greater long-term sec¬ 
urity and thereby strengthens the 
partnership. 


There are other routes a small 
business can take to finance 
growth and development. Most 
include using some form of debt. 
This financing choice, however, 
also creates problems. High real 
interest rates caused by huge 
government deficits, inadequate 
savings and the proliferation of 
corporate debt to finance the 
takeovers that we all continually 
hear about have made it very 
difficult for small companies to 
get credit in the form of 
competitively-priced, long-term 
debt. Solutions to this problem 
include insuring that our tax code 
retains a place for industrial 
development bonds; protecting 
the Small Business Administra¬ 
tion’s (SBA) guaranteed-loan 
program; and of primary impor¬ 
tance, getting the federal budget 
deficit under control. 

These issues, while serious 
enough for any small business, 
are compounded for minority- 
owned small businesses. 
Minority-owned firms often face 
discrimination and a lack of 
adequate financial resources in 
the communities in which they 
are based. The Subcommittee on 
Urban and Minority-Owned Busi¬ 
ness Development of the Senate 
Small Business Committee has 
authored provisions of the Minor¬ 
ity Business Development Prog¬ 
ram Reform Act which would 
provide direct SBA loans to 
minority businesses that qualify. 

The lack of access to affordable 
health and liability insurance is 
another burden common to small 
businesses. These firms must pay 
more to offer health benefits to 
employees than large companies 
with discounted group plans. 
These difficulties point to the iro¬ 
nies in current debate over man¬ 
dated health benefits. This fact is 
that many small businesses want 
to provide health insurance for 
their employees, but because of 
the cost, cannot afford to do so. I 
am working with leaders in the 
small business community to 
insure that federal minimum 


health care legislation is sensi¬ 
tive to the concerns of small 
businesses. In light of the recen¬ 
tly passed--and long overdue— 
Massachusetts health bill, it is 
particularly important that small 
businesses in the state are not put 
at a national disadvantage. 

Small businesses remain an 
untapped area for battling our 
trade deficity problems. 

I have also been active in prom¬ 
oting initiatives such as the 
“Training for Trade” portion of 
the 1988 Trade Bill. This provi¬ 
sion would make available funds 
for the training of U.S. and Chin¬ 
ese business people to facilitate 
trade between our countries and 
to help open the vast Chinese 
market to American goods. Half 
of these funds shall be available 
for education and training prog¬ 
rams administered by small 
businesses in the United Stv.es. 

The prospect of selling over¬ 
seas can often be an intimidating 
one for small firms. To make it 
less intimidating, we must pro¬ 
vide small businesses with 
improved technical assistance 
and education. In addition, we 
need to cut through the red tape 
which is so burdensome to small 
businesses. A good place to start 
is with a thorough reform of our 
export control laws. The trade 
bill recently passed by Congress 
addressed these needs and I sup¬ 
ported that legislation. Unfortu- 
natly, at this writing President 
Reagan has vowed to veto that 
bill and we may need to begin the 
reform process once again. 

The current economics situa¬ 
tion in the U.S. forces us to take a 
closer look at small businesses 
and the role they play in shaping 
the quality of our lives. We need 
to open better channels of com- 
municatioin to the small business 
community, address their needs, 
and take steps to foster the 
growth and development of these 
kinds of firms across the nation.

Of course, the situation took a 
different twist. Not only were we 
made to suffer the torment of wear¬ 
ing shorts but now we had to comply 
with the uniform standards of some 
long forgotten school system and 
wear a tie. Not bad enough that we 
freeze the winter long, but we were 
made to suffer the summer heat 
with an object of ridicule around our 
necks. 

Worse yet, what girl in her right 
mind would give a second look at a 
boy wearing gray flannel shorts and 
a tie around his neck? I would have 
nightmares that I was twenty seven 
years old and still wearing gray 
flannel shorts and a tie. 

I should add that at eight years of 
age, I could not conceive of anyone 
ever becoming twenty seven years 
old. But should they reach that age, 
they most certainly should not be 
made to wear shorts and a tie ever 
again. 

Mothers would banter back and 
forth about getting fresh air to the 
legs of small boys in order to make 
them grow stong and healthy. They 
would suggest such incomprehensi¬ 


ble things as wearing these gar¬ 
ments until we graduated from 
school altogether. Perish the 
thought. 

My next and perhaps most fright¬ 
ening nightmare was that 1 would 
still be wearing shorts when I went 
into my senior school. And that the 
girl of my dreams, Hilda Copping, 
would never speak to me at lunch 
break. I agonised over this terrible 
possibility throughout the summer 
before going to my new school until I 
could bear it no longer. I had lo 
make one last protest of reason to 
my mother before I entered my new 
school bearing my knee caps for all 
the world to see and scorn. 

Thank heaven there is some jus¬ 
tice in the world. Before I could bare 
my soul to my mother, I was 
whisked away by my grandparents, 
saved from the plight worse than 
death. 

I was treated to a full uniform for 
my new school. The tie stayed, but 
the long pants came. I was a man at 
last, and all my worst fears melted 
like snow in August.

to address the fact that drugs (and/' 
or alcohol) are a factor, either 

directly or indirectly, in approxi¬ 
mately 80 percent of all the street, 
property and violent crimes that 
occur, ranging from murder and 
rape, assault and battery, breaking 
and entering, and thefts to domestic 
violence. Exposing innocent victims 
to further fall-out from the effects of 
drug-related crime is simply 
unacceptable. 

Legalization is a wrong and simp¬ 
listic answer to the tragic and com¬ 
plex problem of drugs. Before we 
engage in serious debate about lega¬ 
lizing drugs, we must actually 
devote the necessary resources to 
law enforement, drug treatment and 
prevention, rather than simply pre¬ 
tending to do so. 

We must educate our young people 
and work to change public habits 
and attitudes about drugs. Further¬ 
more, we must reduce significantly 
the demand for drugs in our commu- 
nites, in our schools and in the work¬ 
place, by using every tool at our 
disposal to affect and alter public 
attitude and behavior. 

These steps must be taken to 
eradicate the drug cancer attacking 
the underbelly of our society and will 
only be successful if we commit 
ourselves — all of us — to doing our 
part in this effort. 

Before we surrender the war on 
drugs, we have to actually begin to 
fight.

Choosing a midwife to deliver your 
baby is like choosing a color other 
than white for your wedding gown: 
Both traditions pretend a blessing 
for happy endings that few 
disregard. 

The white wedding gown dates to 
the reign of James I (1603-1625) 
when white was a fashionable and 
trendy color choice for men and 
women. The obstetrician, however, 
is a more modern invention that 
gained acceptance in America in the 
mid-19th century. In fact, these first 
obstetricians called themselves man- 
midwives and their practice, the 
“new midwifery.” 

In most countries midwives 
remain the primary attendants at 
birth. In England as late as 1961, 
there were over 17,000 midwives and 
only 513 obstetricians. It still 
remains their custom for women to 
be attended by midwives unless 
there is a complication. In America, 
there are now approximately 4,000 
midwives as compared to over 27,000 
obstetricians. They deliver about 3 
percent of all hospital births. With 
the social acceptance of the man- 
midwife and the promise of a pain- 
free delivery under Twilight Sleep, 
the American midwife virtually dis¬ 
appeared from middle and upper 
class births by the early years of this 
century. 

Although the “new midwifery” 
was a clear social success it was not 
a medical one. A 1933 White House 
study on Child Health and Protection 
found that while hospital deliveries 
increased between 1915-1930, so had 
maternal deaths. In fact, infant 
deaths had increased by as much as 
40-50 percent. Inadequate prenatal 
care and excessive intervention were 
cited as the causes. Conversely, a 
1930 New York Academy of Medicine 
study found that trained midwives 
had a maternal mortality rate of 1.4 
per 1,000 while doctors had a rate of 
2.5. Combined statistics for midwives 
and obstetricians from the American 
College of Obstetricians and Gyneco¬ 
logists show that the 1984 maternal 
mortality rate in this country has 
declined to 7.8 per 100,000 and the 
infant rate to 10.6 per 1,000 (as com¬ 
pared to the 1940 infant mortality 
rate of 47 per 1,000). 

Clearly, the midwife is not the 
uneducated, unhelpful, pseudo¬ 
medical practitioner of middle class 
folklore. Certified Nurse Midwives 
(CNMs), as opposed to lay mid¬ 
wives, are Registered Nurses (RNs) 
who are also trained in clinical mid¬ 
wifery, obstetrics, gynecology and 
newborn care. In order to be Board 
certified, however, they must first 
pass an examination by the Ameri¬ 
can College of Nurse-Midwives, the 
governing body for their profession. 

CNMs are expert at assisting and 
monitoring births as well as recog¬ 
nizing an approaching complication, 
in which event, they call in their 
doctor backup. Having always 
attended the poor, the uneducated 
and those living in rural communi¬ 
ties, the American midwife is 
reemerging at the bedside of middle 
class mothers. Because a safe birth 
is no longer the issue it once was, 
women are now choosing midwives

for other reasons. Midwives provide 
much more personal care in addition 
to a safe birth. 

“The women who come to me are 
very well-educated. They are doc¬ 
tors, lawyers, professionals. They 
are better-educated and they know 
what services you provide. They 
take more responsibility and they 
want more control” says Valerie 
Hodenius, a Certified Nurse Midwife 
from Arlington. Hodenius practices 
out of the Cambridge-based Women- 
Care practice with Dr. Mitch Levine. 

“Women are many things” she 
says. “They are very complex. They 
are whole human beings and they 
bring all of who they are to the birth 
experience. It’s a bad thing when we 
expect all women to have identical 
births. We shouldn’t do that.”

She has the ability to make 
you feel cared for, calm. You sus¬ 
pect she will remember your name 
(and your baby’s) for many years. 

Hodenius believes in a medical 
philosophy that is more common to 
midwives than obstetricians. The 
philosophy is simple: the more you 
intervene unnecessarily, the more 
problems you cause. This is pre¬ 
mised on the notion that birth is a

natural event, one that does not need 
routine “fixing” in order to make 
things come out all right. 

“I am just a vehicle. Here to help 
women take control of their birth 
experience. Do you know about med¬ 
ical management,” she asks. “It’s 
you hafta do this and you hafta do 
that. Women come here because 
they don’t ‘hafta.’ They can walk 
around during their labor; they can 
bring another kid; they don’t have to 
have an I.V. It’s a woman’s show. 
They should have control. That’s 
what it’s all about. Together we 
should work to create the most ful¬ 
filling, safest birth possible.” 

Melanie and David Winston live in 
Arlington. Hodenius delivered their 
first child, Ezra, and will be deliver¬ 
ing their second this winter. 

“Melanie had a very easy birth,” 
says David. “I think for two rea¬ 
sons: One, she was encouraged all 
along the way to feel confident and 
be confident. We had a trust that 
things would work out well. Second¬ 
ly, (the midwife) was so inspiring. 
Especially at the final moment. 

“With a doctor it would’ve been 
different. Not just at the birth but 
the kind of support you get all along 
the way. Western medeicine pre¬ 
pares doctors for things to go wrong. 
They don’t have a lot of confidence 
in the natural processes of birth so 
they enter the situation looking for 
things to go wrong rather than being 
supportive.” 

Melanie’s reason for choosing a 
midwife over an obstetrician is 
simple: “I don’t see birth as a medi¬ 
cal problem so I didn’t want (the 
birth) to be medical.” 

Ed and Ruth Budelman of Beverly 
have two kids. Jason was delivered 
6 ' 2 -years ago by a doctor. Leah was 
delivered six months ago by a 
midwife. 

“I had a very high-tech birth the 
first time,” says Budelman. “It was 
at Brigham and Women’s. I was 
monitored the whole time. I had a 
spinal and forceps delivery. I had

every machine hooked up to me in 
the world. The second time I wanted 
something else. 

“Both times 1 was a high risk 
delivery because of my blood pres¬ 
sure. But the second time 1 had a 
bigger baby and had an easier birth. 
And a faster recovery. I also had a 
healthier baby the second time. It 
was night and day. 

“The first time I wasn’t a particip¬ 
ant. Everyone else decided for me 
what would happen. 1 wasn’t asked 
about the spinal or anything," says 
Budelman. “The second birth was 
very calm. (The midwife) was with 
me and my husband in this calm 
room. I’m not a martyr but I was 
able to do it without drugs. I was 
more in control." 

Hodenius believes that birth can be 
a healing experience for women: 

“All of what a woman is is how she 
goes into labor. If she was an incest 
victim that can come up in her 
labor. If she was the daughter of an 
alcoholic, that can come up. If she 
was physically abused... A previous 
loss... Rape... Some women use it in 
a very powerful, healing way, if 
jjjiyen the chance. 

“Mary is a friend of mine," Hode¬ 
nius begins. “She goes into labor 
with her second child. She dialates 
till she’s done and then stops. In an 
institution she would have been 
given a drug immediately. But I ask 
her what’s going on. She tells me 
that when she was a baby she was 
given up for adoption. At that parti¬ 
cular moment she was feeling like 
this baby. She just needed to cry. So 
she did, then out came this 12V 
pound baby boy. All Mary needed 
w^s the space to feel bad, to heal 
herself and then give birth.” 

“I don’t know if a man can ever 
■ understand (birth),’’ says Tony 
\\uilsh, a Watertown parent. “Where¬ 
as a midwife—a woman midwife- 
can really understand what is hap¬ 
pening... Birth is such a difficult 
thing. If it was me, I’d just want to 
bfc put to sleep to have the baby." 


Walsh and his wife, Anne, had 
their first baby in England with mid¬ 
wives and a doctor’s intervention. 
Both found the birth particularly 
painful and difficult and were unhap¬ 
py with the midwives and the doctor. 

“I wasn’t looking for a midwife 
with the second one," says Anne. 

“I’d signed on with a doctor in West- 
borough and when we moved here, I 
decided to look for another doctor. 

I’d heard of Mitch Levine so I called 
him. He said they also had mid¬ 
wives. I made my first appointment 
with Valerie thinking I was going to 
go ahead with Dr. Levine because I 
remembered what Kieran’s labor 
was like. I was afraid if I just had a 
midwife 1 couldn’t get any pain relief 
if I wanted it. I wanted my options 
open. 

“Valerie assured me if it was that 
bad there were options. She made 
me feel so comfortable. She was 
really there to help me. You felt she 
was really interested. My mother 
was really apprehensive. She had 
both children with a spinal, knitting 
in the hospital! But when they had 
kids, natural childbirth wasn’t an 
option." 

“The second time,” says Tony, 
“was infinitely better Valerie is a 
strong person. She took control and 
enabled Anne to do what (Anne) 
wanted to do. We weren’t scared. I 
felt I had a strong ally helping me to 
help the situation... She was good at 
reading Anne’s moods. What was 
going on in her brain. When it was 
good to use me or (Anne’s sister) as 
a tool." 

“Birth," says Valerie Hodenius, 

“is the most important thing you do 
in your whole life It’s important to 
get it right." 

CNMs have been legal in Massa¬ 
chusetts since 1979. As of 1987, how¬ 
ever, they are now able to attend 
home births. All CNMs are required 
by law to have a doctor backup who 
is notified when someone goes into 
labor. The Commonwealth mandated 
insurance coverage for midwife- 
assisted births in 1985.

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Ed Farley: A ‘regular guy’ who gets involved 


While attending high school most 
students get involved in at least one 
activity, organization or team. 
Winchesterite Ed Farley was presi¬ 
dent of both the student council and 
national honor society. 

Farley was also on both the foot¬ 
ball team and the baseball team 
during his four years at Boston Col¬ 
lege High School. He also managed 
to tutor at the Dover School in Col¬ 
umbia Point and St. Eulalia’s 
Church. 

“J am just a regular guy,” said 
Farley. This “regular guy” also 
commuted two hours every day to 
andlrom B.C. High. “I heard about 
tha -school, it seemed challenging 
and3 liked it, so I decided to go,” he 
saici. “There were some snowy days 
that I wished I could just jump on a 
bus.” 

In a college recommendation, 
Farley’s school counselor James 
Cotter wrote, "He is the most popu¬ 
lar and respected student in the 
Class of 1988.” While studying hard 
to remain on the honor roll, Farley 
alsofound time to volunteer work at 
a local hospital. 

Although the 150 hours of work 
that he volunteered at the New Eng¬ 
land Rehabilitation Hospital 
(NERH) was part of a school 
requirement, Farley had already 
been familiar with the facility. 

“L have some relatives that 
received physical therapy there and 
enjoyed it very much,” said Farley. 
The, hospital in Woburn specializes 
in physical therapy and serves out-

patients as well as in-patients. 

“The time I spent there was very 
positive for me,” said Farley. 
“When I was younger, I hated hospi¬ 


tals because they were so depress¬ 
ing. At NERH, everyone was diffe¬ 
rent. They (the patients) were 
looking forward to getting better and 


a lot of that enthusiasm seemed to 
come from the staff,” he added. 

Farley did a variety of odd jobs at 
NERH including operating one of 


the elevators. While working there 
he said he met some outstanding 
people. “Jean Silvagni, the director 
of volunteer services, and Joan Fan¬ 
tasia, volunteer coordinator, both 
took me under their wings and 
helped me out a great deal. They are 
two great ladies,” said Farley. He 
also said that the two women were 
even patient with him when he blew 
up a copier machine one time. 

“Ed is a remarkable young man. 
He is very understanding and has a 
dry sense of humor,” said Silvagni. 
“He was never too busy to help out a 
patient,” she said. 

“I learned that sometimes people 
take things for granted and how 
fortunate I really am," said Farley. 
He recalled a story of a man that he 
had met while working at NERH. 
Farley said the man was paralyzed 
for life and had both legs amputated 
but told Farley he was glad because 
he didn’t have to buy another pair of 
socks. 

“I really appreciate what I have 
now,” said Farley. 

Farley said the spirit of the 
patients comes directly from the 
people that work there. “The hospi¬ 
tal has a great upbeat feeling," he 
commented. He said he found his 
experience at NERH very reward¬ 
ing and one that he will always 
remember. 

This upbeat feeling spilled over 
into the other things he was involved 
in. When Farley was tutoring at the 
Dever School and St. Eulalia’s, he 
said he was more of a big brother 


than anything else. “I was there for 
the kids to talk to if they had any 
kind of problem. They felt free to 
confide in me the things that they 
could tell no one else,” he said. 

Farley said his parents influenced 
him greatly when it came to getting 
involved in things. “I am an only 
child, so they were always there for 
me to talk to which is great. I’m also 
lucky because my parents are open 
and look at things objectively,” he 
said. 

Besides school-related activities, 
Farley likes most sports, all kinds of 
music, and reading. When asked if 
there was anything he couldn’t do 
Farley laughed and said, “Of 
course, there are a lot of things I 
can’t do. I am a terrible dancer and 
awful basketball player, among 
other things.” 

This summer Farley is working at 
the Winchester Country Club as part 
of the grounds crew. In September, 
he will enter Harvard College’s 
undergraduate liberal arts prog¬ 
ram. “I’m not sure exactly what I 
want to do, so I’m going to try a little 
bit of everything at first to try and 
decide,” he said. 

Cotter wrote, “Ed Farley is a very 
special person and one of the most 
outstanding young men I have ever 
been associated with in my 28 years 
as an educator. He has a rare ability 
of being able to relate with people of 
all ages and he docs it.” 

“I’m just one person on the 
earth.” said Farley. “Life is too 
short not to get involved.” 


Neighborhood nominated for historic honor 


“Substantial, commodious houses 
in this physically attractive location 
on lakefront property make this 
area’desirable and a symbol of suc¬ 
cess,” reported the Winchester Star 
in 1914. Seventy-five years later the 
same can be said of the Everett 
Avenue area where elegant homes 
surrounded by lovely tree-shaded 
lawns line the gently winding roads 
of Winchester’s finest turn-of-the- 
century neighborhood. 

The Everett Avenue/Sheffield 
Road neighborhood is currently part 
of a town-wide nomination to the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. This article, focussing on the 
Everett Avenue/Sheffield Road His¬ 
toric District is one of a series of 
public information articles describ- 
ng some of the highlights of 


Winchester’s architectural heritage. 

The Everett Avenue/Sheffield 
Road Historic District wraps the 
northern and eastern shores of the 
upper Mystic Lake along Everett 
Avenue. It is bounded by Church 
Street to the north, Bacon Street to 
the east, and Sheffield Road to the 
west. 

The historic district stands on 
what was once fertile farmland 
granted to Increase Nowell in the 
17th century and purchased by 
Edward Everett in 1858. Edward 
Everett, for whom Everett Street is 
named, was a U.S. Senator, minister 
to Great Britain, candidate for Vice 
President, Governor of Massa¬ 
chusetts, and president of Harvard 
University. Everett Avenue, laid out 


in the 19th century, was developed in 
the early 1900’s by, among others, 
Phineas Nickerson, who had been a 
captain on the steamship line from 
New York to Nova Scotia. 

Although the area was not estab¬ 
lished as a formal subdivision, it is 
an extremely cohesive neighborhood 
in terms of setbacks and lot sizes as 
well as scale, style and elaboration 
of its houses. Architects F. Patter¬ 
son Smith and Dexter Blaike 
designed many of the homes. 
Architectural quality in the area is 
extremely high with fine representa¬ 
tions of the Colonial Revival, 
Medieval Revival (including Tudor 
Revival) and Neo-Rationalist styles. 
Of the 129 properties in this district, 
109 residences qualify as contribut-

ing buildings meeting high stan¬ 
dards of architectural significance 
and quality. 

The earliest houses in the area are 
designed in the Colonial Revival 
style such as 8 Everett Avenue, the 
former home of landscape artist J. 
Foxcroft Cole. Simple in design, its 
symmetrical facade, columned 
entry porch, sidelights at entry, and 
dormers are typical of the Colonial 
Revival style. 

A later and bolder example of the 
Colonial Revival style is the Lucia L. 
Clark House at 9 Sheffield Road built 
in 1889. The steep hip roof sporting 
oversized dormers with curving 
swan’s-neck pediments, the wide 
roof overhang with modillions, the 
porch with grouped columns and the 
porch roof balustrade with decora¬ 
tive urns are wonderful Colonial 
Revival features. 

The trend toward Tudor Revival 
can be seen in later houses such as 
the Dexter Blaike House at 45 
Everett Avenue, built around 1893 
for the architect himself. An irregu¬ 
lar plan, it combines a brick first 
story with a half timbered second

story and shingled dormers on a 
clipped gable roof. The banked, tall, 
narrow, multi-pane casement win¬ 
dows and the massive decorated 
chimney are typical of the style. 

One of the finest Neo-Rationalist 
or Craftsman style houses in the 
area is the house at 32 Everett 
Avenue, built around 1908 for the 
manager of the Suffolk Brewing 
Company, George B. Smith. The 
gable roof with exposed rafter ends 
slopes down to a one story height at 
the north end and contains a large 
gabled dormer. Adjacent, the roof 
assumes an elegant curve echoing 
the curve of the three windows bank¬ 
ed beneath and seen again at the 
front entry. The complexity of this 
house’s plan and massing together 
with the combination of smooth stuc¬ 
co wall surfaces and banked win¬ 
dows with small pane sash make it 
an outstanding example of the Engl¬ 
ish influenced Craftsman style. 

These are only a few of the many 
architecturally significant homes in 
a district which retains the flavor of 
an affluent, fashionable, turn-of-the- 
century suburb.

Uglietto warmed 
by special honor

For Salvatore Uglietto of May¬ 
flower Hoad, heating systems are 
part of everyday life. 

The president of Yankee Resour¬ 
ces Corporation in Winchester, 
Uglietto was recently honored when 
a paper he wrote was published in 
the American Society of Heating, 
Refrigeration and Air Conditioning 
Engineers (ASHRAE) Technical 
Data Bulletin and the ASHRAE 
Transactions. 

Uglietto, who has been in the heat¬ 
ing business for 40 years, designs 
and builds heating systems. 

According to Uglietto, in October, 
1986, he was asked by ASHRAE to 
write a paper on district heating and 
cooling for presentation at the annu¬ 
al meeting in July 1987. In his paper, 
Uglietto outlined what he says is the 
most efficient way to provide heat: 
by burning trash. 

“One control plant can heat and 
cool a whole city with the burning of 
municipal solid waste,” said Ugliet¬ 
to. He pointed out that a number of 
cities, such as Nashville, Tenn., and 
St. Paul, Minn., as well as a number 
of other countries, including Sweden 
and Denmark, have similar sys¬ 
tems. “It’s the system of the 
future,” he added. 

The system, called district heat¬ 
ing, works by burning trash under a 
boiler filled with water, ultimately 
creating steam. Steam travels 
through a turbine which rotates to 
create electricity. 

Uglietto pointed out that district 
heating systems do not waste water, 


since they work in a loop system 
rather than a dead end. Water 
leaves the boiler at approximately 
250 degrees and, after heating struc¬ 
tures throughout the system, returns 
at approximately 160 degrees F to be 
reused. 

Air pollutents would not be a prob¬ 
lem in such a system, said Uglietto. 
Through the use of electrostatic pre- 
cipilants and bag filters, all impuri¬ 
ties would be removed from the 
material before it reaches the atmo¬ 
sphere, he noted. 

Uglietto said such systems would 
save communities money, since they 
would be self-sufficient, providing 
their own energy. 

With district heating and cooling, 
Uglietto said all residents who parti¬ 
cipate in the system would become 
part-owners. By saving tipping fees 
from municipal solid waste as well 
as providing cooling, heating and 
electricity, the system would reduce 
revenue needed by cities and towns, 
thus reducing the tax rate, said 
Uglietto. 

“The profit would go right back to 
the taxpayer,” he* noted. “People 
are going to benefit^” 

Having designed heating systems 
for more than 40 years, Uglietto said 
he is always trying to think of new 
ideas. One idea he has developed at 
his own home is a snow melting 
device to melt snow on driveways. In 
addition, he developed a solar sys¬ 
tem in his own back yard. As for 
future heating systems, Uglietto 
said he’s always experimenting. 

“I’m always trying to design a 
better and better system, and a 
more efficient system,” he said.

U.S. Representative Edward J. 
Markey (DMA) called for the crea¬ 
tion of a comprehensive long-term 
care program and for improvements 
in the Long Term Care Insurance 
Standards Act of 1988 at a hearing 
Aug. 2 by the House subcommittee 
on health. 

Improving the quality of long 
term health care Insurance is criti¬ 
cally important, but it is not the total 
solution to the long-term care prog¬ 
ram which covers not just the elder¬ 
ly, but persons of all ages with 
severe physical or mental disabili¬ 
ties. is urgently needed and long 
overdue,” said Markey. 

"The costs associated with long¬ 
term cure create a real obstacle to 
care for all but the wealthiest 
Americans. The long-term care cri¬ 
sis cannot be left for individuals or 
even individual states to solve It 
must be addressed on a national 
basis, ’ he added. 

Markey cited the need for 
improvements in the Long Term 
Care Insurance Standards Act of 
19HH (H It 5985). legislation which 
requires health insurers to provide 
consumers with clear and adequate 
information on policy coverage and 
benefits. 

According to Markey, three out of 
loty- Medicare beneficiaries purch¬ 
ase Medigap insurance, many in the 
belief that it will cover their long 
term care needs. Unfortunately, this 
is hot the case. According to the 
Brookings Institute, only three per 
cent of the Medicare beneficiaries 
witji Medigap policies have long¬ 
term care coverage 

Markey suggested several provi 
sioO to improve the Long Term Care 
Insurance Standards Act of 1988: 

•. Insurers should be required to 
list*typical long-term care services 
thal do not qualify for coverage. 

••'There should be a mechanism 
through which policy holders can 
easily obtain information in advance 
as In whether specific health care 
services will qualify for payment or 
not* 

•because it is inevitable that new 
coiflM*rns and proposals for long¬ 
term care will arise, the public 
woilki be provided with an avenue by 
which it can petition the Long Term 
insurance Panel for improvements 
in the minimum standards

Town sued 
for promoting 
water meters 


Dems go

Under the bright lights of the 
stage, the crossfire of the media 
and the watchful scrutiny of the 
voters, Democratic candidates 
strived to set themselves apart 
from the pack. 

Todd Cronan, Jack Looney and 
Paul Casey, the democratic state 
representative candidates from 
the 34th Middlesex District, were 
each given the opportunity to 
make their stands and present 
their platforms at the Aug. 31 
debate sponsored by the League 
of Women Voters. 

The debate was moderated by 
Arlene Stamm, president of the 
Massachusetts league. The even¬ 
ing’s debate was broken into four 
segments: introductory state¬ 
ments by the candidates, ques¬ 
tions drawn from a panel of local 
media representatives, questions 
summoned from the audience 
and questions candidates 
directed at each other. 

Preliminary speeches allowed 
the candidates to introduce them¬ 
selves and the key strengths of 
their campaigns. Looney spoke of 
his proven leadership and com¬ 
munity service. 

Casey noted, “I will be dedi¬ 
cated, committed and completely 
responsible as your state rep¬ 
resentative.” Cronan next took 
the podium stating, “I will stand 
up and fight for you on Beacon 
Hill.” 


Qualifications 

The latter portion of the debate 
drew intense crossfire among the 
candidates. Each were allowed to 
question each other on various 
issues. Looney spoke first, asking 
the others to identify their experi¬ 
ence and qualifications for office. 

Casey cited his past race 
against incumbent Rep. Sherman 
"Whip” Saltmarsh which drew 


him into the political arena and 
the public eye. although his last 
bid for the state rep seat was 
unsuccessful. 

Cronan stated that the quality 
of the time spent serving the 
public is the important issue, not 
necessarily the longevity of ser¬ 
vice. He also cited his positions as 
assistant district attorney and 
personnel board member as polit¬ 


ical experience to his credit. "I 
would be proud to represent you 
(the citizens of the district) with 
quality time,” said Cronan. 

Cronan then asked his oppo¬ 
nents what new legislation, other 
than budget reform acts, they 
would draft if elected state rep¬ 
resentative. Looney replied he 
would first file a reform of the 
water bill, and a partnership for 
daycare providers. Casey noted 
that he had worked with asses¬ 
sors to increase exemptions for 
elderly and limited income 
families. 

Casey’s asked if his opponents 
supported anti-snob zoning. Cro¬ 
nan supported moving toward 
"diverse communities," while 
Looney stated that building high- 
rises as a solution to the problem 
would be "a disaster.” 

Mounting concerns 

The first question posed by the 
media panel addressed the 
mounting concerns over the fis¬ 
cal state budget, prompting var¬ 
ied replies from the candidates. 

Looney said there was a need 
to, "open up that budget...see 
where the costs are.” He also 
proposed cutting services that 
carry an overhead cost and put¬ 
ting a freeze on unneccessary 
hiring. 

Casey called for prioritizing 
issues and agendas, “to get the 
biggest bang for the buck.”

Dirian Keshian of Thornberry 
Road is bringing a class action suit 
against the town of Winchester for 
its "failure to honor its commit¬ 
ment” of special water and sewer 
rates. 

Keshian is one of 247 Winchester 
residents who, at the "encourage¬ 
ment” of the town, installed a sec¬ 
ond water meter this past April to 
decrease the MWRA’s rapidly 
accelerating water and sewer rates. 
According to DPW Director Dominic 
Serratore, the "encouragement” 
came in the form of a two-page flyer 
the town sent out in 1984 which 
suggested that the installation of a 
separate meter for lawn sprinklers 
and swimming pools would enable 
homeowners to pay a lower sewer 
rate. In addition, the water depart¬ 
ment inspected and wired the new 
meters at its expense, noted Kes¬ 
hian. Keshian’s attorney for the law¬ 
suit, John F. Driscoll (Milk St., Bos¬ 
ton) wrote, "It is my opinion that the 
town spoke through an agent 
cloaked with either real or apparent 
authority and that the citizenry of 
Winchester, relying on such authori¬ 
ty, accepted the offer and installed 
the meters. In view of the fact there 
was no subsequent retraction or cor¬ 
rection by the Town Selectment, it is 
my opinion that their silence was an 
implied endorsement and approval 
of this officer.” 

The second water meter holders 
were left high and dry, so to speak, 


when Town Meeting voted in Article 
5 this past May. Now there are no 
more special rates. As of July 1, 
1988, ail water users, regardless of 
the number of meters, must pay the 
same water and sewer charges. 

Keshian said, "We feel we were 
taken. I didn’t call up the town about 
putting in a second meter. The town 
got in touch with us. I don’t like to 
get conned." 

Keshian formed the "Second 
Meter Legal Fund Group,” in an 
attempt to make the town honor its 
commitment for special rates. "Why 
should anybody pay a sewer tax who 
does not have waste water going into 
the sewer system, as in the case of 
sprinklers and swimming pools?” he 
questioned. 

Selectman Stephen Powers said, 
"In my personal opinion, I think the 
guy (Keshian) is right. He was 
asked to put in a second meter and 
now it’s useless. We have a moral 
responsibility (to the second meter 
holders. > My vote would be to give 
them their money back.” Selectman 
Judith Muggia agreed, saying, "I’d 
be interested in a pro-rated basis of 
restitution dependent on each case, 
how long the person had the meter, 
etc.” 

But Keshian doesn’t want his 
money back. "I don’t want the 
money. We want to be exempt from 
the sewer tax,” said Keshian.

TM member challenges records

Mary Pronski is concerned the 
town is not properly recording Town 
Meeting votes. This shortcoming, 
she warns, could "permanently 
injure” the town. 

Pronski, a Town Meeting member 
from Precinct 2, appeared before 
selectmen Tuesday night to discuss 
action taken by Town Meeting on an 
affordable housing article in May 
1988. 

The town is under obligation to the 
state to provide seven units of 
affordable housing, noted Pronski. 
In May, 1986, Town Meeting 
approved a motion to set aside land 
at Mullen Playground on Lockeland 
Road as well as a parcel at Amb* |pe 
School for the construction of afford¬ 
able housing. Pronski said she intro¬ 
duced an amendment which pro¬ 
vided a one-year time period for 
conveyance of that land to take 
effect. 


According to Pronski, however, 
the motion as she made it was not 
"transcribed properly” in the Town 
Reports. In the Town Reports, the 
amendment says the town had one 
year to execute a contract of finan¬ 
cial assistance. Pronski said she 
realized the error was made in the 
reports when local media recently 
reported on the construction of 
affordable housing units. 

Pronski emphasized her support 
for affordable housing, although she 
said she is "not really in favor of the 
two particular sites. I don’t think it’s 
in the town’s best interest to give up 
school area (and) park land for 
housing.” 

However, she was extremely con¬ 
cerned that motions were not prop¬ 
erly recorded. Had the motion been 
recorded as she originally proposed 
it, Pronski said, the town may have 
looked for different options in lieu of 
playground areas. 

Chairman Robert Deering said he 


had difficulty understanding Prons- 
ki’s motivation for bringing up the 
error now, when plans for affordable 
housing are advancing. 

Deering noted that a covenant was 
signed prior to May 1987, which 
fulfilled the obligation as outlined in 
the Town Report. However, Pronski 
insisted that was not the amendment 
she presented. "In essence, what 
happened is that Town Meeting vot¬ 
ed on a conveyance of land, and we 
are not honoring it because it did not 
appear that way in the report,” said 
Pronski. 

According to Town Counsel Dou¬ 
glas Randall, the Town Record is the 
official legal recorded vote. 

Randall’s comments prompted 
Pronski to ask, "Who’s obligation is 
it to see that actions taken by Town 
Meeting are honored?” 

Deering said there is no a master 
calendar for the town. However, he 
pointed out, "As far as what is 
recorded here (in the Town

Reports), that vote has been carried 
out in the one-year time frame.”

The Winchester Board of Asses¬ 
sors has begun the task of reassess¬ 
ing all residential and commercial 
property in town. 

The reevaluation is the most 
extensive of its kind since 1981 and is 
scheduled to begin in the next sever¬ 
al weeks. It will be largely based on 
door-to-door inspections of area 
homes and businesses by represen¬ 
tatives of Patriot Properties, a pro¬ 
fessional appraisal firm. 

Expected to be completed in the 
next six months, the reassessment is 
designed to determine, "fair and full 
market value of town property," 
according to Winchester’s Director 
of Assessments, Dan McGurl. The 
reassessment will also, "include the 
listing and measurement of all resi¬ 
dential property as well as the ite¬ 
mizing of all personal property in 
area businesses by the Pati iot Prop¬ 
erties Group,” said McGurl. 

Patriot Properties, chosen by the 
Board of Assessors over five other 
firms, has completed work in Fitch¬ 


burg, Agawam and Marblehead. 
The firm is, according to McGurl, 
"best suited to do the work here in 
Winchester, based on their hands-on 
experience and computer 
capabilities." 

The assessment of any given piece 
of property is based on several vari¬ 
ables including the location of the 
property, the size of the home, the 
type of heating system and the num¬ 
ber of rooms, fireplaces and baths 
that an accessor locates. Other fac¬ 
tors that enter into an assessor’s 
equation include the condition of the 
real estate market at the time and 
current interest rates. 

Asked how much of an increase 
Winchester residents should expect 
to see in their property taxes, 
McGurl replied, "a reassessment 
usually results in one-third of resi¬ 
dents paying more in taxes, about 
one- third paying less, and about 
one-third paying the same.” 

Upon completion, the figures from 
the Patriot firm’s assessment will be 
submitted to the Board of Assessors 
for approval and can be expected to 
take effect in fiscal year 1990.

Maureen Winn is often confined to 
hoi- home, situated in her bed with 
the conveniences of everyday mobil¬ 
ity out her reach due to the disease 
which has left her a quadriplegic.

Out of over 900,000 entries, Winn’s 
poem, ‘‘Autumn Splendor” earned 
her a spot at the convention. And 
even though a trip across the coun¬ 
try was a somewhat frightening 
thought, Winn set her mind to mak¬

Winn was always hoping that her 
poem would earn an award, yet was 
far more concerned about the poten¬ 
tial hazards of a cross country trip. 
She even asked her pastor, Father 
McDonough, ‘‘Don’t pray for my 
poem to win, pray for my safety on 
the trip.” 

Although she was unable to read 


her own poem at the convention 
because her speech is often labored, 
Winn asked another poet to read her 
work. Winn recalls that the woman 
was honored that Winn had chosen 
her to read her poem. “She 
responded like I had handed her a 
gift,” says Winn. 

Since the convention drew so 
many entries, Winn’s poem was 
read to one of many small groups of 
fellow poets. Although “Autumn 
Splendor” didn’t win any particular 
awards, Winn recalls the standing 
ovation her poem did receive when 
read to the audience. That was honor 
enough for Winn. 

After arriving home after a safe 
trip, Winn admits she was near 
exhaustion. “It was super to be back 
in Boston. I love to travel but this 
time, I was glad to be home,” says 
Winn. 

Her future plans for her poetry 
include striving to reach her goal of 
being a published poet. She plans to 
put together a coP°ction of her 
poems with the working title, 
“Winnings.” 

And she will continue to compose 
poetry on a regular basis. Her sub¬ 
ject matter for her poems are 
inspired by, “all the things that are 
special in my life,” says Winn.

Arthritis pain eased through exercise

Medical science is doing much 
today to case the pain of aching, 
swollen joints caused by arthritis. 
Although it is an incurable disease, 
many of those afflicted can lead a 
relatively comfortable life. 

Reports indicuate that 37,000,000 
people in the United States suffer 
from this miserable problem, either 
osteoarthritis ty rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis. Females seem to be victims 
about three times as often as males. 

Research indicates exercises that 
work the large muscle groups, such 
as walking or bicycling, is good 
therapy. It is the part of good judg¬ 
ment to discuss the type of exercise 
with the family physician before 
plunging into a program. 

Dr. Kremer of Harvard Medical 
School states that, “It is irrefutable 
that eating more fish is a healthy 
step for any person, whether arthri¬ 
tic or not. Researchers have some 
well-developed evidence that fish oil 
can be a key step in lowering choles¬ 
terol and fighting cardiovascular 
trouble such as atherosclerosis and 
heart attacks.” 

In studies done by Dr. Sperling 
and Dr. Kremer, doses of fish oil 
roughly equal to a salmon dinner or 
a can of sardines appeared to reduce 
arthritic inflamation. 

Emotions are reported to play an 
important role in dealing with 
arthritis pain. Researchers from 
Indiana report that a person’s will 
and positive attitude help him to 
cope better because he does not 
dwell on the negative aspects of 
having arthritis, a disease that isn’t 
hopeless even though it is painful. 

Vitamin C deficiency, especially 
when rheumatoid arthritis causes 
inflammation, can be helped by food 
sources containing the vitamin. The 
British Journal of Rheumatology, 
Nov. 1985, gives the following food 
sources as some of the best: one cup 
of fresh squeezed grapefruit juice, 94 
mg.; one cup of fresh squeezed 
orange juice, 124 mg.; half medium 
papaya, 94 mg.; one medium 
kiwifruit, 75 mg.; one medium 
orange, 70 mg. 

As science continues to delve 
deeper into the arthritis riddle, more 
answers will be found. A survey 
entitled, “How To Deal With Arthri¬ 
tis?” issued to 1,200 people by Pre¬ 
vention Magazine obtained answers 
that stressed: 

1) Light exercise is the most effec¬ 


tive weapon against the joint pain. 

.2) Aspirin and other alternative 
methods of pain relief are used. 

3) Heating pads, rest, and good 
nutrition are recommended. 

4) Swimming strengthens weak 
muscles. 

5) Maintain a proper pace of 
activity. 

The longer we sit around in pain 
doing nothing, the worse arthritis 
troubles an individual. With joint 
destruction, do exercises only under 
the close supervision of a physician 
and/or therapist. Exercising will 
present a real challenge when you 
have to assert your will upon your 
body to help a disabling condition. 
Improvement will be gradual but the 
results will indicate that people with 
arthritis can cope with this severe 
physical problem.

high standard of quality in 
education.” 

Grade four through eight students 
can anticipate some changes when 
gearing up for another year of 
mathematics. The use of calculators 
and estimating will be spotlighted in 
the new program, and teachers will 
take part in special workshops 
designed o aid them in presenting 
the new techniques.

The contamination problems 
which have plagued Leonard’s Pool 
this summer and rendered it unsafe 
for swimming have left area resi¬ 
dents without a place to escape this 
season’s brutal beat. 


However, recent investigations by 
the Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority < MWRA) have uncovered 
a length of pipe which may be the 
cause of the contamination. 

The pipe was recently found sub¬ 
merged in Leonard’s Pool by the 
MWRA’s underwater television 
cameras and is now under investiga¬ 


tion by the Board of Health lot- 
possible contamination, according 
to Health Director .Joseph Tabbi. 

High coliform levels in the pool 
had forced its closing earlier this 
summer, depriving residents of the 
only public swimming area in town. 
Since that time investigation of the 
unsafe conditions have been con¬ 


ducted by the MWltA Recently, 
what appears to be an abandoned 
service line running off the 30-inch 
sewer main toward the pool, has 
been uncovered. 

Tabbi noted that the videotape 
which was made by the MWRA’s 
underwater cameras will be 
reviewed by the sewer department 


before a conclusion can be drawn. 
Tabbi said that it must be deter 
mined if the pipe is sealed or 
unsealed. 


Since the pipe is connected to the 
town’s sewer main, however, 
MWRA has turned the problem over 
to the town, said Tabbi.

share some of his opinions on the 
issues that were confronted. 

O’Leary disagreed somewhat with 
the three Democrats’ view of the 
most critical issue of the campaign. 
Casey, Looney and Cronan all said 
the fiscal crisis was their main con¬ 
cern. While O’Leary didn’t belittle 
that problem, he said his main con¬ 
cern is the people of Stoneham and 
Winchester.

presidency, O’Leary added. In order 
to boost his chances of winning the 
election, Dukakis must first have a 
balanced budget in the state he gov¬ 
erns, O’Leary said. 

It is the Democrats’ wasted spend¬ 
ing and their continuous taxation to 
cover these ventures that O’Leary 
said he sees as the shovel that began 
digging the state’s present financial 
hole. “The spending must be 
stopped," he said.

Taxi service 
under review 


Resident concerned about 
inequities in water rates 


Taxi service in Winchester may 
not be the booming business it is in 
Boston, but it’s a necessity for some 
residents. And some who depend on 
the town’s only licensed taxi com¬ 
pany have expressed concern over 
the quality of that service. 

At the selectmen’s meeting last 
Tuesday, the owner of Bob’s Taxi. 
Robert Pacey, was given an oppor¬ 
tunity to respond to complaints con¬ 
tained in two letters received by the 
board. 

The first letter gave an account of 
a rider distressed with the taxi ser¬ 
vice’s unposted rate increase. The 
rider stated that he was not notified 
of the increase for the ride to Logan 
Airport and requested that such rate 
increases in the future become publ¬ 
ic knowledge. 

Pacey replied that when a person 
calls for cab service that is out of the 
metered range of service, they are 
verbally informed of the amount of 
the fare. When the cab arrives for 
pick-up, the price is repeated to the 
rider and is once more stated when 
the rider is dropped off and payment 
is due. 

Pacey also stated that the reason 
for the price increase was to cover 
growing insurance costs. He said 
that, “there’s no way to tell every¬ 
one when the price (of the fares) 
goes up," says Pacey. Selectman 
Thomas Schmitt suggested posting 
the rates where* the metered rates 
are posted in the cab. 

Selectman Judith Muggia said, 
however, “I feel it’s partly our 
responsibility, when we issue a 
license, to have guidelines,” says 
Muggia. 

“The bottom line,” says Muggia, 
“is service itself, and dependable 
prices and hours.” She called for 
screening of taxi drivers by the 
police department and adherence to 
set guidelines which would he 
reviewed by the board. 

Muggia cited a second letter which 
was brought to the attention of the 
selectmen. A group of senior citizens 
arriving at 10:30 p.m. from an outing 
at the Jenks Center were informed 
by the cab company that they were 
closed for the day. 

Pacey responded to the complaint, 
saying that low ridership in 
Winchester prevents him from keep¬ 
ing cabs in service at all times. 
“We’ve never left anyone (without a 
cab) on purpose,” says Pacey, “we 
do our best.” 

He also stated that although few 
people are going into the cab busi¬ 
ness, he would not shirk his duty to 
the people of Winchester. 

Muggia noted that Bob’s Taxi, “is 
the only game in town,” and that she 
would like to see some competition 
for the company’s license. 

Selectman Chairman Robert 
Deering said the police chief would 
be notified to review the current 
guidelines set for the taxi service 
and determine if they, “are encom¬ 
passing enough.”

Keshian said the entire problem 
arose from a lack of communication 
among the, “Ineffectively large 
number (192) of Town Meeting 
members" and from Town Meeting 
Moderator John Sullivan’s dictorial 
ability to silence debate on the issue. 
“1 had many Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers tell me, ‘If he doesn't want to 
hear you, you’re dead.’ The town 
moderator can lock or open the door. 
He (Sullivan) locked it,” said 
Keshian. 

Town Meeting member Robert 
Brosnan agreed that, “there was a 
definite communications problem 
between the government and the 
taxpayer.” Bui when asked about 
Sullivan’s intent to arrest discus¬ 
sion, Brosnan replied, “I’ve always 
found Mr. Sullivan to be very fair.’’ 


In response to Keshian's accusa¬ 
tion, Sullivan remarked, “The gent 
lemen obviously doesn’t know any¬ 
thing about the town or me. The 
second water meter has never been 
discussed at Town Meeting. All the 
MWRA cities and towns are upset 
that rates have gone up. That’s all 
that’s been discussed.” He added 
that Ik* would be happy to talk with 
Keshian to clear up the inaccuracy. 

However, according to Brosnan, 
there was “an emotional debate” at 
Town Meeting in which Town Meet¬ 
ing member and second water meter 
holder Clarence Borggaard com¬ 
plained vehemently of the inequity 
of the second water meter 
installations. 

Keshion obtained figures for water 
and sewer charges from Michael 
Kuklinski, MWRA rate division, and 
from Mark LaFleur, Winchester 


DPW business manager. The figures 
differ by $74,587. 

He added that Town Manager 
Chadwick Maurer is, “gearing up 
people to override Proposition 2 
1/2." Although Maurer could not be 
reached for comment, Muggia said. 
“The water use fee is not a tax. I 
really disagree with Mr. Keshian. If 
you’re a little guy on a small proper 
ty you deserve to pay a lot less than 
a person with a pool and gardens on 
an acre of land.” Besides, she 
added, “The 2- 1/2 law itself has 
provisions for an override. The town 
manager didn’t put it there.” 

The Second Meter Legal Fund 
Group will hold a meeting Sept. 20 at 
7:30 p.m. at Keshian’s office. 

“Someone told me, ‘Don’t rock the 
boat.’ I intend to sink it. I have no 
intention of letting the town get 
away with this," Keshian stated.

Cronan stated that the budget 
must be a statement of priorities, 
and not “a wish list." He also 
stated that, if elected state rep¬ 
resentative, he would look for, 
“what we can do in the short term 
to bridge the crisis.” He noted 
that waste must be eut from the 
budget and a set of priorities 
must he instituted. 


Casey called the bill, “just a 
political solution that has no mer¬ 
it." He proposed that the state 
would be better off improving 
city school systems. 


Affordable housing 

The candidates were then 
asked by the panel to clarify their 
stand on affordable housing, a 
heated issue in the campaign thus 
far. 

Casey noted that Winchester 
and Stoneham had, “been deliq- 
uent (in finding affordable hous¬ 
ing sites),” but said that they 
were now, ‘‘on the right track.” 

On the same issue Looney said, 
“It’s critical that we have one 
single agency that speaks for the 
community.” Without that, he 
said, “a multi-headed monster” 
is created. 

When asked about the voucher 
system which would allow open 
enrollment, Cronan voiced his 
opposition, “What makes schools 
work is the community base,” 
said Cronan. 

Looney also agreed that the bill 
would not be beneficial to sub¬ 
urbs or to cities and that the cost 
for such a plan could he higher 
than legislators originally 
anticipated. 


Full-time job 

When asked if the position of 
state representative should be a 
full-time or part-time job, the 
candidates had split views. 

Looney said he believed the 
work of the state representative 
could be completed in six months, 
but that the job should be a full¬ 
time position considering the 
extensive time spent in 
committees. 


ockeling cost of malpractice 
insurance and the state’s loss of 
qualified physicians due to this 
increase. Casey responded that 
this topic should he one of the 
first items on the state’s agenda. 
He also stated that he is, “all for 
reform.” 


Casey noted that, “a hard 
working rep is a full time rep.” 
He also voiced his opposition to 
what he called, “part-time legi¬ 
slators.” Casey proposed a possi¬ 
ble plan to include three months 
of a state representative’s sche¬ 
dule to he spent on budget con¬ 
cerns. three months spent on non¬ 
budget issues with the remaining 
six months to be spent on special 
committee reports. 

Cronan stated, “Our job is to 
represent you and put your inter¬ 
ests first, that requires a full¬ 
time representative.”

Keform needed 

Cronan agreed that, "the time 
has long since come (for such 
reform).” He also stated that he 
felt health care workers need a 
voice in the government. 

Looney agreed with the other 
candidates stating that malprac¬ 
tice insurance is too high. He 
called for legislators to face up to 
the reform that is needed. 

Another topic targeted the 
problems of elderly and disabled 
care. Cronan responded, “It's a 
nationwide problem,” and stated 
he wants to move the issue up on 
the agenda and receive aid in the 
form of funding. 

Looney stated that it is difficult 
to recruit qualified workers and 
Casey agreed, stating he would 
support a bill which would initi¬ 
ate funding for such care. 

When asked their views on the 
current daycare crisis the candi¬ 
dates agreed that the issue was 
one of high priority. Cronan sug¬ 
gested matched state grant fund¬ 
ing. daycare partnerships, and 
possible tax incentives for big

The future took a sudden turn for Winchester on that 
Friday in April when Whip Saltmarsh announced he 
wouldn’t seek reelection as representative of the 34th 
'Middlesex District. For many, Whip is an institution.

Millions of people cha-cha through 
life here in America to the whirs and 
beeps and hums of VCRs and micro- 
waves, of computers and cordless 
phones. 

The interesting thing is, though so 
many of us own these various 
gadgets, not very many are all that 
good at actually operating any of 
them. 

In this respect we are like most 
humans, I think, the great tendency 
is to open the box the gadgets come 
in, cast aside their instructions and 
start twiddling away at the knobs 
and knocking like monkeys at all the 
shiny windows. 

I run out of hands before I can stop 
counting on the fingers of them the 
number of people I know who own a 
VCR but haven’t quite figured out 
who to record a program on it when 
they’re not home — which function, 
you may well observe, lies at the 
very heart of having one of these 
babies in the first place. 

A friend tells me, “I want to tape a 
show, I press record and tape the 
whole darn evening. I figure, what 
the heck. Anyway, I like the ads.’’ 

Do I laugh at this friend? I do not. I 
am the same way myself with the 
computer that came into my life a 
few years ago. I know just enough 
about it to get it to help me tell my 
little tale each week, and not a jot 
more. 


It’s a right smart machine, as it 
tell me itself, holding many bits and 
pieces of information, many bytes 
and nibbles of memory and intelli¬ 
gence. It is much smarter than I am. 
If I touch a wrong key, play a wrong 
note as it were, police as a well- 
trained servant it asks, am I sure I 
want to touch this key? 

It is patient with me. It can wait 
forever for my answer. While I fan 
wildly through the manuals, it hums 
and looks the other way, wondering 
perhaps, how it fell into such dim- 
witted hands in the first place. 

This past spring, we built 
ourselves a new kitchen and bought 
a new stove to install in it. We hadn’t 
cooked anything in months while the 
work went forth, feeding the family 
instead out of cans and the Drive-Up 
window at the burger joint. 

The first night the place was oper¬ 
ational, we bought a fine fat roast of 
beef for the family to enjoy, the first 
we would taste in a hundred days or 
more.

The 
cordless phone speaks about getting 
left off its base for the night, 
deprived of the nourishing snack of 
electrical charge it so yearns for, 
forced finally to yelp and yodel in its 
distress. The computer mentions the 
child’s fingers it endures, as they 
probe into its ears and slit-like 
nostrils. Even the TV sneers, over 
owners still too dumb to master its 
scan and mute and timer functions. 

They are beyond us in wisdom, 
infinite in faculty. And yet a kind of 
communication is still possible 
between us. 

Sometimes, when the TV picture 
starts rolling and blinking and does 
not respond to the twiddling of 
knobs, we approach the set. We slap 
it, upside the head, as the saying 
goes. It stops blinking and comes to 
its senses. 

Right now we’re about even in our 
battle with the gadgets. But if their 
intelligence keeps growing and ours 
continues to dwindle, who knows 
which side will prevail? Check us in 
a year. If we’re using the microwave 
to store the cereal boxes, I guess 
you’ll have the answer.

strive to accomplish: the elimina¬ 
tion and prevention of the diseases 
she/he is trained to .treat. Flourida- 
tion, better nutrition, routine clean¬ 
ings in the dental office, and training 
in proper home-care procedures 
have significantly reduced the need 
for dental care for most of today’s 
young and teenage population. 

Many children have had either no 
dental decay or need at the most one 
or two restorations. At the same 
time, incredibly exciting changes 
have occured in dentistry: implant 
techniques allow the restoration of 
missing teeth for patients unable to 
retain lower dentures; improved 
bonding and veneering procedures 
restore badly stained or broken 
teeth; porcelain and gold restora¬ 
tions as crowns and bridges allow 
nearly perfect anatomic and cosme¬ 
tic replacement of lost tooth struc¬ 
ture or lost teeth. 

All of the dental specialties make 
possible the treatment of difficult 
and complicated dental problems. 
Orthodontists correct developmen¬ 
tal deformities of the upper and 
lower jaws. Oral surgeons are cap¬ 
able of working with the general 
dentist and orthodontist to surgical¬ 
ly correct even more extreme jaw 
deformities, as well as treat the 
ravages of oral cancer. 

Peridontists offer a range of non- 
surgical and surgical procedures 
that can now eliminate or control the 
destructive changes associated with 
gum disease. Pedodontists can 
administer dental care to the 
youngest and often most frightened 
patients in a special and caring 


manner. 

Endodontists (so condemned by 
Mr. Shepard) are capable of skillful¬ 
ly manipulating instruments in the 
very fine root canal structure of the 
teeth to remove infected (abcessed) 
tissued and to preserve teeth that 
would otherwise be extracted. Many 
general dentists are capable of per¬ 
forming any of the special skills 
described above but if a dentist feels 
that a referral to a specialist is 
necessary it is only for the goo dof 
hte patient. 

American dentistry has reason to 
be proud. The process of dental 
education produces fine and 
extremely competent dentists who 
are sensitive not only to the dental 
needs of their patients, but sensitive 
as well to the nutritional, medical 
and yes, psychological needs. 

Dentists spend four intensive 
years of study to earn their D.M.D. 
or D.S.S. degrees, and an additional 
two years for specialty training. The 
dental curriculum is too extensive to 
describe here fully. It includes the 
same basic science curriculum as 
the physician. The dental student 
begins by dissecting a cadavar in 
gross anatomy an masters head and 
neck anatomy in great detail. Dental 
training also includes in-depth study 
of neuro-anatomy, biochemistry, 
histology, nutrition, bacteriology, 
general and oral pathology, to men¬ 
tion only a few courses in the 
curriculum. 

Supervised work in clinics pro¬ 
vides extensive training experiences 
over a three-year period. This inten¬ 
sive and extensive training is 
required to enable the dentist to

The House and Senate. The House 
and Senate continue to meet infor¬ 
mally during the summer recess. 
“Beacon Hill Roll Call’’ continues its 
in-depth look at representatives’ vot¬ 
es on previously unrecorded roll 
calls on several amendments to the 
fiscal 1989 $11.75 billion state budget 
recently signed into law by Gover¬ 
nor Dukakis. The bill number is H 
5600. 

Secretary of State — House 114-31, 
rejected an amendment reducing 
funding for the Secretary of State’s 
office from $5.9 million to $5.5 
million. 

Amendment supporters said 
recent pay hikes in the office are 
excessive and claimed further cuts 
are justified. Opponents said the 
office is level funded except for 
necessary office renovations and 
increases in the area of corporate 
registration where several new 
clerks will collect up to $3 million in 
additional revenue for the State. 

A “Yea” vote is for the $400,000 
cut. A “Nay vote is against the cut. 


Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted yes. 

Interstate — House first rejected 
72-72, then approved 142-5, an 
amendment eliminating the $142,000 
Interstate Cooperation Commission. 

Amendment supporters said this 
commission is an unknown, unpro¬ 
ductive waste of money. Opponents 
said the commission is necessary to 
regulate the travel of trucks 
between states. (Both roll calls are 
listed.) 

A “Yea" vote is for abolishing the 
commission. A “Nay" vote for 
retaining it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes on both. 

Treasurer — House 109-34, 
rejected an amendment reducing 
funding for the State Treasurer’s 
office from $9.9 million to $9.8 
million. 

Amendment supporters said the 
cut will not affect operation of the 
office and should be made in light of 
the state’s fiscal crisis. Opponents 
said the funding has already been 
reducing from the original recom¬ 
mendation and claimed further cuts 
will hurt the office. 

A “Yea” vote is for the $100,000 
cut. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 
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make the many informed decisions 
needed to carry out the variety of 
precise procedures to assure the 
maintenance of oral health. 

This health care background 
enables the dentist to stand at the 
forefront of preventitive medicine 
with the ability to recognize and 
treat not only common dental dis¬ 
eases of caries, gingivitis and perio¬ 
dontitis, but also to recognize the 
symptoms of many medical prob¬ 
lems caused by hematological, hor¬ 
monal and nutritional changes. The 
earliest symptoms associated with 
the deadly disease of AIDS 
(Acquired Immune Deficiency Syn¬ 
drome) often are first seen as 
changes in the tongue and other oral 
tissues. 

It is unacceptable for a quality 
newspaper with the reputation of 
The Winchester Star to minimize its 
important role in positive and accu¬ 
rate communication in the area of 
health care. The role of a newspaper 
is not to reinforce narrow-minded, 
unbalanced, puerile, and negative 
perspective of dentistry, construed 
as a human interest story. It is 
irresponsible to use prime editorial 
space for Morris Shepard’s attack 
on the American dental profession 
based on his own personal failure to 
seek and obtain reasonable dental 
care. Dentistry has been blamed by 
people like Mr. Shepard for causing 
them pain when the fact is that 
dentists are trained to reduce pain 
and to ameliorate conditions causing 
pain, conditions often stemming 
from the patient’s own neglect. 

Insted of a total condemnation of 
dental care that he has received thus 
far, it would seem to me that Mr. 
Shepard owes the fifteen dentists he 
has seen in his lifetime, and their 


dental assistants, a resounding 
“thank you!” for doing the best that 
htey could so that he could keep his 
own denitition to this point, and 
avoid the difficulties associated with 
a full upper and lower denture. 

However, I want to assure Mr. 
Shepard that at this final stage of 
dental care he can be confident that 
American dentistry possesses 
remarkable technical skills to pro¬ 
duce perfectly functional and cos¬ 
metic replacements should he need 
them to chew and taste, digest his 
food, speak, and hopefully, smile.

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Apartheid in South Africa: two views 


By MORRIS SHEPARD 

South Africa can be the best of 
countries. It can be the worst of 
countries. It depends on the color of 
one’s skin. Below are the views of 
three people from two different 
groups. The minority, yet all- 
powerful whites ar# represented by 
Leopold Scholtz. The majority, but 
powerless blacks,, are represented 
by Naomi Tutu-Seavers and Dumi- 
sani Kumalo.

also has a doctorate in history from 
Leyden University. 

He came to this country as a paid 
guest of the United States Informa¬ 
tion Agency, which enabled him to 
travel around the country gathering 
the ideas and views of Americans. 
Presumably, he will write about his 
encounters in one of the above news¬ 
papers upon his return to South 
Africa. 

I met Tutu-Seavers a few years 
ago while a consultant to a group of 
people who raised money for The 
Bishop Tutu Refugee Fund. She has 
been in this country since getting her 
undergraduate degree from a col¬ 
lege in Kentucky. At the time I met 
her, she was working as an econom¬ 
ist for a bank in Hartford, Conn. 

I’ve never met Kumalo, but have 
talked to him on the telephone. He is 
a former journalist from South Afri¬ 
ca and is currently the religious 
action network coordinator for the 
American Committee on Africa. 
Their central office is in New York 
City. 

As Scholtz and I began our conver¬ 
sation, I showed him recent columns 
of mine, and told him that one of the 
reasons for wanting to meet him was 
to get the perspective of a white 
South African. I also told him that I 
had met several members of the 
Tutu family as well as several other 
black South Africans. 

The Scholtz agenda, given that I 
was his next-to-last interview before 
returning home, was to “test” ideas 
and views that he’d garnered from 
his visit. “When I talked to people in 
the South,” he said as the opening to 
our conversation, “they told me that 
property values dropped after dese¬ 
gregation.” What did I know about 
that? 

Well, it could be true, I told him. 
And after a few seconds, I asked him 
more about the area of the declining 
property values. He was perturbed 
with my need for specificity. 

I told him that my knowledge of 
real estate values was not ency¬ 
clopedic but that I did know there 
were a lot of variables. I asked him 
if he knew about red-lining. He 
didn't. I explained it, but he didn’t 
seem very interested. 

I asked him if he was concerned 
about “declining” property values 
in the south because he thought 
there might be a lesson for his coun¬ 
try should they try to end apartheid. 
He nodded. 

Next, he asked me what right I 
thought Americans had to intervene 
in South Africa’s domestic policies. I 
asked him if he was asking whether I 
thought we should send our troops to 
end apartheid. “Yes, something like 
that,’’ he replied. 


I told him I was not in favor of 
sending any troops anywhere at the 
moment. I also said that most 
nations, most of the time should 
have the right to make their own 
mistakes providing that their poli¬ 
cies did not reach the crimes- 
against-humanity level. 

Sometime during the same 
exchange, I said that I didn’t want 
my government or American corpo¬ 
rations doing business with a gov¬ 
ernment or a group of people who 
had racial hatred as a basis for their 
political philosophy or system. 

Scholtz quickly became defensive, 
telling me that I may have been 
ignorant of the gains that blacks 
have made in South Africa. He 
pointed out that “education and 
transportation have been 
integrated.’’ 

I remembered an evening in the 
Tutu-Seavers apartment in Hart¬ 
ford, when she told me and a friend 
that part of her salary went back 
home to send a relative to a private 
school because those public schools, 
to which blacks had access, were 
horrible. We were, at that time, 
sitting on plastic milk crates in a 
very sparsely-furnished apartment 
in which she and Corbin Seavers, her 
husband, lived. 

I asked Scholtz about health care. 
“It’s getting better for all,” he 
insisted. I flashed back to an evening 
two years ago in Toronto when I’d 
met the then Bishop Tutu. I’d asked 
his daughter if the Bishop was feel¬ 
ing well, because toward the end of 
the day, he looked very haggard. 

She told me he had a respiratory 
problem, then hastily added that 
“all adult black South Africans had 
at least one serious health prob¬ 
lem.” Scholtz merely nodded. 

The two most revealing parts of 
the Scholtz/Shepard conversation 
came toward the end of our very 
civilized and urbane conversation. 
Scholtz told me that white South 
Africans were concerned about the 
next political step in ending apar¬ 
theid. Also, he said that, in fact, the 
“mass murder rates among whites 
had gone up substantially.” 

He told me that there had been 
increased examples of the white 
heads of households shooting their 
progeny, spouses and then them¬ 
selves. This tale brought a vision of a 
modern-day Massada to my mind: 
white South Africans would rather 
commit murder and die than be 
conquered by integration. 

When I wanted to get another point 
of view as well as perspective on the 
Scholtz newspaper group, I called 
Kumalo at the Committee on Africa. 

I asked him for a comparable U.S. 
newspaper chain. First came a quiet 


deep rumble and then a barely- 
contained laugh which conveyed 
“the closest example is Pravda. You 
have nothing like it here. It would be 
the case, however, if the Rupublican 
party owned the major newspaper 
and George Bush was the editor.’’ 

Finally, I asked Kumalo about the 
white mass murder phenomenon. He 
said he was not an expert, but that 
the only examples that he knew 
about were the cases in which a 
married white couple gave birth to a 
child of mixed race. He said 
“because of the Population 
Registration Act, a white couple 
would take this drastic action rather 
than admit giving birth to a colored 
child — a child of the wrong 
classification.” 

As I dropped Scholtz off to attend 
another meeting or press confer¬ 
ence, I shook his hand and asked if 
he knew of anyone in South Africa 
who had any answers as to how they 
were going to end apartheid. “No,” 
he replied and then mumbled about 
how there were no easy answers. 


Why does my government spend 
scarce resources sponsoring those 
who come here to buttress their 
preconceptions? Why haven’t we 
done more, much more, to end apar¬ 
theid? It is a moral and political 
disaster. However, it is one for 
which there is an obvious answer: 
write and implement a constitution 
which has as its basis that all people 
are equal before the law. 

While the Reagan Administration 
has South Africa on the back burner, 
it supplies funds to the toadies of the 
Pretorian government. Scholtz has 
been able to wander around our 
country asking questions — any 
question — about our life and poli¬ 
tics. Yet, once back home, he will be 
able to report only those parts of our 
conversation which buttress their 
racially exclusionary policies. He 
said his press was “restricted.” I 
said it was censored. But that’s not 
the worse of the signs. 

The Botha regime continues to 
imprison blacks — young and old — 
without due process. It continues to 
suppress people because of the color 
of their skin. They bulldoze shanty 
towns and attack people who demon- 
' strate for their rights. That’s their 
political agenda. 

In the interim we pay for Dr. 
Scholtz, this very erudite and 
personally-appealing fellow, to dis¬ 
cuss property values. Our political 
sensibilities have indeed become* 
seriously flawed. Our federal fund4 
could have been better spent offer* 
ing the trip to the editor of Pravda.!!

Education must 
get top priority, 
says Cronan 

A commitment to excellence in 
education is part and parcel of what 
Winchester is all about. 

However, given the constraints 
imposed on our town by Proposition 
24, the ability to continue to provide 
our children with the best possible 
education is open to question. To 
continue to give education the top 
priority it deserves, Winchester 
needs a State Representative who 
will put educational values at the top 
of the legislative agenda. 

I have a deep, personal commit¬ 
ment to maintaining and building 
upon our tradition of excellence in 
education. I am a graduate of the 
Winchester public schools. My 
mother, Beverly Cronan, has been 
teaching in the Winchester schools 
for more than 15 years. Most impor¬ 
tantly, my wife and I have three 
children who will be going through 
the Winchester school system. 

I have worked hard to develop an 
in-depth understanding of the State 
legislature’s agenda in the area of 
public education. The impact of 
state government on our public 
schools is significant, with the state 
acting as both a provider of funds 
and as a source of rising costs in the 
educational system.

It is essential that educational 
opportunities be equally available to 
all children in our society. It is 
important to recognize, however, 
that when Chapter 766 was originally 
enacted, the state promised to fund 
“110 percent” of the costs of special 
needs education. 

At present, the state is paying 
approxiamately 58 percent of the 
cost of special needs education, with 
the remainder being funded out of 
the Winchester’s town budget. I 
believe our next State Representa¬ 
tive must work to ensure that the 
State assume a greater share of the 
cost of special needs education, 
thereby restoring the balance that 
was initially intended when the 
legislature adopted Chapter 766. 

Winchester must continue to 
invest in its public schools. Howev¬ 
er, to receive the maximum return 
on our tax dollar, we must also 


demand a similar commitment to 
excellence in education from our 
State government.

Several months ago I saw a funny 
bumper sticker that read: “I can’t 
be out of money, I still have some 
checks left.” Having spoken to thou¬

Moreover, the 
thousands of desks in the hundreds 
of floors in the dozens of state office 
buildings are visible proof that we 
certainly have enough government. 
Rather than continuing to expand 
government fueled through higher 
taxes, more fees, more fines, higher 
insurance rates and more hidden 
taxes, we must make it our priority 
to insure that we get what we have 
already paid for, not seek more of 
our dollars to pay for what we have, 
not received and for services poorly 
provided.

companies to utilize corporate 
space for daycare facilities. 

Prison reform 

Prison reform was the next 
question posed to the candidates. 
Casey, a proponent of the early 
furlough system supported by 
Gov. Michael Dukakis, pointed to 
overcrowding and lack of funding 
as the key issues of the crisis. 

Cronan cited the lack of credi¬ 
bility in the court system for 
continued prison problems. He 
called for, “truth in sentencing,” 
and the need to “restore credibili¬ 
ty” to the system. 

Looney noted that there is a 
need to rehabilitate convicted 
offenders and the system must 


not incarcerate these offenders 
and then forget them. 

On the issue of solid waste 
disposal, Cronan said that towns 
such as Winchester and Stone- 
ham need, “direct financial 
incentive” to recycle waste and 
address the growing dilemma. 
Cronan noted that the proposed 
incentive would be a “positive 
step” and that if he were elected 
state representative he would 
work with town officials to make 
this reform happen. 

Looney stated that the problem 
of waste disposal must be 
addressed from the source. He 
noted that there is a need to cut 
back on generation of waste and 
to consider biodegradable options 
to help solve the problem. 


Casey agreed that the problem 
was a statewide issue, and that 
an education process must be 
instituted to teach citizens the 
value of recycling. “It’s a prob¬ 
lem we have to address immedi¬ 
ately,” he said. 

Water rates 

The candidates were next ques¬ 
tioned on their opinion of the 
increase in water rates the towns 
have recently experienced. 
Casey called for accountability of 
the state legislature to the prob¬ 
lem. Cronan however, noted that 
Winchester and Stoneham must 
use less water from the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) and depend 
more on the water generated in 


the towns’ own reservoirs. There 
must be, “an increase in reliance 
on local water,” said Cronan. 

When asked what their number 
one priority would be if elected 
the candidates took the opportun¬ 
ity to express their top concerns. 
Cronan stressed fiscal accounta¬ 
bility as the key concern of his 
campaign. He also stated that the 
budget problems, “would not be 
solved by cutting aid.’’ 

Looney agreed that the key 
concern of his platform also 
would be fiscal budget issues. “It 
is important that we understand 
how the budget is made up and 
look at it case by case,” said 
Looney. Casey too, agreed with 
his opponents, recounting his 
background in budgetary issues.

Timothy Frueh 

Timothy E. Frueh, a scenic set 
designer and artist who worked for 
theater companies and television 
and movie productions in Boston, 
died of cancer Sept. 4 at the Youville 
Hospital in Cambridge. He was 38. 

A resident of Winchester, Mr. 
Frueh had libed in the Boston area 
for the past 19 years. He was born in 
Chicago, and grew up there and in 
Montreal and Norway. 

Most recently, from 1985 to 1987, 
he was the scenic artistic supervisor 
for the ABC detective show 
“Spenser for Hire.” He had also 
worked on the set design for many 
motion pictures filmed in and 
around Boston, including “The Bos¬ 
tonians” and “Where are the Child¬ 
ren?” He also worked as a collabor¬ 
ating set designer for various New 
York City Ballet Company 
productions. 

When he was starting out in Bos¬ 
ton, Mr. Frueh worked for the Next 
Move Theater and the Cambridge 
Opera Company as a lighting and set 
designer. He also had worked as an 
artist at Scaena Studios in Somervil¬ 
le, a design company that con¬ 
tracted with production companies 
in Boston. With Scaena, he painted 
backdrops for the Boston Bailet. 

He graduated from Trinity- 
Pawling School in Pawling, N.Y., in 
1969. In 1975, he received his bache¬ 
lor of fine arts degree from Boston 
University. He also had been work¬ 
ing on a master’s degree in theater 
design at Brandeis University. 

Mr. Frueh leaves his wife, Car- 
oljmn (Brath) Frueh of Winchester; 
a'daughter, Laren of Winchester; 
his parents, Alfred and Anne (Tor- 
rey) Frueh of Storrs, Conn.; and a 
sister, Carol Gourley of New York 
City.

Worth more than 1,000 words 


By MEREDITH FIFE DAY 

Ask any dozen photojournalists 
their major influences and the name 
Henri Cartier-Bresson will probably 
be echoed 12 times. For the French 
photographer who first picked up a 
small hand-held camera in 1932 and 
encapsulated his point of view in The 
Decisive Moment, a book published 
in 1952, found and explored that edge 
where events take on a visual form 
revealing levels and nuances of a 
story that could be told no other way. 

Henri Cartier-Bresson: The Early 
Work, on exhibit at the Danforth 
Museum of Art through Sept. 11, is 
comprised of 84 black and white 
prints from the years 1932 and 1934. 
The exhibition was organized by 
Peter Galassi, curator in the depart¬ 
ment of photography of New York’s 
Museum of Modern Art In his cata¬ 
logue essay, Galassi is emphatic in 
separating these early works, 
influenced by Cartier-Bresson’s 
involvement in the Surrealist move¬ 
ment at the time, from later, more 
categorically photojournalistic 
work. But for most of us, the distinc¬ 
tion serves less to separate the 
photographer’s work into “periods" 
to accent the role his surrealistic 
sensibilties played in the evolving of 
that major force in photojournalism, 
“the decisive moment." 

That moment when the visible 
components of a scene almost 
instinctively align themselves to 
create both beautiful form — with 
respect to light and dark, pattern, 
arrangement — and tell about a 
world within and without in social, 
political, personal, and moral terms, 
is very much in evidence in these 
early works. The oblique and 
sometimes-startling incongruities of 
Surrealism are often the images that 
emerge from the streets, and 
Cartier-Bresson’s own intelligent, 
sophisticated aesthetic allowed 
them to exist in their “moment" and 
allowed us to see their surprising or 
exotic, as well as their commonp¬ 
lace aspects. 

When we see something happening 
in an unexpected or unlikely context, 
we are compelled to lock at it longer 
and harder. The Surrealists made 
elaborate, controlled and conscious¬ 
ly staged use of this basic response. 
Because he found such situations in 
the flux of everyday life — albeit 
richly varied cultures — Cartier- 
Bresson’s photographs appear less

self-conscious and contrived than 
most surrealist work. 

In his introduction to The Decisive 
Moment, the photographer writes, 
“I prowled the streets all day, feel¬ 
ing very strung-up and ready to 
pounce, determined to ‘trap’ life — 
to preserve life in the act of living. 
Above all, I craved to seize the whole 
essence, in the confines of a single 
photograph, of some situation that 
was in the process of unrolling itself 
before my eyes." It is sense of 
adventure and openness to the reve¬ 
lations of spontaneity that offers up 
the visual surprises, piquancies and 
dramas in Cartier-Bresson’s 
pictures. 

Familiar suurealist images — 
headless bodies, objects shrouded 
and concealed, wrapped and tied — 
and the oddities of displacement, are 
taken out of the realm of dreams and 
placed squarely in the mainstream 
of life. We see the sculpted folds of a 
knotted drape replace the head of a 
man reading the newspaper in 


Livorno, Italy, 1932, and ponder the 
wrapped contents and weight of 
forms that surround a sleeping, 
swaddled young girl in Mexico in 
1934, understanding full well that 
these visual mysteries were discov¬ 
ered as they actually existed. 

If there is a staged aspect to 
Cartier-Bresson’s photographs, it is 
in the elegance and tension of form 
more than in the subject. Photo¬ 
graphs such as those of the rumpled, 
solemn figure framed by a graceful¬ 
ly curved doorway in Marseille, 
1932, or the massive Parisian 
bedecked in dark layers of fine clo¬ 
thing and absorbed in his solitude in 
Avenue du Maine, Paris, 1932, are 
dense and active in their configura¬ 
tion. But the multitude of details, 
reflections and “little events" 
throughout the pictures result in 
richness rather than clutter, 
because of exquisitely orchestrated 
organization around the hub formed 
by the figures. 

People-watching is an endeavor

timeless in its fascination. We look 
at others to entertain ourselves, or to 
learn, or often times to enter into 
their dramas; Cartier-Bresson 
invites us to do them all. Galassi 
points out in his catalogue essay the 
photographer’s affection for his sub¬ 
ject and his response to their diversi¬ 
ty. We are convinced. 

We are always struck by the deft¬ 
ness of Cartier-Bresson’s observa¬ 
tions, so perfectly-timed and so 
intuitively tuned-in to the force and 
subtlety of visual occurrences, that 
their strata of implications is 
equalled only by their continuing 
appeal.

A new baby means big adjustments

The thing about bringing baby 
home is: “You give up all your ideas 
about how things should be. Your 
housekeeping, everything," says 
Melanie Winston of Arlington, a 
mother of one with another on the 
way. “If you can get someone to help 
those first weeks--the typical thing is 
a baby nurse. I think they should 
really have a mother nurse! 

“The physical exhaustion-I had 
no idea. I felt like I was in outer 


space. And I had an easy birth," 
says Winston, her eyes big with the 
memory of an exhaustion that, over 
two years later, still amazes her. 

Joan Bachrach Is president of New 
Family, a parental support service 
that offers emotional support to new 
mothers in addition to providing 
help and encouragement with breast 
feeding issues. “Many women,” 
says Bachrach, “describe the early 
months of motherhood as the hard¬ 
est months of their lives. There is so 
much emphasis on pregnancy and 
birth that new mothers often feel 
very unprepared for the dramatic 
physical, hormonal and emotional 
changes that take place after birth... 

“The expectation in our culture is 
that at the two week mark women 


have bounced back from the birth 
and are sufficiently ready to handle 
their new roles. In many other cul¬ 
tures the new mother is eased into 
her new role...(she) is not only 
taught how to care for and breast¬ 
feed her infant but she is nurtured 
and supported as she gets to know 
her baby...This concept of ‘mother¬ 
ing the mother’ has been shown to 
significantly reduce the emotional 
confusion and difficulties many 
women experience in the early 
weeks and months." 

“First time parents are very 
shocked by their lack of mobility. 
Their lack of intimacy. The sleep 
deprivation...When they bring baby 
home the dynamics of their whole 
life changes dramatically. They are

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A new baby means major family adjustments

not arrive with a “schedule” or 
directions. 

The time problem also creates 
problems of its own. If there is 
another sibling, that child is losing 
“time" he or she normally would 
have with mom and dad. Not having 
enough “time" increases exhaustion 
and anxiety. Not having enough 
“time” begs the question of how long 
before the mother goes back to 
work-if she goes back to work. Not 
having enough “time" means find¬ 
ing out how parents can help them¬ 
selves or if they can they afford 
outside help. The responsibilities 
and the pressures pile up - just as 
quickly as baby’s dirty diapers. 

“One (child) is not as dramatic as 
two. One is like three people doing 
things..But two! Two is a ‘family,’ ” 
says Anne Walsh of Watertown. 
“One child you can always find a 
babysitter for but two is a major 
responsibility to give someone." 

Before the birth of the Walsh’s 
four-year-old son, Anne and Tony 
both worked. After Kieran’s birth, 
however, they jointly decided Anne 
would stay home. She still does 
occassional work such as making 
herbal wreaths but it is not the 
same. Anne admits that if she could 
earn as much a Tony she’d be happy 
to be in the work place. And Tony 
says he would be happy to be at 
home. 

“Friends said right from the 
beginning — make time for 
yourselves,” says Anne. “It’s impor¬ 
tant to have time for yourselves and 
time with other adults. It’s so impor¬ 
tant to maintain one’s own sense of 
individuality and — adulthood, 
almost. I don’t know if it’s as impor¬ 
tant when you’re both working 
‘cause you see other adults at work. 
Certainly in my position it’s impor¬ 
tant to see other adults (otherwise) 


you feel like you’re losing sometingh 
— like everyone else is going on 
ahead of you.” 

What makes it all work for Walsh 
is her husband. He does more than 
pay lip service to the idea that being 
a homemaker is hard work. Tony 
Walsh works long hours, usually 12 
hours every day during the work 
week, but he has found ways to share 
in the responsibility and pleasure of 
being a parent as well as easing his 
wife’s acute feeling of isolation. The 
amazing part is that Tony seems to 
have done this easily, naturally. 

“My husband is wonderful. I’m 
really grateful,” says Anne Walsh. 
“We can talk. The problems we 
have, we discuss with each other. 
He’s great with the kids. He really 
appreciates that taking care of kids 
is a vary taxing job. I know other 
situations where if dinner isn’t on 
the table on time, the husband gets 
mad. 

“Tony doesn’t make judgemnts 
against me. It’s a small thing but it 
goes into other things in our relation¬ 
ship...Sometimes I think I’m hope¬ 
less (at being a parent). Sometimes 
I feel I have no patience at all. Every 
whine seems like it’s because I’m 
not an effective parent. But Tony 
says, ‘Look at them. They’re two 
wonderfully happy children. They 
wouldn’t be that way if you weren’t 
doing something right.’ ” 

Tony always did particular things 
with Kieran that made the addition 
of their daughter Tegan, less 
traumatic. “It is fortunate that I 
always put my son to bed,” he says. 
“And it’s fortunate, before we came 
to America, I wasn’t doing extra 
work and was able to spend alot of 
time with my son. We pretty much 
shared the responsibilities all the 
way down the line. Well, obviously I 
didn’t breastfeed!” 

“When Tony comes home from 


work," says Anne, “the first thing he 
does is take them out for a walk. 
They wait for him at the door. Every 
night. He sings with them. Plays 
guitar and sings.” 

“When the second child was 
born," says Tony, “my son didn’t 
feel rejected because he was used to 
spending time with me when Anne 
couldn’t. He was used to me putting 
him to bed. The second child has a 
really big impact on the first 
because with two people working, 
you just don’t have Che time to spend 
with the first child. It’s sheer time.” 

Whe Walsh talks!hbout “two peo¬ 
ple working," he’s including his 
wife’s work at home, with the kids. 

“There’s very few relationships 
I’ve seen where the woman doesn’t 
end up doing more of the laundry 
and meals — no matter how liber¬ 
ated the man is — unless there’s a 
nanny or an au pair to help. A lot of 
women expect the distribution to be 
more equitable and it’s not. The 
women are home more so they end 
up doing more homemaker stuff,” 
says Joan Singer, president of 
MotherCare in Watertown, a service 
providing part-time help to new 
parents, generally for the first two 
weeks after the baby comes home 
and giving practical as well as emo¬ 
tional help (cooking, cleaning, 
errands as well as caring for the new 
baby and the new parents). 

“I always thought it would be 
different,” says Melanie Winston. “I 
always thought (sharing childcare 
responsibilities) would magically 
happen I’m disappointed. On the 
other hand, if I make $12 an hour, 
David makes $30." Winston, a per¬ 
former by trade, now finds herself a 
homemaker, albeit. a homemaker 
with expectations of one day return¬ 
ing to work. 

“Unless you really make an effort 
to change parenting, the roles break 


down so quickly," says Winston. “If 
you’re the one who’s doing all the 
practicing, in six mohths the man is 
still going to be uncomfortable (tak¬ 
ing care of the child)...It’s almost 
frightening when you see those roles 
come about.” 

Winston worries that her husband 
feels left out but she also feels that 
the father must work to create situa¬ 
tions where he is interacting with his 
child and sharing the responsibility. 

“He plays the typical role,” says 
Winston. “He comes home and plays 
with his son and his son is happy to 
see him but I feel maybe he does feel 
left out." 

“I know my baby loves me,” says 
David Winston. “But I also know he 
has a greater attachment to his 
mother. And I accept that..I know I 
am competent. And 1 know I am less 
competent (than Melanie). And I 
know I am competent for whatever 
situation arises.” 

“I appreciate he doesn’t have the 
time and when he has the time, he 
doesn’t have the connection,” says 
Melanie. “But at a certain point he 
has to take the initiative to create 
the situation.” 

“Its hard for the father,” says 
Singer. “Even if he wants to help, 
it’s hard for him to know how to bond 
— especially if the mother is breast¬ 
feeding. We try to have the father 
around and not go food shopping but 
participating. Changing the baby. 
Walking the baby. Sometimes just 
sitting, sitting with the mother whole 
she’s breastfeeding or — even mas¬ 
saging her feet. Sometimes that pas¬ 
sivity is hard for him, especially if 
he’s used to activity. But it’s impor¬ 
tant. It’s important for supporting 
the woman and bonding with the 
baby.” 

The fight for time and the physical 
and emotional changes affecting a 
family after the birth of a baby are

Open Gym to begin 15th year 


The Winchester Community Use 
of Schools Open Gym program will 
begin its 15th season on Monday 
evening, Sept. 19. As usual, the gym 
will be open Monday and Thursday 
evenings from 7-10 p.m. for adults 
only — 18 years and older. 

The program is open to all resi¬ 
dents who want to keep fit, to exer¬ 
cise for health and enjoyment, to 
meet new townspeople, to get more 
use from your tax dollar or to simply 
enjoy yourself. 

The admission is $1 for all 
Winchester residents with positive 
indentification and $3 for non¬ 
residents. 

The weekend schedule will go into 
effect on Saturday, Dec. 3. From this 
date forward the gym will be open 
Saturdays and Sundays from 
12:30-4:30 p.m. in addition to the 
Monday and Thursday evening 
schedule. 

During the weekends the program 
is open to students in the seventh 
grade and up, including adults. 
Families are also invited to use the 
gym, but youngsters below the 
seventh grade must be accompanied 
by an adult. The fee is $1 for non¬ 
adults. 

To better serve the residents of 
Winchester — non-residents will 
have certain time restrictions dur¬ 
ing the months of December, Janu¬ 
ary, and February. During this time 
non-residents hours will be 8 p.m. to 
10 p.m. on Monday and Thursday 
evenings and 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. on 
Saturday. 

In addition we will be issuing I.D. 
cards to residents to use to gain 
admission for $1. This will eliminate 
confusion at the entrance desk when 


a new person is working to ascertain 
those folks who are not residents. 
With everyone’s cooperation this 
will go smoothly. This is an attempt 
to spread out the use of the gym and 
better serve the residents. 

The program offers many features 
— however, the main game is 
basketball. No courts are reserved 
and all games are on a first come 
basis, first play basis. There is a 
volleyball group that meets regular¬ 
ly on Monday evenings which wel¬ 
comes new faces. In addition, there 
is a weight room for those familiar 
with the sport. We also offer paddle 
ball and provide paddles, but you 
must bring your own paddle ball or 
tennis ball. 

Winter joggers often use the gym 
when weather conditions prohibit 
outdoor running. Eleven and half 
laps equal one mile. 

No locker rooms, showers, or tele¬ 
phones are available, so come 
dressed appropriately and make 
transporation arrangements before 
you arrive at the gym. During school 
vacations the gym will be open it’s 
regularly scheduled hours only. If 
school is cancelled due to inclement 
weather or any other reason, the 
gym is also closed. 

The only entrance to the gym will 
again be from the Nelson Street area 
where parking is provided in the 
rear lot. 

Many residents have commented 
as how much they appreciate being 
able to use the gym and how they 
enjoy seeing a town building being 
full utilized. We look forward to 
another successful year of providing 
a necessary service to the residents 
of Winchester.

High school 
seeks funds to 
maintain athletics 

With the beginning of the new 
school year, the Winchester High 
School has begun a drive to raise 
$25,000 to enable us to maintain the 
school’s comprehensive interscho¬ 
lastic athletic program. The need for 
this fundraising drive is the result of 
Town Meeting reducing our athletic 
budget by $30,000 this past spring. 

The necessity of raising these 
funds is to maintain the breadth and 
depth of our athletic offerings to the 
students of the school. Without these 
monies various programs, either in 
totality or in part, would have to be 
eliminated. 

The benefits of a sound athletic 
program to the school and to the 
community are too numerous to 
mention; however, three are listed 
here: (1) Athletics provide educa¬ 


tional opportunities for the students 
which are not always available to 
them in the classroom, i.e., leader¬ 
ship, competition with other schools, 
learning to succeed as a group, etc. 
(2) Athletics bring the community 
together with a feeling of pride as we 
watch and become a part of the 
success of any given team and/or its 
individual participants. (3) Athletics 
often provide the extra dimension 
that colleges and the work force look 
for when students seek employment 
or entrance into a post secondary 
institution. 

While $25,000 appears to be a large 
sum of money, it can be raised very 
quickly if every person in town con¬ 
tributed as little as one dollar per 
person to support these activities. If 
each household in town that has a 
student in the High School donated 
$25 we could very easily meet our 
goal. Remember - the money that 
is raised this year i£ not just for the 
students of today — it will also 
provide the continuing foundation 
for quality athletic programs for all 


the students yet to come.

HOW TO REPORT A NEWS ITEM... 

A news release tells Who is doing What, When, 
Where and Why. Often the How may be 
necessary, too. Always include the time, date 
and place of the event, in¬ 
cluding the address of the 
meeting place. 


Double-spaced typewritten 
copy is preferred. If informa¬ 
tion must be handwritten, 
write legibly on one side 
of the paper only. We 
cannot publish informa¬ 
tion that is not clear. 


HERE’S WHAT WE NEED... 


WHO is 
involved? 

WHERE did this 
occur, or will it? 



SOME WORDS ABOUT DEADLINES... 

Different departments have different 
deadlines. But the basic rule for each 
department is that we would like 
to get the news from you as 
soon as possible; that way we 
have more time to prepare it 
for publication. However, 
some specific deadlines are 
necessary in order for us to 
publish the newspaper each 
week. 

All press releases and social 
announcements should be 
submitted by Monday 4 p.m. 



6. If you wish to arrange for special coverage of 
an event, please contact the editor at least two 
weeks in advance. 

7. Omit routine matters such as refreshments 
were served, names of new members or guests, 
and items of interest only to the immediate 
group. 

8. Let the publicity person be the only group member 
handling contact with77?e Star. And notify only one 
department about your news items to avoid 
confusion. 

9. Keep the time element in mind. Submit all ar¬ 
ticles as soon as possible. 

10. Remember, too, that we’re always looking for 
news tips of any kind. Feel free to contact us if 
you know of a news story or something that 
might develop into a story.

Markey (D MA), Chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on Telecom¬ 
munications and Finance, has 
announced the introduction of the 
“Insider Trading and Securities 


Fraud Enforcement Act of 1988", a 
bill which will toughen the enforce¬ 
ment of insider trading laws. 

Said Markey, “When the wizards 
on Wall STreet make a financial 
killing using illegitimate informa¬ 
tion, its the small investors who get 
hurt.” 

“Since last October’s crash, many 


small investors have been reluctant 
to invest in the stock market until 
they know they have the same 
chances for profit or loss as the 
institutional investor. The purpose 
of this legislation is to build a fairer, 
more honest marketplace.”

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MWRA chief outlines water plans 


Stressing that his agency is trying to 
maintain a healthy society while 
leaving future generations with a 
positive legacy, Paul Levy 
described the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority’s responsibili¬ 
ties during a recent speech at the 
Archives Morning Lecture Series. 

Levy, Executive Director of the 
MWRA, was the featured speaker at 
the monthly lecture series co¬ 
sponsored by Secretary of the State 
Michael J. Connolly’s Public Affairs 
Division and the John W. McCor¬ 
mack Institute of Public Affairs at 
UMass/Boston. The presentations 
enable members of the general publ¬ 
ic to discuss critical public policy 
issues with advocates and 
policymakers. 

On the “clean side of the busi¬ 
ness,” Levy expressed confidence 
that the Quabbin and Wachusett 
reservoirs could continue to be 
ample and safe water sources well 
into the next century as long as 
certain conservation measures are 
taken. About 300 million gallons per 
day can be drawn from the Quabbin 
without impairing its quality or 
supply, but the average use is 330 
million gallons. Levy said he agreed 
with the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society’s estimate that 100 million 
gallons per day can be saved 
through cost effective conservation. 

For example, the MWRA has 
begun an agressive leak detection 


program to stem the flow of an 
estimated 30 million gallons of water 
per day currently lost through holes 
in MWRA and locally-owned distri¬ 
bution pipes. Beginning in March 
1989, the state plumbing board will 
require water conserving toilets to 
be installed in newly constructed 
and renovated buildings. While 
somewhat more expensive, the spe¬ 
cial plumbing “will pay for itself in 
water savings in just a few years,” 
Levy noted. 

The authority has also developed 
an extensive public education prog¬ 
ram to encourage prudent water 
use. At the coporate level, Gillette 
Corporation has cut its water con¬ 
sumption by 90% during the past few 
years and continues to participate in 
MWRA—sponsored seminars; the 
600 million gallons saved annually is 
equivalent to two days supply for the 
entire metropolitan district. Believ¬ 
ing that “the only way parents learn 
is through their kids,” Levy also 
related the success of the MWRA’s 
elementary school program to instill 
conservation habits in youngsters 
and their families. 

Levy acknowledged that “fixing 
the broken sewer” rather than 
“cleaning the harbor” best 
describes the thrust of the $6.1 bil¬ 
lion effort to improve conditions in 
Boston Harbor. However, Levy cited 
the Charles River as an example of 
how a body of water can begin to 


clean itself after pollution is abated. 
While it’s unclear how fast Boston 
Harbor can be restored, “it’s never 
had a chance to clean itself, and now 
we’re giving it a try,’’ Levy said. 
“People will be seeing a gradual 
improvement in water quality in the 
coming years,” he promised. 

In response to a 1985 court order to 
cease violations of the federal Clean 
Water Act, the MWRA must oversee 
the design and construction of a 
three part system to handle sewage 
from 43 communities. The system 
includes two state-of-the-art sewage 
treatment plants on Deer Island, a 7 
1/2-9 mile pipe as wide as the Calla¬ 
han Tunnel to discharge clean 
effluent into Massachusetts Bay, 
and a sanitary landfill to dispose of 
larger pieces of refuse currently 
shipped to Buffalo, New York at an 
annual cost of $2 million. 

Levy mentioned that the MWRA 
has developed an increasingly strict 
program to combat industrial dis¬ 
charge of toxic waste but said that 
“it would be a mistake to blame 
industry for pollution of the harbor; 
the main source of the problem is 
human waste.” In addition, the 
authority must deal with toxics that 
originate from street runoff and 
tainted water sometimes leached 
from copper and lead pipes. 

The MWRA is also considering 
using Spectacle Island as a site for a 
sludge processing/fertilizer produc¬ 


tion facility. According to Levy, “we 
could create an ecological park to 
show how waste products can be 
made into an environmentally sound 
product: fertilizer. The paint and 
other exhibits on the island would be 
importnt additions to the Harbor 
Island Park system.” 

Given the shrinking availability of 
federal and state dollars, funding for 
the harbor projects will come pri¬ 
marily from the ratepayers in parti¬ 
cipating communities. Water and 
sewer rates are expected to rise an 
average of 37.5% next year,with 
slightly higher increases in subse¬ 
quent yeas. However, Levy noted 
that the MWRA is working closely 
with the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association to explore alternative 
funding sources, such as user fees, 
to reduce the taxpayer burden. The 
MWRA is also encouraging localities 
to bill monthly, rather than quarter¬ 
ly or annually, to enable people to 
budget their paymer s. 

Levy summarised his philosophy 
of water management with an 
Indian saying borrowed from Rep. 
Patricia Schroeder (D-Colo): “ ‘We 
do not inherit the Earth from our 
ancestors, we borrow it from our 
children.’ If we have that view of the 
environment and the world,” Levy 
concluded, “it leads us to different 
kinds of solutions and different 
approaches to our life and the way 
we do business.” 


Foster children must make many adjustments 


Each year, about 6,000 children 
throughout the Commonwealth are 
in need of foster care. Leaving his or 
her home to adjust to a new family is 
a difficult change for any child. 
Should a child also have to transfer 
to a new school, it adds to the 
adjustment process. 

In September, the Massachusetts 
Department of Social Services will 
begin a new statewide initiative — 
"One School, One Child” Foster 
Home Recruitment Campaign. This 
effort will seek to ask parents, teach¬ 
ers and other school personnel, 
through individual schools, to con¬ 
sider becoming foster parents. The 
goal is to help keep children in their 


own communities and schools. 

This past May, the Department of 
Education and the Department of 
Social Services cooperatively con¬ 
ducted child abuse prevention train¬ 
ing for school personnel. Depart¬ 
ment of Education Commissioner 
Harold Raynolds Jr., expressed, 
“Having just cooperated successful¬ 
ly on the child abuse prevention 
workshops in May 1988, I hope this 
campaign will provide another 
opportunity of Social Servics (DDS) 
to collaborate to better serve child¬ 
ren in need.” 

The Massachusetts Teachers 
Association and the Massachusetts 
Federation of Teachers are also 
enthusiastic about the “One School, 


One Child” project and lending their 
full support. 

Ideally, the DSS would like to work 
with every school system in further¬ 
ing this concept, however, initially 
this will be approached as a pilot. 
Each of the Department of Social 
Services 40 Area Offices will 
approach a local school or school 
system. Examples of projects the 
DSS will be initiating with the 
schools include: foster care art con¬ 
tests, presentations to Parent/ 
Teacher Organizations, distributing 
information at school fairs, conduct¬ 
ing informational meetings with 
teachers, essay contests, among 
others. 

“Being a foster parent is reward¬ 


ing and challenging and takes an 
incredible amount of compassion,” 
commented DSS Commissioner 
Matava. “It is our hope,” she said, 
“that the DOE and DSS can work 
together to interest parents, teach¬ 
ers and other school personnel in 
taking on the important role of being 
foster parents to children in their 
own communities.”

Backers launch fund 
for new town pool

Some residents of town just don’t 
want to give up the idea of a safe and 
clean swimming facility in 
Winchester. 

Bradford Bailey, a member of the 
housing authority and council on 
youth, is working with other mem¬ 
bers of the community to bring the 
Winchester pool fund back to life. 

Residents began a similar fund 
drive in 1979. At that time, the pool 
committee estimated $1 million 
would be needed to build the facility. 
With a theme of “Pool for the 
School,” the campaign kicked off. 

Fundraisers ranging from mar¬ 
athon dances to carnivals were 
planned to enhance the fund. Howev¬ 


er, when the committee realized the 
goal would not be met by the dead¬ 
line set, the project was called off. 

Bailey said the impetus for start¬ 
ing up the fund once again came 
from a number of sources. 

“It’s something that has been on 
my mind for some time,” he said. 
Between the growing problem with 
bacteria at Leonard Beach, coupled 
with increasing calls from the com¬ 
munity for a safe and clean swim¬ 
ming facility, Bailey and a group of 
residents decided to give the pool 
fund another shot. 

In addition, he said, “I think the 
80’s has been a time of heightened 
awareness of exercise and physical 
fitness,” which is why a pool would 
be beneficial to the town. Finally, it 
would provide a central meeting 


place for residents to gather. 

“In a period of heightened aware¬ 
ness of the correlation between 
recreational offerings as an alterna¬ 
tive to adolescent indulgence in alco¬ 
holic and illegal substances, certain¬ 
ly a pool would provide that 
alternative,” said Bailey. 

Bailey met with residents Joyce 
Cannon and Brian Donnelly to dis¬ 
cuss the viability of a pool in town. 
Thus far, the group has held two 
meetings, and is growing in num¬ 
bers, said Bailey. 

Presently, the group is further 
tossing around the question of the 
feasibility of a pool in town. Bailey 
said the committee understands the 
fiscal constraints the town is exper-

J. Frye said the two men were never 
on good terms and the situation 
suddenly erupted into an alterca¬ 
tion. Ramos was fired on Thursday, 
causing workers to strike. 

Group leader William Candelario 
claims that company is discriminat¬ 
ing against the Hispanics workers. 
Candelario produced documents dis¬ 
tributed by the Wire Belt Company 
to all its employees containing rules 
and policies enforced by the 
company. 

According to company rules, any 
workers who fight will be automati¬ 


cally dismissed. Citing those rules, 
Candelario said he believes Hall 
should also be dismissed. If he is 
fired, or Ramos is rehired, strikers 
would consider returning to work, 
said Candelario. 

Frye disagrees, claiming the 
aggressive behavior was one-sided. 

“There was no retaliatory strike,” 
he added. 

Frye said alleges that Ramos 
struck Hall with an iron bar a few 
feet long and more than 10 pounds in 
weight. Hall suffered bruises on his 
wrist and leg and returned to work 
last Tuesday, said Frye. 

Candelario complained of “segre¬ 
gated working environments” and a 
“disparity in pay.” 

Company President F. Wade 
Greer Jr. said that the employees 
have no reason to be striking. 
According to Greer, employees like 
Candelario, earn more than $30,000 a 
year when benefits, profit-sharing, 
and health insurance are taken into 
consideration. 

Greer, who has been with the com¬ 
pany since 1965, noted one employee 
in particular, Victor Rosa, who was 


the first Hispanic employee he ever 
hired. 

Rosa, said Greer, has been 
employed by the company for more 
than twenty years. Rosa went to 
Puerto Rico and returned after a 
short time to work for the company 
again, said Greer. 

“If we’re so bad,” said Greer, 
“why do they keep coming back?” 

Frye mentioned that every time 
the company opens the doors of 
employment, anxious workers come 
flooding in. 

“It’s a sad thing,” said Greer, 
“because a lot of the workers do not 
want to be on strike.” 

Both Greer and Frye said they 
hoped the situation will be resolved 
as soon as possible, because eventu¬ 
ally the lack of production will hurt 
the company. 

Candelario said that he simply 
wants the company to act fairly and 
abide by the policies they enacted. 

Lawyers from both sides were 
meeting Tuesday evening when the 
Star went to print with the hope of 
resolving the conflict. 


Last November, the Rev. Wil¬ 
liam Huegel and the members of 
the First Baptist Church of 
Winchester watched helplessly, 
amidst flames, smoke and water, 
as their church was slowly 
destroyed. 

Less than a year later, howev¬ 
er, on Sunday Sept. 11, Huegel 
conducted the first ceremony in 
the newly refurbished building.

Huegel also expressed his gra¬ 
titude to the people at the Jenks 
Center for accomodating the 100 
members and said he would not 
have been upset if they had been 
forced to meet there for a longer 
period of time. 

In discussing the renovations 
that took place in the church, 

Huegel said, “It’s like we’ve been

Resident concerns over inequities 
in water and sewer rates recently 
surfaced at the Board of Selectmen’s 
table. 

Since bills were recently received 
by those residents on the July- 
January billing cycle, concerns have 
been voiced in reference to the 
momentous increase over last 
year’s totals. 

The increase, which Town Mana¬ 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer has esti¬ 
mated is as high as 68 percent in 
some cases, is the result of a Town 
Meeting decision which established 
the water and sewer department as 
a separate entity. In actuality, the 
department is run as an independent 
business, and revenue garnered by 
the department generates its 
budget. 

Maurer told selectmen Monday 
night that he recently met with 
water and sewer department offi¬ 
cials, as well as Selectmen Robert 
Deering and Steve Powers, to dis¬ 
cuss the billing process, and decide 
if inequities existed. According to 
Maurer, he felt comfortable with the 
process. 

Maurer said the article passed by 
Town Meeting provided for retroac¬ 
tive rates as of July 1,1988. Material 
provided for Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers at the time of the vote noted 
that the rates would apply to those 
bills which covered the period 
between January 1 and July 1. 


Referring to discussion as a “very 
open process,” Maurer said there 
was ample time for Town Meeting 
members to raise concerns and 
questions about the article. 


Members fully informed 

Additionally, in response to one 
resident’s complaints at Monday 
night’s meeting, Maurer said it was 
the responsibility of Town Meeting 
members as elected officials to be 
fully knowledgeable on the articles 
they were voting on. 

Robert Maietta of Cranston Road 
appeared before the committee to 
contest his water bill, which was 
nearly double what he expected to 
receive. Maietta said he did not feel 
the town “was within its rights to 
retroactively impose (water) 
rates." 

Maietta suggested board mem¬ 
bers review a video tape of the 
spring Town Meeting to determine 
what the exact intent of Town Meet¬ 
ing was. Deering noted that while 
the board would be happy to review 
the tape, no decisions would be made 
on the matter until Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall was contacted. 

Maietta’s concern is similar to 
that voiced by other residents. That 
is, the magnitude of the increase. 

Maurer said the cause of the 
increase was due to the establish¬ 
ment of the water and sewer depart¬ 
ment as a separate entity, as well as 
costs assessed by the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA). The major increase by the

Objections raised to nousn 

Residents press for scattered sites for elderly residences

Winchester’s Housing Authority 
heard public reaction to the prop¬ 
osed plan to utilize a grant from the 
EOCD (Executive Office of Com¬ 
munities and Development) to 
locate a site and build family afford¬ 
able housing units. 

Citizens expressed concern at the 
authority’s meeting Monday night 
that the proposed grant would call 
for an incorporation of all 12 units of 
family housing on one site. Mary 
Meader, former member of the 
housing authority, addressed, “the 
need to scatter the 12 units.’’ Com¬ 
mittee members stressed, however, 
that the selection of the consultant 
and the exact scope of the services 
provided by that consultant have not 
yet been determined. 

Resident Robert Dewald also 
questioned the authority on their 
plan of action for the housing pro¬ 
jects and use of the grant. He reiter¬ 
ated that, "Twelve units of 705s 
(family housing) in one site is out of 
the question.” 

Committee member Bradford 
Bailey countered, “If we had let it 


(the EOCD funding grant) go by, we 
would have been remiss. 

“There is a housing prob¬ 
lem. . but we can’t sit back and not 
apply for grants,” added Bailey “If 
we didn’t apply for the money avail¬ 
able, we wouldn’t be doing our job.’’ 

Dewald called for an overall long- 
range housing plan as was voted for 
at the 1986 fall Town Meeting. 

Executive Director of the authori¬ 
ty, Jeremiah Keefe, stressed that 
the application for the funding grant 
made no reference to the number of 
units that would be required. The 
number of units designated to be 
built in each town is decided by the 
state. The board agreed that it may 
be possible to have six units on one 
site, six on another, but finalization 
of any plans have not been made. 

Resident Brad Sweeney expressed 
concern that the housing authority 
was proceeding on a course to locate 
a housing site, “that doesn’t blend 
into the character of the town.” He 
added, “I understand you have to 
develop housing. . .but not to take a 
step backwards.” 

Keefe stressed the opportunity for 
public participation as part of the 


site selection. “The hoard wants it 
'public participation) and the EOCD 
requires it,” said Keefe. 

A proposal drawn up by consultant 
John Connery for independent elder¬ 
ly housing was also discussed at the 
meeting. Authority member Dennis 
O’Malley stated that the plan does 
not include a provision for inclusion¬ 
ary zoning — a provision O’Malley 
thinks should become a part of the 
plan. 

A service component of the project 
restricts inclusionary zoning, yet 
O’Malley said that a small increase 
in density of the project could help 
accomodate elderly with middle 
incomes. Further discussion of this 
plan will include the planning board 
and the board of selectmen.

Unfortunately, the public position 
{j! is not to engage in a reasoned dia- 
C; logue about the justification for 


deadbeats 

programs, but to blame everything 
on wasteful spending in the face of 
increased costs the public response 
has been to reduce taxes and cap 
spending at artificial, arbitrary 
levels. The leaders in this madcap, 
irrational process have been Reagan 
with his tax cuts and those East and 
West Coast pied pipers, Howard Jar¬ 
vis and Barbara Anderson. 

The result is that at every level 
government is receiving less income 
than the minimum needed to carry 
out basic, agreed upon, functions. 
That situation has already produced 
an increasing, gigantic federal defi¬ 
cit, a state income shortfall 
(because we eliminated the sur¬ 
charge), and an increasingly serious 
need in our towns to reduce basic 
services while consuming fiscal 
reserves. 

Worse, we have eliminated the 
equitable concept of progressive 
taxes based on ability to pay and 
have substituted service charges 
and sales taxes which increase the 
burden as one goes down the income 
scales. We are gradually backing 
away from spreading the burden to 
centering it on particular groups, 
such as small business and the 
elderly. 

Practised for any length of time, 
this policy could, as it already is 
doing, divide the nation into the rich 
and the poor; destroy the public 
school system; increase the deterio¬ 
ration of our roads and bridges and 
leave our children and grandchil¬ 
dren with a nation in which most of 
their taxes will go toward paying the 
interest on the debts which we are 
leaving them. Public selfishness has 
taken over. 

Does any politician now running 
for office have the courage and inte¬ 
grity to tell the truth about what is 
happening and pledge to put a stop to 
it?

impossible to remove. Finally, he 
sports a set of pectoral and abdomi¬ 
nal muscles that would make grown 
men weep, a tummy so ribbed and 


ridged you could use it for a 
washboard. 

Since Perfume Giving Ken is our 
first boy doll, we don’t know him all 
that well yet; still, he makes a heck 
of a first impression. 

He brings the perfume, for one 
thing, a tiny fake jug of it, suitably 
gift-wrapped.

Pronskisays 
town is not 
minding the store 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Who’s Minding the Store? I believe 
an explanation of an action taken at 
the May 1986 session of Town Meet¬ 
ing is in order. It relates to an 
amendment to the main motion of 
Article 22, which conveys to the 
Winchester Housing Authority, a 
small portion of the land on Locke- 
land Road known as Mullen Field, 
one of the Towns playground areas. 

At that time, I made an amend¬ 
ment to the main motion: “to pro¬ 
vide a one-year time period for the 
conveyance to take affect.” This 


would mean that Town would have 
to fulfill the content of the main 
motion, i.e. contract of financial 
assistance with the Commonwealth; 
Town Meeting voting necessary zon¬ 
ing changes; and the inclusion of a 
single family dwelling. All must be 
completed within the one-year time 
frame. 

What appeared in the 1986 Town 
Report (page 236) was something 
quite different. It contained only the 
phrase “no later than May 19,1987,” 
which the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen and others chose to inter¬ 
pret as pertaiing only to a financial 
contract. 

The purpose of my amendment, 
which was voted and approved on 
the floor of Town Meeting May 19, 
1986, was to “buy time” to come up 
with alternate sites for public hous¬ 
ing, because I and others feel very 
strongly that it is not in the Town’s 
best interest to set the precedent of 
giving up any part of town-owned 
school property, playing fields, or 
conservation lands for public hous¬ 
ing when there are other ways that 
this can be accomplished. 

At the Sept. 6, 1988 meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen, when I again 
brought this to their attention, the 
matter was treated very lightly. Our 
Town Counsel even stated that what¬ 
ever action was certified would 
stand — right or wrong. 

It is a sad day for Winchester 
when the complete disregard of a 
Town Meeting action, that ignores 
the wishes of the people, results in 
permanent damage that will affect 
our children in the years to come. 

Pay attention voters — it looks like 
on one is minding the store.

Assessors intend 
to seek legislation 
for exemptions 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The Winchester Board of Asses¬ 
sors would like to take this opportun¬ 
ity to announce its intention to seek 
legislation to increase property tax 
exemption for our senior citiizens, 
surviving spouses and minors. 

With recent revaluation of proper¬ 
ty at full and far market value, 
many people have found that they 
can no longer meet eligibility 
requirements set forth under section 
5 of Chapter 59 of the General Laws 
of fixed income, are getting charged 


out of the community 

A reverse discrimination is occur- 
ing in areas like Winchester and 
throughout the Commonwealth. You 
will have applicants sixty five years 
or older and having net income of 
less than $6,000 (after deducting 
social security payments) who are 
unable to qualify for a $500 deduction 
from their tax bill. 

To make matters worse, every 
applicant according to state guide¬ 
lines must have a place of domicile 
in Massachusetts for ten years pre¬ 
ceding the application period. Affec¬ 
tively, this means that if your grand- 
parnts decide to move back from 
Florida to be close to the family, 
they are not eligible for property tax 
exemptions. 

The Board of Assessors will sub¬ 
mit a bill to amend the Massa¬ 
chusetts General Law to incorporate 
a minimum age requirement of 65 
years of age across the board 
exemption eligibility with a mini¬ 
mum net income, not to exceed 
$10,000 or $15,000 for a married cou¬ 
ple. The board hopes to submit it 
when the legislature returns from 
summer recess and have it enacted 
before the end of the next fiscal 
year.

Of sports support and non-support

As the school year junjp-starts 
into action, the athletic department 
at Winchester High School is in high 
gear. All the different sports require 
coordinated practice and game 
schedules, assignment of coaching 
staff, distribution of uniforms, and 
coordination of travel arrangement. 
The WHS athletic department will 
handle these chores as competently 
as always. But this fall there is one 
hitch — a big hitch — and that is the 
problem with money. 

Last spring $30,000 was cut from 
the WHS athletic budget. Now this 
column is in no way criticizing the 
Town Meeting for its vote. I choose 
to stay neutral on that issue. But I 
will comment on the shortfall of the 
athletic budget and the efforts to 
raise the funds by means other than 
town appropriations. 

The Superintendent of Schools, Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos, announced last 
week that the school department 
must raise $25,000 to maintain the 


1988-89 interscholastic athletic prog¬ 
ram at WHS. Evidently $5,000 was 
found somewhere to reduce the 
effects of the Town Meeting action. 
At any rate, WHS has sent out a 
solicitation letter to parents of high 
school students. The letter is a 
simple, direct approach to fund¬ 
raising. The reasons for the request 
are explained succinctly, and the 
appeal for the money is presented 
clearly. 

The letter is good, and I think the 
community will respond with typical 
support and generosity. A vital 
sports program has been important 
to Winchester in the past, and there 
is no reason to think that the enthu¬ 
siasm is waning. An appeal to the 
community is preferable to impos¬ 
ing user fees for participation or to 
eliminating one or two sports. Above 
all, we should insure that an athlete 
who wants to play is given the oppor¬ 
tunity, no matter which sport he or 
she chooses. 

But there is one development in 


WHS sports which disturbs me even 
more as I read the letter. It seems 
that two senior girls were cut from 
the varsity soccer team a few weeks 
ago. Now, being cut from a team is 
nothing new and is certainly a 
hazard of trying out for a team in the 
first place. But when two seniors are 
eliminated from playing because 
four freshmen are chosen for the 
varsity team, that is not an equitable 
way of handling the process. 

The seniors who were cut cannot 
play soccer at all — seniors are not 
allowed to play on a junior varsity 
team, and therefore, there is no 
team for them. Freshmen are usual¬ 
ly on the freshmen team, sophmores 
and some juniors and seniors on the 
varsity. This is the usual assignment 
of age groups and talent. So, the four 
freshmen picked for varsity must be 
good players — very good players — 
and that’s great. We have four sea¬ 
sons to enjoy and support their abili¬ 
ties. But, what about the seniors who 
can no longer play? 


These two girls have played soc¬ 
cer for years, and have come up 
through the ranks of freshmen and 
junior varsity teams. I know how 
badly our soccer teams want to win, 
and that is why the players with 
exceptional ability are chosen. But 
why do two kids have to lose in such 
a big way in the process? 

The letter soliciting the funds 
makes the point of how important 
sports can be to the school collec¬ 
tively and the student individually. 
It says that sports, “foster school 
spirit and a sense of pride among the 
students and citizens of the com¬ 
munity as well. Participants and 
spectators benefit.” I agree with 
that, and everything else in the let¬ 
ter. But I would feel much better, 
and a lot more generous in my 
response, if I knew that those two 
senior girls were playing soccer. 
Our teams deserve our support, 
however, and I guess we shouldn’t 
let the philosophy of one coach alter 
our feelings about the entire sports 
program.

The Vietnam war keeps coming home

Last year Lt. Col. Oliver North 
reprimanded us for not winning the 
war in Vietnam. This year Sen. J. 
Danforth Quayle similarly confronts 
us. In doing so, he dominated the 
news for several days. However, the 
Quayle controversy should not be 
considered as ever-increasing evi¬ 
dence of our failure to win the war. 
Rather, it is more data indicating we 
failed to secure the peace. 

Wars usually end with particip¬ 
ants signing documents that pre¬ 
scribe the conditions for a cease-fire 
and descriptions of each particip¬ 
ant’s behavior during the peace. In 
addition to their legal dimensions, 
such documents often begin the heal- 
‘ ing process. 

Treaties are then followed by the 
acts of political and intellectual 
leaders which aid present and future 
generations in understanding a par¬ 
ticular war. Added to the formal 
measures are symbolic acts and 
memories which become implanted 
in our psyches. 

I’ve been alive during three wars 
and their aftermath: World War II, 
Korea and Vietnam. The day WWII 
ended, my family got in their 
decade-old automobile, and drove to 
the homes of infrequently-seen rela¬ 
tives. The tissue paper flowed across 
streets, church bells rang and we 
hugged each other as an affirmation 
of our humanity and hope. 

The Korean War ended with the 
, appearance of young men wearing 
jackets adorned with brightly- 
colored appliqued dragons. When 
they took off their jackets, their 
arms told stories with unusual and 
intricate tattoos. Their other war 
stories were largely about frostbite 
and escapades with exotic oriental 
women. 

The vision I have of the end of the 
war in Vietnam is quite different': It 


is a television picture ot a helicopter 
taking off from the American 
Embassy roof in Saigon. As it whips 
up the air and tilts toward home, 
several people fall from the crowded 
whirly bird. Some of them had been 
hanging on the landing gear. 

If this is the way the Vietnam war 
ends, not only will we not have 
another war soon, but the casualties 
from that one will continue to mount. 
However, maybe we are to think 
about Vietnam not as having an end, 
but as being a point on a continuum 
of a single war. This on-going event 
includes police actions, invasions, 
covert actions and skirmishes. Have 
we not secured the peace because 
the war is not over? 

If that’s not the strategy, it is not 
working because most of the polls 
I’ve seen indicate that America is a 
war-weary nation. We are not enthu¬ 
siastic about sending our sons to a 
Central American country as we 
sent thousands to Vietnam. This is 
particularly true for me as the 
father of an 18-year-old son. We 
don’t want their deaths to become an 
unpleasant memory of a 30-second 
TV shot. 

We are indeed war-weary. We are 
also confused about our past and 
present anti-communism policies. 
For example, one major recent poll 
indicated that a majority of Ameri¬ 
cans would rather help the Soviet 
Union with economic aid than to 
continue to spend ourselves into 
oblivion under current policies. 

I don’t interpret these data as 
meaning we are becoming soft. 
Rather, we’re becoming more hard- 
headed. If my assessment is accu¬ 
rate, then it should follow that a 
significant proportion of the electo¬ 
rate would vote for those whose 
policies reflect that change. 

Almost anyone can start a war, 
but it takes a tough-minded and 
skilled leader to keep our national 


interests at the top of the interna¬ 
tional agenda while keeping the 
peace. 

One of the ways we learn how to 
maintain peace is by honestly 
assessing past wars. In this 
instance, the consensus about 
Vietnam being a mistake is now 
overwhelming. It began as part of 
the left’s political agenda, and is 
now fully embraced by the right. 
That widespread agreement has had 
a definite impact on other foreign 
policy ventures. 

The lingering suspicion that 
Vietnam was a mistake contributed 
to our not getting a great surge of 
patriotism from sending our boys to 
Grenada. We are sophisticated 
enough to know that the invasion 
was a staged event of little or no 
foreign policy consequence; unless 
it was the precursor to an invasion of 
Nicaragua. 

Grenada was not a big hit at either 
political convention because neither 
the Republicans nor the Democrats 
are sure enough of their foreign 
policy views to take a stand. And 
both parties are bereft of ideas when 
it comes to explaining Vietnam. 
They are equally silent about the 
immediate future with respect to 
fighting “communism.” 

If our political leaders don’t pro¬ 
vide the direction, then others will. 
One example of this vacuum-filling, 
is a recent study commissioned by 
the Defense Department. Ikle and 
Wohlstetter’s report “Discriminate 
Deterrence” is worthy of our 
attention. 

They lay claim to no less than 6 
percent of our GNP and an absolute 
increase of “3 percent or so per 
year.” The rhetoric buttressing this 
Defense “entitlement” is the same 
anti-communist cold war ideas 
we’ve heard for now almost two 
generations. 

To avoid indiscriminate Defense 


increases, our leaders knew to 
update the ideology. One way of 
doing this is to lead us from the 
emotional thicket of Vietnam. If 
Senator Quayle’s candidacy, and the 
resultant press flap, helped us along 
this path, then he will have served 
the national interest. If not, then it 
has been an expensive, and not very 
entertaining electoral interlude. 

A number of politicans remind us 
of our past failures, but that is as 
easy as leading us to war. Most of us 
remember the horrors of napalm, 
anti-defoliants, Zippo lighters burn¬ 
ing thatched roof huts and the terror 
on the faces of Vietnamese men, 
women and children. 

We read and hear about Vietnam¬ 
ese people day-after-day. They are 
lost at sea, in refugee camps, in piles 
of bones in what used to be Cambo¬ 
dia, or here being treated like third- 
or fourth-class citizens. 

Also in this country there are 
American political and intellectual 
refugees who can’t say what they 
think about Vietnam because they 
spend too much time discerning 
which way the wind is blowing. 

Wars leave scar tissue on our body 
politic. Sometimes it is not apparent 
for generations. When it becomes so, 
we should be able to explain why it 
happened, and what we learned. Our 
leaders should do this first, but alas 
the political stage is almost empty 
and the podium ill-lit. 

At the same time, there are some 
serious rustlings among our intel¬ 
ligentsia. Foremost here is Neil 
Sheehan’s, “A Bright Shining Lie: 
John Paul Vann and America in 
Vietnam.” If the book is as emotion¬ 
ally jarring and politically astute as 
the New Yorker excerpts, it will be 
considered a major milestone in the 
healing process. 

How long will it be before a politi¬ 
cal leader will emerge to lead us out 
of this troubled area of our history?

asked to pay for the lack of atten¬ 
tion” to the water and sewer 
department. 

‘‘The fact, is that cost is being 
passed on to the Town of Winchester 
as it is to the other 42 communities,” 
said Maurer. 

Maurer said residents’ concerns 
with regard to water bills stem from 
the fact that they are paying a 
higher rate than anticipated for 
water consumed prior to July 1. 
However, he pointed out that the 
town’s residential billing process is 
equivalent to the way in which the 
MWHA bills the town. 

There are various ways to solve 
what some people are viewing as an 
inequities, said Maurer. If all homes 
had outside water meters, water 
bills would be more accurate, alle¬ 


viating the need for town officials to 
make estimates. While the program 
has been considered at great length, 
the town is waiting for state funding 
on what it projects would he approxi¬ 
mately a $500,000 project. 

Another option would be to issue 
quarterly bills, which would make 
the recent jump in rates seem less 
severe. 

Second water meters 

Maurer said a second concern 
brought to light by residents was the 
issue of second water meters. A 
group of residents recently claimed 
the town promised lower water rates 
for second water meters, since the 
water measured by these meters 
was water which would not be 
returned to the sewer system, such 


as to fill swimming pools or to water 
lawns. However, Maurer said there 
is no indication the town ever soli¬ 
cited buyers of water meters. 

Instead, residents interested in 
installing the meters were provided 
with instructions on how to properly 
install them. According to Maur¬ 
er, he proposed an article to Town 
Meeting to ensure all water meters 
were charged at the same rate. The 
reason, he said, was because he 
believed the town was losing as 
much as $80,000 in sewer revenue 
that related to a small number of 
residents; namely, those with sec¬ 
ond meters. 

The town as a whole was “being 
asked to subsidize others’ excessive 
water use,” said Maurer. Town 
Meeting followed through on Maur¬ 
er’s recommendation.

iencing. “We’re certainly not going 
to do this with blinders on,” he said. 
The group would also like to look into 
the possibility of applying for state 
funds, he noted. 

“We feel it should be a facility 
shared by the entire community,” 
said Bailey. While the swim team 
would have access to the pool for 
practice, all residents would also he 
able to use the facility. 

Bailey said the committee has 
obtained records of meetings from 
the previous pool committee, which 
will aid in working toward a goal 
which he estimates will be close to 
$1.5 million.

entries ot residences outside of 
Winchester. Mailings and advertis¬ 
ing, buttons and T-shirts were the 
standard fare of the Cronan cam¬ 
paign expenditures. 

Looney’s campaign fundraising 
brought in $21,868 and his campaign 
has thus far spent $10,093.75. This 
leaves Looney with an end balance 
of campaign monies to the tune of 
$11,773.25. His liabilities however, 
equal the $11,388.56 of his own funds 
that Looney originally submitted to 
get his campaign off the ground. 

Again, the hulk of donations for 
this candidate’s campaign came 
from Winchester residents, with a 
smattering of out-of-town contribu¬ 


tions. Mailings, roof racks and other 
promotional items were the core of 
the Looney campaign expenditures. 

O’Leary’s campaign fundraising 
efforts built up $11,704.79 from vari¬ 
ous supporters. Expenditures have 
reached almost that much to date, 
with $1,393.26 as an ending balance. 
O’Leary himself put in $1,000 as a 
loan to the campaign. Most O’Leary 
supporters were from Winchester 
and printing, mailing and supplies 
were the big expenditures of the 
campaign. 

Each of the reports is filed by the 
campaign treasurer and signed by 
the candidate. Cronan’s report came 
to the finance office on Sept. 8, a day 
after the state deadline. 


Rebuilt church opens

Huegel said, “reduced our space 
by half.” 

The church, said Huegel, sold a 
section of their building to indivi¬ 
duals who are currently trans¬ 
forming the space into condomi¬ 
niums. This forced Huegel and 
his members to “he creative” in 
their use of remaining area. 

The downstairs, which Huegel 
referred to as a “dust collector’’ 
was transformed into a church 
center — complete with a parlor, 
two offices for Huegel and the 
secretary, a kitchen, a new bath¬ 
room and a small church function 
room. 

In November 1987 Huegel 
watched as his painstaking 
efforts drown in the six inches of 
water that covered the entire 
downstairs. 

The balcony of the church, 
which Huegel said had not been 
used in nearly a decade, was 
enclosed and sectioned off into a 
nursery, a bathroom and a small 
religious education classroom. 
As with the rest of the church, 
this section suffered from smoke 
damage, but was not effected 
heavily by the fire. 

The restoration and repairs 
cost the insurance company near¬ 
ly $500,000, Huegel said. Large 
holes needed to be put on the roof 
by the fire department in order to 


avoid heat build-up, which if 
unchecked could result in the 
explosion of the entire building. 

A number of metal fans on the 
ceiling melted due to the intensity 
of the heat, according to Huegel. 
Beams supporting the roof were 
damaged. The floor of the altar 
was burned straight through, he 
added. 

This extensive damage was 
caused by a fire that can be 
linked to the congregation’s ini¬ 
tial desire to renovate. 

The painters who had been 
working in the basement the day 
before the fire left their rags, 
soaked with turpentine, linseed 
oil and other flammable liquids, 
on the floor overnight. The rags 
spontaneously combusted in the 
early morning hours, Huegel 
said. 

The enormous amount of heat 
generated when the chemicals in 
certain liquids are brought 
together ignited the flames, 
explained Huegel. The number of 
rags, coupled with the overnight 
time factor, resulted in the explo¬ 
sion — and the disaster. 

The First Baptist Church will 
hold a rededication on Oct. 2. 
Present at the ceremony will be 
the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen Robert Deering and 
officials from the American Bap¬ 
tist Church.

the council on aging and the school 
committee. 

Partnership Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt noted that rtew members 
would be, “a good communication 
tool,” to the needs of the town and 
would be just one of the advantages 
of an increased membership. 

The partnership has received posi¬ 
tive feedback from the committees 
queried on the proposal thus far, 
noted Schmitt. The decision on the 
exact identification and number of 
new members will wait until after 
Town Meeting’s approval. 

“If people are genuinely con¬ 
cerned about the housing issues, I 
say bring them on in,” said commit¬ 
tee member Dennis O’Malley, 
voicing a show of support for the 
addition of members to the 
partnership. 

Members also discussed the possi¬ 
bility of requesting that an applica¬ 
tion be approved by Town Meeting 
which, upon review and acceptance 
by the Massachusetts Housing Part¬ 
nership, would make the committee 
a housing partnership community. 
The difference in status would 
enable the committee to gain grants 
from the Massachusetts Housing 
Partnership with more assurance. 

Some members expressed con¬ 
cern that their newly formed com¬ 
mittee had not yet built up the cre¬ 
dentials to apply for the status 
change. “I don’t think the hoard has 


done enough yet,” said Schmitt. 
“We’re just now getting into the 
meat of our agenda.” 

However, because many grants 
are approved or dismissed accord¬ 
ing to the status of the partnership, 
some members felt the committee 
might have their hands tied without 
the approval. 

Member Gerald Polcari added, 
however, that the grant he is pre¬ 
sently working on can be refiled if 
it’s dropped because of the partner¬ 
ship’s current non-status. He also 
said that people, “expect us to fail,” 
and that they could, “beat the 
game” by getting the grant without 
the approval. “There are a lot of 
variables here. . .hut we have a 
chance (of getting the grant),” said 
Polcari. 

This grant that is presently being 
drawn up by Polcari would help fund 
a housing site in Winchester. He 
reported that he has met with the 
Northeast representative from the 
Massachusetts Housing Partner¬ 
ship, Robert Jenkins. 

According to Polcari, Jenkins has 
agreed to review the grant upon its 
completion and represent Winches¬ 
ter’s interests before the state 
hoard. Many factors including num¬ 
ber of units, topography, zoning and 
ownership are slated to be reviewed. 
Also a feasibility study is in order to 
determine the worth of the proposed 
site. “We’re on top of this one, I 
think we can get it done," said 
Polcari.

Cookbooks as history 


Culinary Collection at 
Schlesinger Libary

What’s cooking? If you ask that 
question in Radcliffe Yard, some¬ 
one will undoubtedly point you 
toward the 5,000-volume culinary 
collection at The Schlesinger 
Library on the History of Women 
in America. Housed in open 
stacks in the new Julia Child 
Wing on the third floor, and on 
microfilm on the fourth floor, the 
collection is among the finest in 
the Boston area, and it is open to 
the public. 

A visit to the Library provides 
an opportunity to look at cooking 
from a different perspective — 
women’s history. Through rare 
and unusual cookbooks, one can 
get a keen sense of women’s lives 
in the 19th century when bread 
wasn’t purchased at the local 
Store 24, but baked in a day-long 
process. 

For the less scholarly browser, 
there are many cookbooks that, 
social significance aside, are 
simply enjoyable to read. Neatly 
arranged are cookbooks specia¬ 
lizing in regional fare ("A Ken¬ 
tucky Woman’s Cook Book," 
"Mainstay of Maine," and 
"Mountain Measures from West 
Virginia"); ethnic foods, ("Prin¬ 
cess Pamela’s Soul Food Cook¬ 
book,” "Pueblo and Navajo 
Cookery,” "Creole Cook Book,” 
"The Oyster Book,” "The Com¬ 
plete Potato Cookbook,” and 
"The 15-Minute Vegetarian Cook¬ 
book”); and historic fare 
(“Martha Washington Cook 
Book,” "Thomas Jefferson Cook 
Book,” and "The White House 
Cook Book”). 

The collection began in. 1961 
when Harvard University’s Wide- 
ner Library transferred books on 
domestic science and cookery to 
the Woman’s Archives, as the 
Library was then known. Those 
titles included "Adam’s Luxury 
and Eve’s Cookery;” or the 
"Kitchen-Garden” display’d 
(London, 1744) and "The Ameri¬ 
can Frugal Housewife,” dedi¬ 
cated to those who are not 
ashamed of economy by Lydia 
Maria Child (Boston, 1832). 

In 1974, Samuel Chamberlain of 
Gourmet magazine, and his wife 
Narcissa greatly expanded the 
collection by donating hundreds 
of volumes on 18th- and 19th- 
century French cuisine and reg¬ 
ional cookbooks. Since that time, 
Julia Child, author of "The 
French Chef Cookbook,” and 
M.F.K. Fisher, author of "How 
To Cook a Wolf,” have also 
donated books and personal pap¬ 
ers to the collection. 

According to Barbara Haber, 
the curator of printed books at 
the Library, the Library is an 
excellent resource for scholars, 
researchers, aspiring cooks, and 
persons with a curiosity about 
cooking. "Unlike a public library 
that is concerned with the needs 
of the general public, we collect 
the past for the future,” said

Haber who admits to "loving 
cookbooks” and has a personal 
collection of more than 1,000 vol¬ 
umes in her Winchester home. 
"While not every cookbook we 
buy for the Library has mass 
appeal at the moment, it could 
become a valuable resource for 
future women.” 

What quickly becomes appa¬ 
rent upon close examination, is 
the breadth of cookbook topics 
available at the Library. Said 
Haber, "Cookbooks have become 


big business. Between 1962 and 
1983, the number of cookbooks in 
print grew from 862 to 6,000 and 
rate of growth has accelerated 
even more since then. The more 
recent books focus on food from 
little known parts of the world, 
personal statements by well- 
known teachers and chefs, popu¬ 
lar dishes from famous restaur¬ 
ants, and books devoted to a 
particular ingredient or a special 
appliance.” She added that 
"researchers in the 21st century 
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will probably be puzzled by our 
cookbooks, which reflect a socie¬ 
ty going in so many different 
directions. The current crop is 
concerned with time and making 
meals quickly, probably because 
most women work outside the 
home. That wasn’t the case 100 
years ago.” 

What was housewifery like in 
the 19th century? For the answer, 
we go to the some of the library’s

rarer editions on microfilm. 

In “Housekeepers’ Friend a 
Book of Recipes Invaluable to the 
Household” (Chicago 1884), B.F. 
Babcock offers not only recipes 
for Hickory Nut Macaroons, 
Baked Eggs, Fried Frogs, Com¬ 
pote of Pigeon (for 10 persons), 
and Delicious Cake, but tips on 
doing laundry, medical advice, 
and ways to efficiently use leftov¬ 
ers. An advantageously placed 
advertisement in the front of the 
volume reminds the homemaker 
that Florentine Cologne could 
sooth her “after toilsome efforts 
in the kitchen, nursery, or 
study.” A multipurpose product, 
Florentine Cologne was invalu¬ 
able in the bath, for a face or 
hand bath, and for cleansing the 
mouth and teeth. 

Thriftiness was also a concern. 
The preface for Mrs. Gilpin’s 
“Frugalities (Remnants and 200 
Ways of Using Them)” by Susan 
Anna Brown (1883) contains the 
following passage: 

“The housekeeper who pro¬ 
vides the greatest variety of food 
is not necessarily extravagent. 
On the contrary, no table is so 
expensive as the one to which 
little thought and less personal 
oversight is given. Servants sel¬ 
dom have either time or inclina¬ 
tion to make the remnants which 
are left into those tempting little 
dishes which are so useful in 
relieving the montony of steak, 
roast, and chop...” 

If any one doubts Mrs. Gilpin’s 
sincerity, consider her receipt for 
“One Day Soup”: half a can of 
tomato, left from yesterday, five 
or six cold boiled or baked pota¬ 
toes, 1/2 onion, one stalk celery or 
a few celery tops. Boil all 
together until the vegetables are 


The Schlesinger Library: A Brief 
History 

Originally known as the Women’s Archives, The Schlesinger Library 
was established at Iladcliffe College in 1943 when Maud Wood Park 
'98, a suffrage leader, gave her material on the woman’s suffrage 
campaign (Woman’s Rights Collection) to the college. The library was 
renamed in 1967 to honor Arthur M. Schlesinger, Sr. and his wife 
Elizabeth Bancroft Schlesinger for their dedication to the support of 
women’s history and the development of the collections at Radcliffe 
College. 

Since 1943, the library has become the foremost resource for 
studying women’s lives and their contributions to American society. 
The collection features records of women’s organizations, oral histo¬ 
ries, posters, banners, audiotapes and transcripts, videotapes, films, 
books, periodicals, and microforms from prominent and representa¬ 
tive women and families. Well-known women with manuscript collec¬ 
tions at the library include suffragist Susan B. Anthony culinary artist 
Julia Child, feminist Bett Friedman, aviator Amelia Earhart, and 
Congresswoman Jeannette Rankin.

The Schlesinger Library is the setting for the monthly meetings of 
the Culinary Historians of Boston, an academic group that studies 
esoteric food topics. Each meeting features an invited speaker and 
wine and cheese. An historic dinner, carefully researched and 
prepared, concludes the year’s activities.

very soft. Put through a colander, 
add pepper, salt, and pinch of 
sugar. Just before serving, add 
one cup hot milk with a pinch of 
soda dissolved in it. Sift over the 
top a few very dry bread crumbs. 

While we may never tempt our 
families or guests with “One Day 
Soup,” we may empathize with 
Mrs. Clarence 1. Burr, the author 
of “What Shall We Have To Eat” 
or “THE QUESTION 


ANSWERED,” back in 1893. She 
wrote, “What housekeeper has 
never been confronted with this 
tiresome and every present ques¬ 
tion?... By setting down what was 
served on my own table, couldn’t 
I help my sister housekeep¬ 
ers?...” And help she did menus 
for everyday of the week, plus 
some recipes. 

In case you’re wondering what 
Mrs. Burr planned for today’s 


breakfast and supper, wonder no 
more. Breakfast was white meal 
mush, meat croquettes, beef jel¬ 
ly, fried potatoes, coffee and 
fresh bread. Supper — luncheon 
was considered dinner back then 
— was Welsh Rarebit, cold bread, 
rose cake, tea, peaches and 
cream, and milk. 

Adds Haber, “Cooking (back 
then) was a to do, and household- 
management books were rich in 
information. Today, we take so 
many things for granted; for 
instance, we need not bake our 
own bread or churn our own but¬ 
ter, but the 19th-century woman 
did. Baking was an all-day event, 
done once a week for the entire 
week.” 

In Ancient Greece, the philoso¬ 
pher Epicurus taught that “the 
great end and aim of life was to 
eat." With its varied collection of 
cookbooks, The Schlesinger 
Library at Radcliffe College 
would probably have caught Epi¬ 
curus’ fancy. If you enjoy cook¬ 
ing, then a visit to Radcliffe Yard 
should be put on your agenda. But 
be forewarned: reading cook¬ 
books can generate quite an 
appetite!

It makes no sense to completely eliminate our 
option to use Pilgrim - Massachusetts’ largest 
single electricity plant. 


Question 4 would add to acid rain 
problems and the Greenhouse effect. 

Since oil would be the major source of replace¬ 
ment power for Yankee Rowe and Pilgrim, closing 
the plants would add to already serious air and 
water pollution problems and increase the risk of 
oil spills along our coast. 

Oil-fired plants used to replace Yankee Rowe 
and Pilgrim’s electricity would put as much as 
•44 million pounds of sulfur dioxide and 7 billion 
pounds of carbon dioxide into the air every year - 
adding to acid rain problems and the Greenhouse 
effect (global warming). 

Question 4 would be costly for 
consumers and taxpayers. 

Closing these electricity plants would create a 
state tax burden in the billions of dollars, to com¬ 
pensate the owners of the shutdown plants. And the 
cost of buying replacement power - mostly foreign 
oil generated power - would be expensive, particu¬ 
larly in this time of power supply problems. 

Question 4 just doesn’t make sense. 

Permanently shutting down existing electricity 
plants at a time in which we already face serious 
power shortages would be foolish. 

Moreover, the economic and environmental con¬ 
sequences of the shutdown would be very damag¬ 
ing to our state.

“I'm concerned about the people that never have been in the door of the Senior 
Center,” June said. “We encourage people to do what they can. Some just need 
to get out of the house.”

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Some helpful tips for newcomers 

Getting to know the Boston area

So you’re new to the Boston area 
and you’ve turned to the What’s Up 
section for a little guidance, a few 
words of wisdom, on how best to 
avail yourself of all the amenities 
here in the Hub of the Universe. You 
want the skinny on all the right 
places to eat. You want to know' the 
sights to see. You w-ant the insider’s 
tour of Bostonian High art and high 
living. In short, you want someone 
with a modicum of sophistication, 
good breeding, and a touch of elan to 
point the way. 

Sorry, they’ve all left for the day. 
But don’t be too disappointed. I’ll do 
what I can. 

Let me begin by saving your life. 

If you just got in from Logan and 
haven’t driven yet around here, 
there is something you ought to 
know about the traffic code in Bos¬ 
ton and environs. There is none. 

Well, to be technical about it, there 
are traffic laws on the books, but we 
Bostonians long ago made a collec¬ 
tive decision to ignore them. 

Perhaps our vehicular derring-do 
is a reaction to the stifling tradition 
of Puritanism that has oppressed us 


since Plymouth Rock. Perhaps it 
has something to do with the lead in 
our ancient water pipes accumulat¬ 
ing in our accelerator feet. Or may¬ 
be, as some say, it’s just plain old- 
fashioned blood lust. Draw your own 
conclusions. But in the meantime, 
watch out, buddy! 

Do not be surprised when the light 
turns green to see oncoming traffic 
heading homicidlly toward you 
before they cut you off to turn left. 
They’re not trying to kill you; thy’re 
simply trying to spare themselves a 
10-second wait -- an infinity by Bos¬ 
ton standards. 

Do not become flustered to 
observe while travelling 40 miles per 
hour that the car in front of you has 
stopped suddenly, inexplicably, and 
without signalling, occasioning in 
you the unpleasant sensation that 
comes only with an attack of angina. 
He’s just making a turn - Boston 
style. You’ll get used to it. 

Highway driving in the Boston 
area poses its own set of problems. 
Travel in the passing lane on the 
Pike or Route 128 at any speed short 
of hyper-space and you will invar¬ 
iably be rewarded with the sight of a 


road warrior crawling up your 
bumper. 

The archetypical Boston road war¬ 
rior drives (to use the word loosely) 
a Chevrolet Camaro - IROC model - 
and is one of the few Boston drivers 
who makes a habit of vigorously 
signalling, albeit by means of a 
raised index finger.

These 
accomplishments, though signific¬ 
ant, are but a warm-up for Bay State 


politics where a fastened seat belt 
and careful listening are but mini¬ 
mum requirements.

South Boston Senator Billy Bulger - 
the cock of the senate walk - reigns 
supreme Bulger’s Saint Patrick's 
Day dinner-cum-political roast in 
Southie is a major media event in a 
state ruled mostly by "ethnics,” 
especially those of the Irish variety. 
At this event, much as in the Senate 


where he rules iron fistediy, it is 
considered impolitic for an office¬ 
holder harpooned by the stale- 
humored Bulger to react with any¬ 
thing but obsequiously fetched 
guffaws of self-deprecation. 

Not everyone in Massachusetts 
politics is Irish. 

There’s the Duke, of course, whose 
sedate manner raises questions 
about his putative Greek heritage. A 
campaign aide to the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson spoke for many Mass. 
Democrats when he described the 
staid governor as “a Greek with a 
Nordic personality.” 

There’s former state rep. Mel 
King of Boston’s South End, a black, 
and the leader of the state’s “Rain¬ 
bow Coalition.’

There’s quick-witted House Speak¬ 
er George Keverian of Everett, who 
carries the banner for the Arme¬ 
nians. And a whole bunch more. The 
melting pot overflows. 

U.S. Senator John Forbes Kerry 
represents what's left of the Brah¬ 
man impulse to govern; former 
Attorney General Frank Bellotti, an 
Italian, is a one man government-in- 
exile; and fast-talking funnyman 
Congressman Barney Frank, a Bay- 
one New Jersey transplant, is the 
standard-bearer for the Jews. 

If you think the Boston accent is 
hard to understand, try deciphering 
Frank’s rapid-fire ramblings. The 
always-quotable Frank, with his 
Bayone-ese dialect, gives hope to 
newly arrived immigrants by clear¬ 
ly establishing that mastyery of 
English diction is not a pre-requisite 
for holding high public office in the 
Commonwealth. 

We’ve covered driving, accents, 
and politics, the major areas of 
danger and confusion for newcom¬ 
ers to Boston, and now it’s time to 
move on. There’s so much more. 

In pro sports, we’ve got the Celts, 
the Red Sox, the Bruins, and the 
Patriots. No need for introductions 
here. One or more of these teams is 
usually in contention. You can count 
on the Celts to win; the Sox to 
disappoint; the Bruins to thrill; and 
the Pat’s to be on the auction block. 

The Sox’ Fenway Park is one of 
the grander fields in all of baseball. 
Whatever your feelings for the spot 
of baseball, you are well-advised to 
attend a least one game per season. 

Ditto for the Celts. The Boston 
Garden, though grubby, has its 
charm. And so, for that matter, does 
winning. 

I’m not much for hockey, but as 


for football games, I can tell you 
from personal experience to stay 
away from Sullivan Stadium unless 
you like traffic jams, animalistic 
fans, and more traffic jams - in that 
order. 

One cannot live by sport alone, 
and so God invented Harvard 
Square, home of the Big H, and the 
Berkeley of the east. 

The Square, as it is called, has 
magazine stands (Out of Town and 
Nini’s Corner); bookstores (Paper¬ 
back Booksmith, Reading Interna¬ 
tional, Booksmith, the Coop, and 
countless others); museums (the 
Fogg, Bush-Reisinger, the Pea¬ 
body); ice cream shops (Herrell’s, 
Steve’s, Baskin and Robins, et al); 
and, most interesting, its people 
(freaks, egg-heads, air-heads, and 
punks). Rounding off The Square’s 
offerings, so to speak, is a wide 
selection of watering holes; movie 
theaters where patrons laugh osten¬ 
tatiously at foreign language jokes; 
and even a witchcraft shop. It’s that 
kind of place. 

You may have to sign away your 
first-born to get a parking space, but 
if you can manage it, The Square is 
worth a look-see. 

If you like Italian food, put the 
North End on your list of places to 
visit. From pizza to pasta fasulli, 
you’ll find it somewhere along 
Hanover Street. And if you’re a 
do-it-youselfer, you can try putting 
the squeeze on the North End’s fam¬ 
ous outdoor vegetable markets. A 
word of fair warning: don’t let the 
vendors catch you! 

Within walking distance of the 
North End, there are lots of things to 
do. You can frolic in the splendor of 
Waterfront park; take a (polluted) 
harbor cruise - sight-seeing, musi-

cal, or comedy - from the historic 
wharves; or watch the fish at the 
New England Aquarium. Both the 
fish and the divers who feed them, I 
am told, are newly wired for sound, 
an innovation that will doubtless 
provide hours of fun for those 
inclined to aquatic eavesdropping. 

Bike riders, walkers, roller ska¬ 
ters, and skate-boarders will find the 
Dr. Paul Dudley White bike path a 
handy alternative to car travel into 
Beantown. The path runs from 
Watertown Square along the Charles 
River past Harvard Square into Bos¬ 
ton. In addition to costing nothing, 
the path bestows upon its non¬ 
polluting users a sublime feeling of 
environmental superiority unknown 
to fossil fuel commuters. 

For the ocean-minded, there are 
the beaches. Although drab condo- 
ization has largely replaced their 
ingratiating carney tackiness, both 
Revere and Nantsket beaches con¬ 
tinue to offer an excellent alterna¬ 
tive to good taste. Aesthetic consid¬ 
erations aside, however, these two 
beaches still draw the crowds. The 
fried clams at Kelly’s at Revere are 
reason enough to make the trip; and 
for old-fashioned romance, it’s hard 
to beat a ride on Nantasket’s famous 
carousel. 

More adventurous souls may wish 
to make the trip to Cape Cod. But 
driver beware: Head down Route 3 
for the Cape during the Friday even¬ 
ing rush hour and you might find 
yourself looking for gasoline instead 
of sea-shells; smelling exhaust 
fumes instead of salt air; and shop¬ 
ping divorce lawyers instead of 
malls. Same goes for Sunday night 
return trips. 

Of course, there’s always the 
couch potato approach - an old New 
England tradition. Just stay home. I 
do it all the time.

Arthur Griffin: A master with the lens

Last January, celebrated New 
England photographer Arthur Grif¬ 
fin — who photograped the cover for 
this Newcomers’ Guide — went to 
the store and picked up a little 
something: an item he had not pur¬ 
chased in over 30 years. 

“I bought a Nikon,” says the 
84-year old Griffin, “and it’s great.” 

Not one to jump on the bandwagon 
of the latest market fads in photo¬ 
graphy, Griffin needn’t worry, his 
old camera must certainly have 
served him well. 

Since his days as a staff photogra¬ 
pher at the Boston Globe over 60 
years ago, Griffin has been snapping 
photos and turning landscapes into 
landmarks, across the country, 
across the world, and in his own 
home town of Winchester. 

His career has been one of many, 
travels and triumphs. With only a 
single photography course at the 
Boston YMCA to his credit, Griffin 
went on to become the New England 
photographer for Life and Time 
magazines. 

Two of his famous photographs, 
one of a group of boys jumping into a 
Quincy quarry, and the other of 
congressman Joe Martin of Attleb¬ 
oro, later became Life covers. 

After leaving the Globe, Griffin 
became a full time freelancer and 
was offered national and foreign 
assignments that brought him and 
his late wife Claire all around the 
world. 

He worked for such magazines as 
Holiday, Liberty, Collier’s, Coronet 
and the Saturday Evening Post. One 
of his photographs was the first color 
photography the Post had ever used. 

His life has been filled with fam¬ 
ous people, exotic lands and great 
fame. And for Griffin, each photo¬ 
graph reminds him of a different 
time in his life or an anecdote he 
recalls with a smile. 

The accomplishments and acco¬ 
lades aside, Griffin has a demeanor 


as infectiously warm and inviting as 
the photographs that adorn the walls 
of the home he shares with his sec¬ 
ond wife Polly. He is worldly, capti¬ 
vating and spry - darting from one 
side of his living room to the other -- 
anxious to share his photographs 
and memories. 

And these images of New Eng¬ 
land, at its most serene and splen- 
dorous moments, have paid tribute 
to the area’s innate charm and char¬ 
acter, ever since Griffin first 
focused a camera. 

“It’s been fun, but I’ve worked 
awfully hard... sometimes from sun¬ 
rise to sunset,” says Griffin. 

His photographs have appeared on 
the covers of telephone directories, 
on calendars and more recently in a 
collection of books he has created to 
showcase his work and the works of 
his literary colleagues. 

The books are, “New England”, 
“New England Revisited” and 
“New England: The Four Seasons,” 
each a picturesque chronicle of the 
New England landscape with its 
many moods and countless myste¬ 
ries, accompanied by an essay by 
such illuminaries as John Updike, 
William F. Buckley, Archibald 
MacLeish and Maria Van Trapp. 

“It would have been the toughest 
job in the world if I didn’t love it,” 
says Griffin. And Griffin attests he 
has, over the years, taken thousands 
of pictures. 

At the age of 65, Griffin stopped 
accepting photography assignments 
and began to take photos only for his 
own pleasure. He is not one to relax, 
however. He is interested now, and 
has been for over a year, in con¬ 
structing a museum on town land in 
Winchester that would be endowed 
.with his work. Yet this offer to the 
town has been met with more snafus 
than Griffin had ever anticipated. 

Even a recently discovered spot 
has been barred from Griffin’s use. 
Seems a rare flower found on the site 
has some citizens nixing Griffin’s 


development plans. 

Griffin will however, keep looking 
for a site, preferably in Winchester. 
“I want to keep the museum in this 
town,” says Griffin. 

Griffin, a 50-year resident of 
Winchester, holds a special fondness 
for the town. He still plays golf at the 
Winchester Country Club which he 
joined some 35 years ago. But it 
wasn’t until five years after he had 


joined that Griffin allowed himself 
to take to the fairways. He feared his 
golfing time might detract from his 
photography time. 

Griffin and his wife still travel, 
too. And Griffin proudly says, “We 
never have any reservations.” An 
intense dislike for deadlines and 
schedules which can deprive him of 
his artistic freedom, have had he 
and Polly traveling aimlessly 


around Europe and Asia, and enjoy¬ 
ing every minute. 

"He’s incredible,” says wife Pol¬ 
ly, “he’s hard to keep up with some¬ 
times though."

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The presidential race and state politics

You can guarantee that the next 
president of the United States will 
have been born in Massachusetts. 
But you can't guarantee what will 
happen to the rest of the politicians 
in the Bay State after the next Inau¬ 
guration Day. 

This year, more than in any other 
election year in recent history, the 
presidential election has the poten¬ 


tial for affecting the way state and 
local politics run here in 
Massachusetts. 

If Brookline native Michael Duka¬ 
kis gains the nation’s highest office 
come Nov. 8. he will vacate the 
governorship he has held for 10 of 
the last 14 years. That could touch 
off a “domino effect" of politicians 
scrambling to run for higher office 
as vacancies open up. 

If Milton native George Bush 


enters the White House. Dukakis will 
return to his corner office at the 
State House until his term expires in 
1990. There “the Duke" would have 
to deal with the state's growing 
budgetary woes and decide whether 
to run for a fourth term. 

A Dukakis win could mean that the 
new president would tap some of his 
local political allies for Executive 
Branch positions. 

“It would have an enormous effect 
because there would be a number of 
people who would go to Washington 
in some capacity," predicts Mary 
Tinkham, former chairwoman of the 
Belmont Democratic Town Commit¬ 
tee, one of the few such local organi¬ 
zations to endorse Dukakis before 
the Massachusetts presidential 
primary last spring. She declines to 
speculate on who the potential pres¬ 
idential aides would be, but she feels 
their departure for Washington 
would create room for the younger 
generation to enter state politics. 

A governor 
named Murphy? 

If Dukakis enters the White House, 
Lt. Gov. Evelyn Murphy would 
become governor — the first woman 
to hold that job in Massachusetts. 
And she would have the weight of 
incumbency behind her when the 
ballots are cast for the next full 
gubernatorial term in 1990. 

Tinkham predicts a Murphy admi¬ 
nistration would not be "radically 
different” from a Dukakis admi¬ 
nistration in terms of policy. Mur¬ 
phy might have a chance to install a 
number of her own appointees if 


some of Dukakis’ aides follow him to 
the White House, she adds. 

If Dukakis remains governor, he 
would have to decide whether to 
seek a fourth term in 1990. If he 
chose not to, Murphy has already 
emerged as the clear front-runner to 
replace him. according to one poll 
released late this past winter. 

That poll, taken just prior to the 
March 8 “Super Tuesday" prima¬ 
ries that vaulted Dukakis ahead of 
his rivals for the Democratic pres¬ 
idential nomination, gave Murphy a 
15-point advantage in a one-to-one 
1990 primary matchup against Bos¬ 
ton Mayor Raymond Flynn. 

Also figuring prominently in the 
late February poll was U.S. Rep. 
Joseph P. Kennedy II, whose district 
includes Arlington, Belmont and 
Watertown. Now running for his sec¬ 
ond term in Congress, he has stated 
to various reporters that he has no 
plans to run for higher office. 

Other names being mentioned as 
possible Democratic gubernatorial 
candidates in 1990 are former state 
Attorney General Francis X. Bellot- 
ti, former congressman and present 
Attorney General James Shannon, 
and Congressman Chester Atkins. 

A Bush victory would probably 
leave more appointed and elected 
officials in place in the Bay State. 
There aren’t many Massachusetts 
Republicans of potential national 
stature because of the Democrats’ 
long dominance of state politics 
here. 

Glenn Fiscus, a Republican run¬ 
ning against Kennedy for Congress 


in the Eighth District, predicts that 
if Dukakis loses the national elec¬ 
tion, "there’s going to be a lot of 
unhappy people here" because of the 
state fiscal woes that have cropped 
up during the governor’s presiden¬ 
tial campaign. Fiscus also predicts 
that Dukakis would not win re- 
election to a fourth term. 

"If Dukakis comes back from a 
loss, he’s got a mountain of prob¬ 
lems to solve and it doesn’t help any 
of us,” Fiscus says. "We’ve seen the 
fallout from an elected official, Gov. 
Dukakis, running for president and 
not minding the store.” 

If Murphy inherits the governor 
ship in January 1989, some political 
analysts have said, she will do so 
just when the state’s current fiscal 
woes are tightening, and she will 
reap the resulting political fallout. 

But Tinkham says a "slowdown" 
of the acceleration of growth in state 
revenues was "probably inevit¬ 
able,” no matter who is in charge of 
the state. "Any economy that has 
been as hot as Massachusetts’ is 
bound to slow down a bit,” she says. 

Attorney Daniel Needham Jr., a 
member of the Republican National 
Committee, doubts that Dukakis 
would want to run for another term 
of office if he loses the White House. 
"I can’t imagine anyone serving as 
governor of Massachusetts for four 
four-year terms,” he says. 

If a Dukakis victory does create a 
shuffle among elected officeholders 
in the Bay State, the GOP will have a 
chance to capture some of the vac¬ 
ancies, Fiscus says. 

But Needham warns, "There will 
be some opportunities for Republi¬ 
cans, but they’ve got to come up with 
some candidates.” 

The state GOP had trouble coming 
up with a nominee for governor in 
1986, while Dukakis sailed away with 
his party’s nod. No Republicans hold 
statewide office in Massachusetts, 
and their numbers in the Legislature 
are low — eight of 40 senators and 33 
of 160 Republicans. 

Waltham Republican Joe Malone, 
running this year against U.S. Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, has the poten¬ 
tial for making a good political name 
for himself, according to Needham. 
Others whom the Belmont attorney 
mentioned as possible GOP candi¬ 
dates for statewide office are former 
Assistant Attorney General William 
Weld, former party chairman 
Andrew Natsios, former state rep¬ 
resentative and Bush aide Andrew 
Card, and former Gov. Edward J. 
King, who was elected ,as a Demo¬ 
crat but joined the Republicans sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

Some states in the Northeast, like 
Rhode Island and New Jersey, have 
successful Republican statewide 
officeholders even though registered 
Democrats outnumber registered 
GOP voters there, according to 
Needham. Republican success at the 
polls “depends on having attractive 
people on the scene at the right time, 
and so far that hasn’t happened in 
Massachusetts,” he says.

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Rules newcomers need to 
know about the state 
of Massachusetts

So you’re new in Massachusetts. 
Here are some laws and facts about 
the commonwealth that should 
make you stay legal and safe: 

• The drinking age is 21. 

• The age for driving permits is 16. 
Anyone who has a driver education 
class certificate may be licensed at 
age 16 1/2, otherwise at age 17. 

• The marriage age is 18 and a 
license from a Massachusetts city or 
town in required. 

• Fishing (inland waters) and 
hunting licenses are required for 
anyone 15 and over. 

• Boats with engines must be 
licensed with the Division of Marine 
and Recreational Vehicles. Trail 
bikes and snowmobiles must be 


registered at the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 

• Gun owners must receive local 
police department permits for: fire¬ 
arms identification, license to carry 
and license to purchase. A one-year 
mandatory jail term is the penalty 
for breaking the gun law. 


• Children must be enrolled in 
school in the calendar year in which 
they turn 6. 

• In order to register a vehicle, its 
owner must have an insurance certi¬ 
ficate. The vehicle must be 
inspected within seven days of 
purchase. 

• A driver with an out-of-state 
license only has to take an eye test in 


order to get a four-year Massa¬ 
chusetts license. 


• The Massachusetts sales and 
meals tax is five percent. 

• The gasoline tax is 11 cents per 
gallon of the wholesale price. 

• The automobile excise tax is $25 
per $1,000 value. 

• The state income tax is five 
percent on earned income and 10 
percent on unearned income.

In area communities

“What a world we live in!” wrote 
Thoreau. “There is nothing hand¬ 
somer than a snowflake and 
dewdrop.” For those who agree, 
there are plenty of places in the area 
— some just a short stroll from 
Mass. Ave. or Winchester Center — 
to hike, bike or simply escape 
civilization. 

Here is a sample of some of the 
nicest in the area. Most are free of 
charge. Some accommodate joggers 
or bikers. All are short on buildings 
or automobiles, with plenty of trees 
and quiet areas. 

Arlington 

Menotomy Rocks Park is tucked 
away behind Jason Street, less than 
a mile from Mass Ave. It’s a wooded 
area with a pond (good for fishing), 
a few trails and lots of big rocks to 
climb on. With a fitness course and a 
small playground, it’s not a bad 
place to get some exercise. For 
those in a less energetic mood, it has 
benches in the shade and lots of 
pleasing scenery. A great place to 
read, write, meditate or simply 
afford oneself the luxury of 
boredom. 

Robbins Farm, across from the 
Brackett School on Eastern Avenue, 
is nothing spectacular in itself: a 
neat playground and lots of open 
field, good for sports, kite-flying, 
etc. However, the field just happens 
to provide — on any reasonably 
clear day — the best view of Boston 
in the area. People who love fire¬ 
works and hate traffic gather here 
on July Fourth to see the show; it’s 
convenient, costs nothing and the 
view — albeit 6 miles away — isn’t 

bad. 

Spy Pond and Spy Pond Field can 
be found right next to the Arlington 
Boys & Girls Club, just off Route 60. 
The field, not particularly secluded, 
is a good place to get some exercise. 
The pond is one of the prettier spots 
in Arlington. However, it doesn’t 
have a path circling it — thus, jog¬ 
ging, biking and even walking 
around it are pretty much out of the 
question. Still, it offers attractive 
scenery and some good picnic spots. 

The Arlington Reservoir isn’t for 
everybody. I’m not talking about the 
beach area, but the trail that circles 
around the water. It’s a little less 
than a mile around; relatively sec¬ 
luded; alternately woodsy and gras 

sy, sunny and shady. However, the 
dirt path has too many rocks and 
weeds for joggers, and in a few spots 
becomes too cramped even for some 
walkers. The view is pretty, though, 
and it’s probably worth checking out 
during lunch hour. 

Like Spy Pond, Mystic Valley 
Parkway offers lovely scenery and 
not much room for activity — on 
land, anyway. The area has some 
nice relaxation/picnic spots, though 
you may find the road — close as it is 
to the water — annoying. A quick 
survey of the area will tell you if it’s 
your type of place. 

For biking in Arlington, your 
options are a bit limited. However, 
coming up: a new bike path, now in 
the final stages of planning. Slated, 
tentatively, for completion next 
spring, the path will replace the 
railroad tracks that run past the 


reservoir, parallel (more or less) to 
Mass Ave. 

One honorable mention, before we 


leave Arlington, goes to Robbins 
Garden, next to the town hall. It’s 
small and not very private — and 


there’s no room to do anything but 
sit — but it’s still the nicest place on 
Mass Ave to enjoy a lunch. 


Watertown

and there are plenty of ducks to keep 
you company. 


The Mystic Lakes are another 
favorite. Not exactly ideal for jog¬ 
ging, they do provide some excellent 
places to walk and some lovely scen¬ 
ery. Poke around and find your favo¬ 
rite view. 


Another popular spot is Mill Pond 
at the corner of Main Street and 
Church Street. Right in the center of 
everything, it’s a great place to take 
a break, relax, feed the ducks or 
take a short walk.

the prettiest spots in the area. Per¬ 
haps too morbid for some, the 
cemetery has beautiful grassy hills 
and is large enough to offer seclu¬ 
sion and peacefulness in an other¬ 
wise chaotic region of Route 16. 

The Charles River is, by far, the 
best place to bike, jog or walk. The 
paths stretch farther than most of us 
care to travel, and you’ll find your¬ 
self among many other healthy 
urban residents. The scenery, if not 
always gorgeous, is at least 
interesting. 

Belmont 

Clay Pit Pond is located next to 
Belmont High School. The atmo¬ 
sphere is peaceful and the scenery is 
gorgeous. There’s lots of well-kept 
grass, a few benches — and some 
ducks more than willing to accept 


edible donations. The area is good 
for a picnic or a short stroll. Tran¬ 
quility not guaranteed when school 
is in session. 

Fresh Pond Reservoir, off Con¬ 
cord Ave near Cambridge, is 
another joggers’ haven. The pond is 
large enough to offer a good long run 
and the path is wide enough to 
accommodate bikers as well. The 
area is popular but vast enough to 
offer some privacy. It’s shady and 
pretty, an excellent place to exercise 
— particularly if you’re uninterested 
in breathing automobile fumes. 

Little Pond is probably the most 
beautiful scene on our list. You can’t 
jog, bike or hike around it — some of 
it is swamp land, and much of it is on 
residential property — but it’s abso¬ 
lutely gorgeous to view and the area 
is calm and quiet. Bring a lunch or 
bring a camera. 


Rock Meadows, opposite McLean 
Hospital, is another gorgeous 
retreat. While you have your cam¬ 
era, take a quick stroll around here. 
There’s grass and woods, water, 
ducks, flowers (and bugs), places to 
sit and places to walk. Usually very 
secluded, the area is good for picn¬ 
ics, poetry and deep thoughts. 

Not far away, Beaver Brook Park 
is another lunch-hour favorite. Lots 
of picnic tables and flat, open land — 
good for long walks, medium- 
distance jogging or short bike rides. 

Habitat Nature Sanctuary is the 
only item on our list that isn’t free. 
Open to members and their guests, 
the privately-owned sanctuary 
charges from $10 to $25 for annual 
membership to individuals, fami¬ 
lies, students and senior citizens. No 
picnicking, lounging or sports activi¬ 
ties allowed, but the trails — open 


from dawn to dusk — are worth 
checking out. 


Winchester 

If you find yourself in the area, 
check out the path at the end of Horn 
Pond Brook Road. It’s a narrow, 
paved walkway that cuts through an 
attractive stretch of woods. It’s 
rather short — perhaps ’/ 4 -mile or so 
— but makes fora lovely stroll... for 
a while. 

Toward the end, it deteriorates 
fast as it cuts behind the Winchester 
Public Works area. If you can 
endure that, you’ll be rewarded as 
the path leads you directly to... 

Wedge Pond, at the corner of Main 
and Lake streets. Not exactly sec¬ 
luded, it’s beautiful nonetheless. 
Probably the best spot in Winchester 
to eat lunch. Benches are provided, 


There are other spots too, of 
course — in Winchester and all over. 
Middlesex Fells Reservation is 
worth a look, and other areas can be 
found just by poking around. 
Chances are, you won’t be 
disappointed.

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Who’s who in town government 


In Arlington, there are about 28 
boards and committees that oversee 
and govern town affairs. 

The selectmen, assessors, School 
Committee and Housing Authority 
are chosen by the voters in public 
elections. 

The Board of Selectmen chooses 
members for the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Board of Registrar of Vot¬ 
ers, Arlington Arts Council/ 
Arlington Alive, Historic District 
Commission, Fair Housing Advisory 
Committee, and the Council on Alco¬ 
hol Education. 

The town manager, with approval 
of the selectmen, appoints the mem¬ 
bers of the Redevelopment Board, 
Board of Health, Historical Commis¬ 
sion, Library Trustees, Park and 


Recreation Commission, Board of 
Youth Services, Affirmative Action 
Advisory Committee, Council on 
Aging, Conservation Commission, 
Cemetery Commissioners, Trust 
Fund Commissioners, Board of Exa¬ 
miners and Constables. 

All meeting notices are posted 
prior to the meeting dates on the 
bulletin board next to the clerk’s 
office on the second floor of town 
hall.

Chamber represents businesses 


Voter registration is easy 


Massachusetts has one of the easiest voter registration programs in 
the country. 

A person may register to vote if he or she is at least 18 years old by 
election day and is an American citizen (born or naturalized.) 

To register all a person must do is fill out an ‘‘Affidavit of 
Registration” card, listing your name, address, birth date, previous 
address if any, occupation, and, if desired, party affiliation. There is 
no residency requirement in Massachusetts. 

In Arlington, registration may be done at the clerk’s office on the 
second floor of town hall, weekdays 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., or look for special 
registration sessions in the weeks prior to an election. 

Physically disabled and absentee voters should write to the town 
clerk, 730 Massachusetts Ave., Arlington, Mass., 01274. 

Of the nearly 49,000 people in the town, 26,481 residents were 
registered voters as of June 1,1987. Democrats accounted for 17,727 of 
the voters, Republicans 3,228, and the remaining 5,526 were registered 
as Independents. 


Nearly 50 years old, the Arlington 
Chamber of Commerce represents 
local businesses and acts as a lob¬ 
byist for the concerns of the business 
person. 

Located at 7 Central St., Suite 204, 
after 10 years on Medford Street, the 
chamber represents nearly 250 local 
businesses. 

Second Vice President Larry Bar¬ 
ton says the business group has two 
sides, “reactive” and “proactive.” 
The reactive side comes into force 
when something within the commun¬ 
ity affects businesses, he said. 

The chamber also meets with Alan 
McClennan Jr., town director of 
planning and community develop¬ 
ment, once a year to discuss new 
businesses, investments and redeve¬ 
lopment plans. In turn, chamber 
officials react to the town’s informa¬ 
tion and bring up their own plans 
and concerns. 

On the proactive side, the organi¬ 
zation does positive things for the 
town and businesses it represents. 

“We provide holiday lighting in 
Arlington," said Charlie Smith, 
administrative director of the group. 

Public 

transportation 

The Massachusetts Bay Transpor¬ 
tation Authority, more commonly 
referred to as the MBTA or ‘T’, 
operates the public transportation 
system serving Arlington and the 
Greater Boston area. 

From the five bus routes that run 
through town, Arlington residents 
can reach a network of buses, trol¬ 
leys, subways and commuter trains. 

An extension of the subway’s Red 
Line runs to the Alewife station near 
the intersection of Routes 2 and 16, 
at the Cambridge-Arlington line. 
The subway cars run from Alewife 
station beginning at 5:15 a.m. until 
the last train pulls usually at 12:40 
a.m. 

There are MBTA commuter park¬ 
ing lots in Arlington Heights, at the 
Alewife Brook Red Line station, and 
in Davis Square Somerville. 

For information concerning the 
bus and subway lines call 722-3200, 
TTY 722-5146. For information about 
the MBTA’s lift bus service call 
1-800-LIFT-BUS. 


Cathy Salipante is the secretary. 

One year during the 1970’s energy 
crisis, the town did not have the 
funds to put up Christmas lights, 
Barton said. Since then, the cham¬ 
ber has taken over the $10,000 a year 
lighting program. 

The Chamber of Commerce also 
services as a help to residents, new 
and old, who have questions about 
local businesses. Often residents will 
call looking for a reliable business 
and the chamber will give 
recommendations. 

“We’re much like a better busi¬ 
ness bureau,” said Barton. 

He said the organization also holds 
an annual awards banquet to honor 
local citizens and businesses. 

There are no qualifications for 
belonging to the chamber other than 
annual dues. Dues begin at $85 for 
new members. 

After the first year, dues are pro¬ 
rated to the number of employees a 
business has. Business owners inter¬ 
ested in joining the chamber should 


contact Smith at 643-4600. 

Another feature of the chamber is 
a program offering health and dis¬ 
count group life insurance from Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, and several 
health maintenance organizations. 

This feature is especially benefi¬ 
cial to very small businesses that 
could not otherwise afford insurance 
plans. 

Businesses outside Arlington in 
the metro west area also join the 
chamber, Smith said. Including 
businesses outside Arlington, the 
organization registers nearly 500 
members. 

The chamber is headed by presi¬ 
dent Leonard Talkov. It also has two 
vice presidents, a clerk, a treasurer 
and a board of 12 to 14 members. All 
positions are held by local business 
people. 

Incorporated in 1919, the organiza¬ 
tion was originally called the Arling¬ 
ton Businessmen’s Association. The 
name was changed to the Arlington 
Chamber of Commerce in 1936.

Town finances 

Running a town the size of Arling¬ 
ton is not a cheap proposition. 

The town’s operating budget — 
larger than many national compa¬ 
nies — totals more than $57 million 
and comes to the town through local 
and state receipts, local real estate 
taxes and other sources. 

Arlington’s money is used to send 
its students to school, have police 
patrol the streets, trash picked up 
and roads paved. 

More than $32 million will be 
raised for this fiscal year from local 
property taxes. About $25 million 
will come from state receipts, state 
aid, local receipts, free cash and 
other available funds. 

The town’s departmental budgets 
account for about 50 percent of the 
revenue pie, with the school depart¬ 
ment using about 32 percent of the 
finances. (Some school costs includ¬ 
ing insurance, data processing and 
some building and field mainte¬ 
nance are including in the town’s 
side of the budgets.) 

The town must also pay its share 

— about 3 percent of the total budget 

— for the Minuteman Regional 
Technical School and about 5 per¬ 
cent of state and county costs. 

The tax rate for Arlington in Fis¬ 
cal 1988 was $17.66 per $1,000 of 
assessed value. The new tax rate — 
although not approved as of press 
time for the Newcomer’s Guide — 
was estimated at $11.

Street the newcomer can obtain a 
bird’s-eye view of a few of more than 
30 excellent athletic and recreation¬ 
al facilities in the community.

The field is also utilized for other 
summer sports activities and by 
Arlington High for field hockey and 
Arlington Catholic for baseball. 

To the east of the complex is Buck 
Field, which is used for a variety of 
activities, including Little League 
baseball and activities of the Arling¬ 
ton Recreation department. 

The Skating Rink itself is a center 
of activity throughout the year. 

The Arlington Recreation Depart¬ 
ment headquarters are housed in the 
building and programs of this orga¬ 
nization are centered from this 
building throughout the town during 
the year. 

The large part of the structure 


houses an area used for skating 
through the fall and into the early 
spring and by Recreation for a vari¬ 
ety of activities otherwise. 

Heading easterly on Summer 
Street one can look to the right and 
see the Arlington High complex. 

The School itself faces Massa¬ 
chusetts Avenue with the athletic 
fields visible from Summer Street. 

Centering the area is the football 
field, surrounded by a modern out¬ 
door track. To the east is a field used 
for girls’ softball, Little League and 
by the Athletic Department for in¬ 
school programs at Arlington High. 

On the western end of the Arling¬ 
ton High buildings are other fields 
used for practices and games. 

The football field is used for home 
game by Arlington High, Arlington 
Catholic and the Pop Warner foot¬ 
ball teams. 

As one approaches the intersec¬ 
tion of Summer Street, Mystic Street 
and the Mystic Valley Parkway 
there are additional fields to the 
right. 

These are also, located on the 
south side of Summer Street. Bussell 
Field has two baseball/softball 
(See page 16)

areas, a basketball area and a tot- 
lot. 

The area is equipped with lights 
for summer softball. The Arlington 
High softball team also utilizes the 
field. 

Adjacent to that field to the east is 
the Arlington Catholic practice field 
for football. 

Another hub of activity is the Spy 
Pond Field area, with access from 
Pleasant Street, (Route 60) and 
Mass. Avenue. 

Looking at the area southeasterly 
one can see the impressive Arlington 
Boys and Girls club on the shores of 
Spv Pond. 

In the immediate foreground is 


Spy Pond field with the baseball 
diamond used by Arlington High. 

The outfield area is also used for 
high school soccer. 

The concrete grandstand at the 
northwesterly end of the baseball 
field has recently been renovated. 

Just east of the Boys and Girls 
Club, again along the banks of Spy 
Pond, is Scannell Field, used for 
many of the Little League activities 
in the community. 

In Arlington Center, and visible 
from several directions in the Center 
is the Arlington Catholic High School 
area, adjacent to St. Agnes Church. 

The church and school are located 
on the northwesterly side of Medford 
Street. On the easterly side of the

same street are the St. Agnes School 
and Fidelity House. The latter 
houses a recreational complex for 
youngsters of all ages. 

Four other areas 

There are four other large recrea¬ 
tion areas in the town. Hurd Field, 
adjacent to the Drake Village elder¬ 
ly housing complex is equipped with 
lights, which services two baseball/ 
softball fielods. 

Thorndike Field in East Arlington, 
with access off Lake Street and 
visible from Route 2, is used by high 
school and Soccer Club teams 
throughout the year. 

Robbin Farm, on Eastern Avenue 
across from the Brackett School 
near the Water Tower in Arlington 
Heights, is used for baseball and 
recreational programs. There is also 
one of the largest tot lots in the 
community at this location. It is also 
a popular place for sledding and 
skiing in the wintertime. 

Arlington also has summer swim¬ 
ming facilities located at the Reser¬ 
voir, north of the Hurd Field area in 
Arlington Heights, with access from 
Lowell Street and Hurd Field. 

This area is under the direction of 
Arlington Recreation, and thou¬ 
sands of residents take advantage of 
the swimming, picnic and play¬ 
ground facilities from June until 
early September. 

For year-round swimming, there 
is the modern pool at the Arlington 
Boys and Girls Club, where many 
youngsters and adults take advan¬ 
tage of a number of swim programs 
throughout the year. The Arlington 
High swim team also practices 
there. 

In addition to these swimming 
facilities, there is a wading pool for 
youngsters at the North Union Street 
playground at the Thompson School 
in East Arlington. 

For tennis enthusiasts there are 
courts at the Crosby School in East 
Arlington, the Wellington courts on 
Grove Street, the Spy pond field 
courts and courts at the athletic field 
at Poet’s Corner. The latter courts 
are located off Route 2 in Arlington 
Heights. 

Another popular area in town is 
Menotomy Rocks Park with access 


off Jason Street. Cars must park on 
the street and those using the area 
must walk in. There is a playground, 
picnic areas and cross country track 
included in this section. 

There are also recreational areas 
at the elementary and junior high 
schools in the community as well as 
at non-school locations, 25 play¬ 
grounds in all. 

Twenty basketball courts are 
available at locations throughout the 
community, and there are 17 Little 
League Fields that are utilized by 
youngsters at several age levels. 

Fidelity House, the Boys and Girls 
Club and Arlington Recreation pre¬ 
sent residents of the community 
with a wide range of recreational 
facilities year-round. 

There are programs for tots and 
youngsters of all ages throughout 
the school year at each of the loca¬ 
tions, while in the summer months 
there are all types of outdoor activi¬ 
ties, including day camps. 

A boating program is also offered 
at the Boys and Girls Club at Spy 
Pond during the summer months. 

Basketball is a popular program 
at each of the recreational facilities, 
starting at a young age, through an 
adult program for men and w'omen. 

Arlington also has available its 
special needs programs and prog¬ 
rams for senior citizens. 

Arlington High and Arlington 
Catholic have athletic programs at 
the junior varsity and varsity levels 
that have produced some outstand¬ 
ing boys and girls teams through the 
years, covering a wide range of 
sports in season. 

Many more programs 

There is a women’s adult softball 
team during the summer months, 
and Arlington Recreation sponsors a 
32-team men’s softball league as 
part of its summer program. 

The Pop Warner football program 
has reached new heights of populari¬ 
ty in Arlington, with four teams, 
representing four age levels, com¬ 
peting throughout the football 
season. 

The girls’ Pop Warner cheerlead¬ 
ing program has attracted squads at 
each of the same age levels. 

Soccer has become an increasing¬ 


ly popular sport in the community, 
and there are now two seasons, 
spring and fall, with the Arlington 
Soccer Club sponsoring one and 
Arlington Recreation and the Soccer 
Club sponsoring the other. 

The baseball program, other than 
at the high school level, has been 
coordinated into one large program 
known as the Arlington Baseball 
Association. 

Activities start at the instructional 
level, continue through the Little 
League levels, and on into the Babe 
Ruth programs. 

Ther are also teams at the 
16-18-years level, and Arlington has 
a team, the Grannan Club, in the 
Intercity Baseball League. 

There is also an American Legion- 
sponsored baseball team in 
Arlington 

And for those who enjoy their ice 
hockey, Arlington is the right com¬ 
munity in which to live. 

From the youngsters who try on 
their skates for the first time at the 
winter programs at the Veterans 
Memorial Skating Rink through the 
outstanding program carried on by 
the Arlington-Menotomy Hockey 
Club to the championship teams at 
Arlington High and Arlington 
Catholic and town carries on its 
age-old tradition of a hockey town. 

The Arlington-Menotomy hockey 
program begins in September and 
continues through the early spring, 
with most of the activity centered at 
“the rink’’ on Summer Street. 

There are “in-house” programs 
and road teams and tournaments in 
New England, the Mid-West and 
Canada in which Arlington young¬ 
sters at various age levels compete. 

Additional detailed information on 
the various recreation and sports 
activities in Arlington and their loca¬ 
tions and times are available from 
the groups, schools and organiza¬ 
tions, and through the pages of the 
Arlington Advocate.

Arlington offers a variety of delights for many tastes 


The original name of Arlington 
was Menotomy, which means 
“swift-running water.” It was 
named for the brooks and rivers that 
run through it. Although mosty resi¬ 
dential now, the town retains much 
of its natural beauty. 

Spy Pond, named for its role in the 
Revolutionary War, is perhaps the 
town’s most beautiful natural 
resource. 

A spring-fed pond, it was carved 
out by the great glaciers of the ice 
age. Some people say that in places 
it reaches a depth of more than 250 
feet. The pond offers good sailing 
and windsurfing and along the 
shoreline, peaceful walking and 
thinking-about-nothing, especially 
on a cloudy, misty day. 

In recent years, one section near 
Linwood Street has become an infor¬ 
mal beach, with increasing numbers 
of swimmers each summer. It’s not 
recommended to swim there — in 
fact, it’s not allowed in most sections 
of the pond — not because of water 
quality, but because of the unusual 
nature of the pond. In some areas, 
swimmers can get caught among the 
weeds and drown; in others, there 
are strong temperature changes and 
no measurable depth because of the 
springs. 

In the winter, cross-country skiers 
and ice skaters take over, but cau¬ 
tion is advised here, too. Unless one 
knows where the underground 
springs and therefore areas of thin 
ice are, it can be dangerous or even 
fatal. 

A safer idea is to go to Hills Pond 
at Menotomy Rocks Park. Sur¬ 
rounded by the hills of the park, 
skaters are in a picturesque setting 
encircled by a ring of pine and oak 


trees. 

In the gold and russet of autumn, 
the walking paths of Menotomy 
Rocks Park give a gracious respite 
from the outside world. 

Another lovely park is Robbins 
Garden on Massachusetts Avenue, 
in the middle of town. On spring 
weekends, brides have formal photo¬ 
graphs taken here among flowering 
apple and cherry trees. Also in this 
park is the statue, Indian Hunter, 
created by Arlington sculptor Cyrus 
Dallin. Two of Dallin’s other, better- 
known works include Appeal to the 
Great Spirit in front of the Museum 
of Fine Arts in Boston and the angel 
Moroni atop the Mormon Temple in 
Salt Lake City. 

The streets offer good jogging for 
the enthusiast. Whether running two 
miles or six, one can enjoy flat, 
tree-lined streets, run along Mystic 
River near the Medford line, or by 
Spy Pond away from traffic. 

Situated 7 miles northwest of Bos¬ 
ton, Arlington is a special blend of 
city and suburban life. With a popu¬ 
lation of nearly 49,000 people living 
in an area about 5 square miles, 
Arlington is the sixth most densely 
populated municipality in Massa¬ 
chusetts. Yet Arlington strives to 
maintain the sense of community 
normally seen in a much smaller 
town. 

There are parades on most major 
holidays, fireworks for Indepen¬ 
dence Day and Town Day. The annu¬ 
al Town Day (this year on Sept. 
23-25) includes games, food crafts, 
live music, dancing and more. It is a 
general atmosphere of fun and 
celebration. 

But Arlington isn’t turned in on 
itself. For about 10 years, Arlington 


has sponsored an international sum¬ 
mer exchange program with Japan 
and is a sister city to Nagaskakyo. 

There are more than 150 charit¬ 
able, civic, cultural and special- 
interest groups in town — from 
Arlington Concerned Citizens to the 
Zonta Club of Arlington. Newcomers 
who wish to become involved will 
certainly find an organization that 
suits them. 

Arlington has a strong commit¬ 
ment to education. Almost 75 per¬ 
cent of AHS graduates go on to 
four-year colleges and other 
programs. 

Arlington’s public schools include 
seven elementary schools, two 
junior high schools, and one four- 
year high school. These schools 
serve a student population of about 
4,800. Arlington is a member of the 
Minuteman Regional Vocational 
School District, which has a 
vocational-technical high school in 
Lexington. 

Private schools include St. Agnes 
School, a parochial elementary 
school; Arlington Catholic High 
School; St. Anne’s School, an Epis¬ 
copal girls’ day and boarding 
school; Ecole Bilingue; and the 
Lesley-Ellis School, an early child¬ 
hood education school. There is a list 
of nursery schools and daycare cen¬ 
ters at the information desk at the 
main branch of the Robbins Library 
in Arlington Center. 

In the fourth grade, Arlington 
children study the history of their 
home town. Here are the highlights 
of what one fourth grader remem¬ 
bers some 20 years later: In the 
early 1600s, Squaw Sachem, who 
was the widow of the chief of the 
tribe that lived in this area, con¬ 


trolled most of what is Middlesex 
County today. In 1638, she sold it to 
the colonial government for about 10 
pounds and a guarantee of a coat 
every winter for the rest of her life. 

Most people are familiar with the 
events of April 19,1775, but not many 
realize that the heaviest fighting and 
the bloodiest skirmishes were not in 
Lexington and Concord, but here in 
Menotomy. 

Until 1807, this area was part of 
Cambridge. It became the town of 
West Cambridge, later to become 
Arlington. During the 1800s, the town 


was noted for market gardening, 
greenhouses adn the famous ice 
houses of Spy Pond, whose workers, 
in the days before refrigeration, cut 
blocks of ice for shipment around the 
world. The Schwamb Mill, built in 
1860 on the site of an older grist mill, 
is the oldest picture- and mirror- 
frame maker in the United States. 

Arlington certainly is more than a 
bedroom community. It offers a 
great deal both in its natural resour¬ 
ces and its commitment to the qual¬ 
ity of life for the people who live here

The Arlington Public Schools have 
a long and proud history. Beginning 
in 1692, even before the first found¬ 
ers built their meeting house, the 
first school was built near the old 
burying ground near the center of 
town. From this historical start, 
todays school system consists of 
4,100 students housed in seven neigh¬ 
borhood elementary schools, grades 
K-6, two junior high schools, grades 
7 and 8, and one central high school, 
grades 9-12. All our schools have 
active parental and community 
involvement. 

The schools are staffed by certi¬ 
fied, experienced, caring and dedi¬ 
cated professionals. The elementary 
schools represent their respective 


neighborhoods but there is also the 
opportunity to "open enroll” to any 
elementary school in town as long as 
space is available. All the schools 
provide programs for students in 
need of specialized help. Prior to 
enrollment in kindergarten a screen¬ 
ing process helps to establish the 
child’s readiness to begin his/her 
learning. 

The elementary schools provide a 
very nutuming environment for a 
young child’s learning experiences.

with other students from various 
parts of the town. In addition to a 
vigorous academic program, stu¬ 
dents are also offered hands-on 
experience in occupational fields. 
School activities take place both dur¬ 
ing and after school. 

A highlight of community involve¬ 
ment at this level is the LINKS 
program. LINKS connects an older 
citizen with work to do with a stu¬ 
dent who can perform the work for a 
resonable fee. 

At the high school, students can 
choose from an appropriate selec¬ 
tion of course subjects and academic 
levels, from general courses to 
advance placement course work. An 
alternative education program is 
offered for students unable to attend 
a regular high school environment. 
Through the guidance department, 
help is available to both students and 
parents to assure correct 
placement. 

There are many areas open to the 
student for further educational and 
special opportunities: through the 
language and computer clubs, the 
Honor Society, the newspaper or 
literary magazine, drama, student 
government and athletics.

Belmont people are 
proud of their town

Perched on steep hills just beyond 
the Boston-Cambridge metropolis, 
Belmont is a commuter-oriented 
suburb that provides a retreat for its 
residents at the end of a long work 
day in the city. 

Many of Belmont’s 27,000 resi¬ 
dents take pride in calling their 
home town a ‘‘bedroom communi¬ 
ty”, and they want to keep it that 
way. 

Hghly residential, 20th-century 
Belmont has virtually no industry, 
although it built its 19th-century eco¬ 
nomy by retrieving winter ice from 
Little Pond and its neighbor, Spy 
Pond in Arlington. 

Today, a large percentage of Bel¬ 
mont residents work in Boston or 
Cambridge or in the Route 128 high- 
teh area. There is also a high con¬ 
centration of elderly residents. 

Belmont’s small retail businesses 
are confined to four commercial 
centers, three of which are along 
and near Trapelo Road: Waverley 
Square, Cushing Square and Har¬ 
vard Lawn. 

The Belmont Center shopping dis¬ 
trict is ‘‘anchored” by a department 
store and a gourmet supermarket. 

There is little new development in 
Belmont, which has been termed a 
“land-poor” town. 

Most of the land in the eastern 
two-thirds of town is almost com¬ 
pletely developed. Residents in 


recent years have made efforts to 
block garden apartment complexes 
and large commercial buildings. 

Some of the comparatively small 
open spaces left in Belmont have 
been developed for environmental 
and recreational purposes, such as 
the Habitat Institute for the Envi¬ 
ronment on Juniper Road and Beav¬ 
er Brook Park on the Belmont- 
Waltham line. 

Besides lack of land, the town is 
struggling with traffic problems 
caused by devleopment in neighbor¬ 
ing Cambridge. 

Opening of the MBTA Alewife Red 
Line station near the Cambridge- 
Belmont-Arlington line has brought 
Belmont improved commuting 
access to Boston, but with it comes 
increased traffic as commuters cut 
through Belmont to avoid congestion 
on Route 2’s Alewife Brook Parkway 
section. 

This spring, the state proposed 
several alternative Alewife traffic 
improvements. Officials have 
debated whether the proposed 
improvements would favor Belmont 
and Arlington or present and future 
developments in North Cambridge. 

Belmont residents are very proud 
of their town, which has become 
quite affluent in recent years. Home 
prices have skyrocketed, with many 
single-family houses now being 
advertised for around $300,000.

Prices are even higher in the more 
exclusive Belmont Hill section of 
town. 

Belmont has four elementary 
schools, one middle school and one 
high school. Despite declining 
enrollment, Belmontians generally 
consider their school system very 
good, and take pride that between 80 
and 90 percent of Belmont High 
School graduates go on to college. 

Most of the town’s elementary 
school facilities are older than the 
high school building, which opened 
in the early 1970’s 

The town has just embarked on an 
ambitious $13.3 million renovation 
project to give the Burbank and 
Winn Brook elementary schools new 
gymnasiums and more classroom 
space, as well as some badly needed 
repairs. 

Belmont has a representative 
Town Meeting form of government 
with a three-member board of 
selectmen and a six-member school 
committee. 

The town is generally conserva¬ 
tive in local matters, although Wal¬ 
ter Mondale won here over Ronald 


Reagan in the 1984 presidential elec¬ 
tion. Belmont’s state representative, 
Mary Jane Gibson, is assistant 
majority whip of the House. 

Shortly after a Supreme Court 
decision this spring forced Rotary 
clubs in the United States to admit 
women, the Belmont Rotary Club 
inducted its first three women mem¬ 
bers. The Belmont Kiwanis Club 
also lost no time in admitting two 
women members as soon as the 
national Kiwanis voted to allow 
women to join. 

The way many Belmontians feel 
about their home town can be 
summed up in a banner that was 
flown during the town’s 125th 
anniversary parade in 1984: “After 
Belmont, there is only heaven.”

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Belmont schools have new superintendent

Peter Holland is the head of a new 
team at Belmont Public Schools. 
Holland is beginning his first year as 
Belmont’s superintendent of schools 
along with two new administrators 
— representing a 75 percent 
changeover from one year ago. 

“Eleven years — that’s a really 
long time,” Holland said, referring 
to the length of time served by the 
previous superintendent, Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Casey, with the same three 
men working in the positions direct¬ 
ly under him (assistant superinten¬ 
dents Edmund Bakon and Paul Mun- 
gan and Director of Personnel 
William Blount). 

All but Mungan have retired in the 
last four months, leaving Holland to 
work through his first term with an 
almost entirely new staff. It was no 
surprise to him, since one of the job 
duties he was asked to do upon 
hiring was to look at how, or if, the 
management positions in the school 
system can be trimmed for budget¬ 
ary concerns. 

“That’s the thing the School Com¬ 
mittee has asked me to do, to see if 
there are any economies that we can 
affect, or ways in which we might be. 
able to combine positions in any way 
so that they can be more efficient,” 
Holland said. 

That will include upper manage¬ 
ment and middle management posi¬ 
tions in the department and at the 
various schools. He said he also 
must simply learn how things click 
in the schools and in the town that 
differ from his days as the assistant 
superintendent of curriculum at 
Lynnfield Public Schools. The peo¬ 
ple in Belmont seem to be much 
more involved with the schools, Hol¬ 
land said. 

“There’s a sense of a spirit of 
being part of a system here that’s 
really quite nice, that I did not feel 
the same way about (in Lynnfield),” 
Holland said. “I’m not being critical 
of Lynnfield at all...but it just wasn’t 
quite the same sense as the outpour¬ 
ing here.”

Lynnfield only had half as many 
students as Belmont in its entire 
system, Holland said, but there is a 
problem of declining enrollment at 
the high school level. Holland said 
one of his major agenda items this 
year is serious consideration of what 
Belmont High School can offer its 
declining number of students in the 
years to come. 

“You have to look at the issue of 
whether you can offer what you did 
five years ago (with more stu¬ 
dents),” Holland said. Tighter 
budgets, more money relegated to 
state-required programs, and Prop¬ 
osition 24 all will make it more 
difficult for the schools to continue 
the growth of the past. 

Holland said he will keep the fight 


up for a strong staff development 
program in the schools, an adequate 
budget for improved programs, and 
keeping the parents involved. But 
the students will come first in his 
priorities, as he stated what he 
believes his driving force behind 
education is. 

“The reason that schools exist is 
for the youngsters in the class¬ 
room,” Holland said. “What we 
have to do is to produce a program 
and a series of classroom opportuni¬ 
ties for youngsters as well as stimu¬ 
lus outside the classroom, in terms 
of extracurricular programs, that 
provide the most nourishing and the 
most challenging and stimulating 
set of experiences that we can, so 
that kids can grow.”

available at night for a fee of $5 per 
hour. 

There are five more large recrea¬ 
tion areas, each with an athletic 
field, four tennis courts, and a tot lot. 

Winbrook Field is situated behind 
the Winbrook Elementary School on 
Cross Street.

Residents seeking to use public 
transportation in Belmont have one 
of three choices: the commuter rail, 
trackless trolley or bus. 

Commuter Rail 

The commuter rail’s Belmont stop 
is part of the Fitchburg-Gardner 
Line. 

In the morning (Mondays through 
Friday) the first train to Boston’s 
North Station leaves Belmont Center 
at 7 a.m. Departures after 7 a.m. are 
at 7:45, 8:31, 9:04 and 9:59 a.m. 

In the afternoon, trains for Boston 
leave Belmont at 2:20, 4:18, 4:35, 
5:49 and 7:12. 

Belmont-bound trains leaving Bos¬ 
ton in the morning depart from 
North Station at 7:25,8:10, and in the 
afternoon and evening, trains depart 
at 1:20, 4, 4:50, 5:30, 6:15 and 7:35. 
Other trains depart North Station as 
late as 12:10 a.m., but do not stop in 
Belmont. 

Estimated time of travel from 
Belmont to Boston is 15 to 20 
minutes. 

There is no service to Belmont on 
weekends and holidays. 

A complete schedule for the 
Fitchburg-Gardner Line can be 
obtained at the Town Clerks’ Office 
at Town Hall. 

Trackless Trolley 

The trackless trolley route from Bel¬ 
mont’s Waverley Square travels 
through Cushing Square, Benton 
Square and Mt. Auburn Bridge. 
Stops are also made at the former 
Cambridge Social Security Building, 
Aberdeen Avenue, Mount Auburn 
Hospital and Bennett St. Alley 
before the final destination of Har¬ 
vard Station. 

The first trolley leaves Waverley 
Square for Harvard Station at 5:03 
a.m.

After 6:42 a.m. a trolley leaves

The trolleys leave regularly in the 
afternoon and evenings, with the last 
train leaving Waverley at 1:17 a.m. 

Coming from Harvard Square, the 
first trolley leaves Boston at 4:43 
a.m. The outbound schedule oper¬ 
ates with the same frequency as the 
inbound schedule. 

A separate schedule is in effect on 
weekends and holidays. 

A complete schedule can be 
obtained from the trolley driver. 

Bus 

The bus route from Belmont Cen¬ 
ter makes stops at the Library and 
the High School on Concord Avenue, 
Sancta Maria Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge, the Cambridge Infirmary, 
the Cambridge Armory, and the 
Cambridge Observatory before its 
final destination of Harvard Station.

If you like the very best in dance, 
music, and theatre you have 
moved to the right place. 

According to Kim Comart of 
the Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities, Massa¬ 
chusetts is experiencing a cultur¬ 
al renaissance. “In general, this 
is a very exciting time culturally 
in Massachusetts. The burgeon¬ 
ing population of artists is receiv¬ 
ing massive support for the 
arts,” says Comart. 

The arts receive more money 
per capita in Massachusetts than 
any other state in the country and 
this is due in large part to the 
Mass. Council, according to Com¬ 
art. The organization, created in 
1966 by an act of the Legislature, 
also gives several million dollars 
each year to science organiza¬ 
tions such as the Audubon Socie¬ 
ty, the New England Aquarium 
and the Science Museum, among 
others. 

The good news is that the funds 
are increasing. This means more 
programs and more opportuni¬ 
ties for artists. 

Most of the communities 
around Boston have active arts 
organizations and on a national 
level, Boston is the scene for very 
exciting arts events, both tradi¬ 
tional and highly in experimental 
in approach. 

Following are brief descrip¬ 
tions of several community arts 
organizations in the area: 

The Belmont Dramatic club, 
founded in 1903, is the second 
oldest dramatic club in the 
United States. Each year the club 
produces a dramatic play and a 
musical comedy. The Cabaret 
Night Dinner Theatre and mem¬ 
ber socials round out the season. 
This year the first production will 
be Moss Hart’s You Can’t Take it 
With You on October 21,22 and 28, 
29. The performances are held at 
Belmont Town Hall. 

In January the show will be a 
mystery, The Butler Did It, and 
in March the very popular 


Cabaret Night returns. Also in 
the spring, the club presents a 
one-act play. 

There are approximately 200 
members in the group, not all 
actors. President Connie Bosse 
has been a member since 1940 
and highly recommends belong¬ 
ing. “People come not just from 
Belmont, but also from surround¬ 
ing communities, ” said Bosse.

McLean Hospital a world leader in mental health field

Although McLean Hospital in Bel¬ 
mont is one of the world’s leading 
centers for treatment, research, and 
education focusing on psychiatric 
disorders, according to Shervert H. 
Frazier. M.D.. the facility’s most 
compelling mission is to "illuminate 
the dark corners of misperception 
about mental illness.” 

In the 1987 annual report of the 
hospital. Frazier, general director 
and psychiatrist in chief at McLean 
Hospital, wrote, “For some, psy¬ 
chiatry lacks credibility because it 
all too often neglects its responsibili¬ 
ties to key constituencies: to the 
families of the mentally ill, troubled 
children and adolescents, and the 
elderly. Moreover, it has not always 
maintained a tradition of basic and 
clinical research, or of sharing the 
fruits of that research with the lay 
public." 

At McLean, one of the goals is to 


share its wealth of knowledge with 
the surrounding community. 

"We want the hospital to be acces¬ 
sible to people in the surrounding 
community, as well as elsewhere," 
said Steven M. Mirin, associate gen¬ 
eral director at McLean. 

"The hospital keeps its doors open 
to the community and people who 
feel they’re potentially in need of 
treatment shouldn’t hesitate to 
call," Mirin said. 

McLean was New- England’s first 
psychiatru hospital when it was 
begun in Somerville in 1811 as part of 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 
Today McLean, which is located on 
240 acres of land in Belmont, is an 
affiliate of the Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral Hospital and is a teaching hospi¬ 
tal of Harvard Medical School. 

McLean offers more than 20 spe¬ 
cialty programs for treatment of the 
mentally ill plus 15 treatment units, 
an accredited high school, and a 


medical clinic. Among the treat¬ 
ment units at McLean are the Ado¬ 
lescent and Family Treatment and 
Study Center, the Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse Treatment Center, the Beha¬ 
vior Therapy Unit, and the Depress¬ 
ion Treatment Unit. 

According to hospital statistics, 
patients at McLean are predomin¬ 
antly adolescents and young adults. 


Sixty percent of the patients are not 
hospitalized. The median stay of 
those who are admitted is less than 
60 days. 

According to Mirin, the emphasis 
at McLean is on getting people "out 
of the hospital and back in the com¬ 
munity and functioning, both at 
work and in their personal lives." 

The hospital is equipped with 


more than 300 beds for psychiatric 
patients, 42 of which are located in 
the Hall-Mercer Children’s Center 
In addition to a large staff of paid 
medical professionals, McLean also 
relies on a large pool of volunteers. 
Currently, McLean has more than 
200 volunteers. Anyone interested in 
finding out more about the volunteer 
program can call 855-2118.

Belmont’s total budget for the cur¬ 
rent year (fiscal 1989) is $39,509,553, 
up 12.47 percent from last year’s. 

Education takes up the largest 
share of the town’s budget — 
approximately $14.5 million, or 37 
percent. 

The public services budget, which 
includes street maintenance, water 
and sewer services, and rubbish col¬ 
lection, will eat up $7.4 million this 
year, or 18.8 percent of Belmont’s 
total expenses. Public safety (the 
police and fire departments) consti¬ 
tutes 13.0 percent of the fiscal 1989 
budget, or $5.15 million. 

Other major budget categories are 
retirement and insurance, 10.7 per¬ 
cent; debt and interest, 6.3 percent; 
state charges, 4.6 percent; general 
government, 4.1 percent; culture 
and recreation, 3.3 percent; capital 
budget (major equipment purch¬ 
ases), 1.6 percent; and human ser¬ 
vices, 0.7 percent.

In fiscal 1989, Belmont will receive 
approximately 60.2 percent, or $23.7 
million, of its revenues from proper¬ 
ty taxes. 

Local estimated receipts from 
motor vehicle excise taxes, sewer 
and water charges, and other sour¬ 
ces is expected to total $6.74 million 
this year, funding 17.1 percent of the 


town budget. 

State aid is providing about $6.3 
million to the town, or about 16 
percent of revenues. 

The remainder of Belmont’s fiscal 
1989 revenue is coming from its 
balance of unreserved funds (4.2 
percent) and from transfers from 
other funds (2.5 percent).

Town Meetings put decisions 
on local issues in peoples’ hands 


Considered to be democracy in its 
purest form, the New England insti¬ 
tution of Town Meeting brings the 
debate and decision of government 
affairs to the personal level. 

In 1935, Arlington became one the 
first tow’ns in the state to adopt the 
standard form of representative 
Town Meeting government. 

Belmont and Winchester also use 
the representative, rather than 
open, form of Town Meeting, mean¬ 
ing that registered voters chose by 
precinct who will sit as Town Meet¬ 
ing members. 

Watertown held Town Meetings 
until 1981, w’hen it replaced its 65 
Town Meeting members with a nine- 
member town council and a full-time 
town manager. 

Unlike town meeting members, 
the town councilors meet with the 
town manager twice a month and in 
special sessions when necessary. 

The town councilors — a council 
president, four at-large councilors 
and four district councilors — are 
elected to two-year terms, and 
receive a small salary. 

Arlington’s rapid growth in popu¬ 
lation during the late 1940s increased 
the demands for more town service 
and efficiency in the daily town 
operations. Because of the growth, 
in 1952 through a referendum, the 
town adopted the Town Manager 
Act. 

Town managers are appointed by 
the town councilors or selectmen. 

Town Meeting is run by a town 
moderator, who is elected every 
three years. The moderator is 
responsible for announcing the votes 
on all warrant articles and keeping 
order. 

Each year on the first Saturday in 
March, the registered voters in

Arlington elect on a non-partisan 
basis various town officials and at 
least one-third of the Town Meeting 
members. 

In Arlington, there are 252 elected 
Town Meeting members equally 
apportioned to each of the 21 pre¬ 
cincts. The term of office is three 
years and Town Meeting members 
receive no salary. 

Town Meetings are always held in 
the spring—the annual meeting—as 
well as at other times when special 
votes are needed, such the recent 
school project vote in Belmont. 

Notice is posted and advertised 
well in advance of a meeting and a 
warrant, or agenda or articles, is 
prepared. A warrant is set to every 
home in the town prior to the first 
day of the meeting. 

Any citizen of a town may submit 
a warrant, subject to deadlines, to 
be voted on by the Town Meeting. 

All actions of town government 
and the responsibilities of town offi¬ 
cials are under the jurisdiction of 
Town Meeting. Members allocate all 
funds for budgets and projects in 
town. 

The town clerk is the record keep¬ 
er of the meeting, recording all votes 
and keeping permanent town 
records of the actions. 

Many town boards and commit¬ 
tees make presentations to a town 
meeting. A finance committee, 
sometimes called a warrant com¬ 
mittee, reviews the money and 


budget articles and prepares 
recommendations. 

The selectmen, planning, redeve¬ 
lopment and assessors boards and 
school committee don’t always 
agree, and members of these boards 
try to convince Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers to support their own positions. 
Some of these other boards report on 
non-money articles. 

The meeting is conducted accord¬ 
ing to parliamentary proceedure 
and protocol. A quorum is deter¬ 
mined, committees give reports, 
articles are read and motions are to 
be made, voted, withdrawn or 
reconsidered. 

In Arlington, the Town Meeting is 
conducted in the town hall auditor¬ 
ium with the moderator, selectmen, 
town manager, clerk and other 
department heads on the stage. 

Town Meeting members are given 
admittance tickets and sit in a 
reserved section in the front of the 
room. Spectators sit in the rear of 
the auditorium or in the balcony. 

A Town Meeting sets towns apart 
from cities, which have mayors and 
elected city councils, often well-paid 
and full-time. 

Alexis de Tocqueville, on visiting 
developing America many years 
ago, said: “Town Meetings are to 
liberty what primary schools are to 
science; they bring it within the 
people’s reach, they teach men how 
to use and how to enjoy it.’’

How the town spends 
the taxpayers’ money 


Watertown’s Fiscal Year 1989 
budget of $47 million increased less 
than six percent over its FY88 
budget. 

The largest single department 
budget is that of the schools, which 
jeost $15.4 million to run. Due to the 
^rising cost of education and declin¬ 
ing enrollment in Watertown, the 
fSchool Committee decided to close 
two elementary schools, the Phillips 
and Marshall schools and the East 
Junior High School. The Marshall 
School was housed in a complex, 
known as the West/Marshall, 
because it also housed the West 
Junior High School, which will no 
jonger exist. 

! Instead, the West/Marshall build- 
ng will house the new middle school 
or sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
itudents. 

Other town department heads 
Were asked by Town Manager Rod¬ 
ney Irwin to level-fund their budgets 
as much as possible, except for a 
1-percent salary increase. 

] The Department of Public Works’ 
5.5 million budget is next in line. 
)ver $2 million of that budget covers 
he costs of garbage collection.

The Police Department asked for, 
and received almost $3.4 million, 
while the Fire Department has a $3.8 
million budget. 

The general government budget, 
which includes the Massachusetts 
Water Resource Authority cost of 
water and sewer service, is $4.8 
million. 

Retirement system expenses for 
the town for FY89 are $4.2 million. 
Medical, unemployment, and build¬ 
ing and vehicle insurance are 
expected to cost $2.4 million. 

Watertown property-owners will 
pay back almost $2.6 million in debts 
and interest on debts and $800,000 for 
capital projects and a bond supple¬ 
ment fund. 

The remainder of the town budget 
funds the following departments: 
town manager, town council, elec¬ 
tion, auditor, assessors, treasurer/ 
collector, town clerk, purchasing, 
town attorney, personnel, data pro¬ 
cessing, community development 
and planning, town hall, civil 
defense, health, multi-service, coun¬ 
cil on aging, veterans, library, 
recreation, and skating.

Water -town old-est in county 


Incorporated in 1630, Watertown is 
the oldest community in Middlesex 
County. It is home for a diverse 
population of some 35,000 people. 

Watertown experienced the 
Industrial Revolution early, aided 
by natural water power from the 
Charles River falls. In 1816, the U.S. 
Arsenal was located along the Char¬ 
les. Considerable manufacturing 
activity continues today alongside a 
substantial retail base. 

Watertown consists of four square 
miles of land. It enjoys easy access 
to Boston thanks to the nearby Mas¬ 
sachusetts Turnpike, Soldiers Field 
Road and Fresh Pond Parkway. 

Demographically, Watertown 
reflects incomes and occupational 
levels consistent with Greater Bos¬ 
ton. A typical household earns over 
$36,000, while almost a third are 
employed in executive and profes¬ 
sional occupations, more than half 
the dwellings are owner-occupied. 

Politically, the town is heavily 
Democratic. More than 60 percent of 
the voting population are registered 
Democrats. The town is run by a 
town council/town meeting form of 
government. 

Much of the town’s retail activity 
occurs along Arsenal St., where the 
Watertown Mall and the newer 
Arsenal Mall compete for retail bus¬ 
iness. Manufacturing firms employ 


twice as many people as retailers, 
however; the total employment is 
more than 6,000. Many local compa¬ 
nies are engaged in high technology 
and related enterprises. 

Looking to the future, Watertown 
is unlikely to experience population 
growth. In fact, the town population 
appears to have peaked around 1960, 
when it approached 40,000. The town 
is changing dramatically, however, 
with the explosion of real estate 
prices in Greater Boston.

Affluence and access to Boston 


Winchester combines easy access to 
Boston with a suburban lifestyle. It 
is one of the most affluent, exclusive 
towns in Massachusetts. 

The area known as Winchester 
was created in 1850 from parts of 
Medford, Woburn and West Cam¬ 
bridge (now Arlington). It was 
named after Col. William E. 
Winchester, a Watertown resident. 
The Winchester area was originally 
settled in 1640 and was successively 
called Waterfield, Woburngates, 
South Woburn and Blackhorse 
Village. 

Today Winchester is a tree-lined 
bedroom community just a 13-minu¬ 
te train ride from downtown Boston. 


It encompasses 21,000 people and 6 
square miles of land. 

Winchester’s population is white- 
collar and highly educated. Of those 
who work, almost half are managers 
or professionals. Many work in Bos¬ 
ton because of the convenient access 
provided by the Boston-to-Lowell 
train. The train has passed through 
Winchester since the inception of the 
Boston-to-Lowell route in 1835. 

Winchester is conservative by 
Massachusetts standards. Roughly 
40 percent of the town’s registered 
voters are Democrats, while 26 per¬ 
cent are registered Republicans. 
The remaining one-third of the regis¬ 
tered voters are Independent. Town 


government takes the form of a 
representative town meeting. 

Irish people outnumber other ethnic 
groups in Winchester, comprising 30 
percent of the population. People of 
Italian descent represent some 25 
percent, while the people of English 
ancestry are approximately 18 per¬ 
cent of the total. 

Winchester is heavily residential, 
as more than three-quarters of the 
dwellings in town are single-family 
units. Approximately half the dwell¬ 
ings in town were built in 1950 or 
earlier. 

Winchester has comparatively 
little industry, but a considerable 
service economy.

Winchester celebrating its 350th anniversary this year

The year 1988 marks a special 
time for Winchester historians and 
residents alike with the observance 
of the 350th anniversary of the town. 

According to Dan Chane and Mary 
Vitka, co-chairmen of the 350th 
anniversary committee, 1988 signi¬ 
fies the observance of the 350th 
anniversary of the first land grants 
given in this area from Charlestown. 

In 1638, the area, then called 
Waterfield, was surveyed and allot¬ 
ted to residents of Charlestown. The 
territory included the land along the 
banks of the Aberjona River, from 
Mystic Pond to the section of 
Washington Street and Hanover 
Street, as well as the land bordering 
Horn Pond and Horn Pond River. As 
the name implies, the area was a 
waterfield. 

According to Chane, when the idea 


to observe the 350th blossomed, “a 
few town citizens got together and 
formed an ad hoc committee.” With 
proposals in hand, the committee 
approached the board of selectmen. 
That was in May, 1987. 

In October 1987, selectmen and 
Town Moderator John Sullivan 
appointed a 15-member committee 
to devise and carry out plans for the 
celebration. Since that time, volun¬ 
teers have been working diligently 
to plan activities. 

“We wanted to do something to 
observe Winchester’s past, bring 
things up to the present, and project 
into the future,” Vitka said of the 
committee’s plans. “We wanted to 
plan activities for all age groups.” 

If the schedule of activities is any 
indication, there is certain to be 
something for everyone.

Because the committee is self- 
supporting, Vitka said fundraising 
events throughout the year have 
been a must. According to Vitka, the 
major fundraiser has been the sale 
of 350th commemorative medals. 

The design, a stylized version of 
Town Hall developed by a high 
school student, is available in pew¬ 
ter, bronze, .99 silver and gold, said 
Vitka. She added that local banks 
have been cooperative, and have 
agreed to take orders. 

“This has been our major source 
of fundraising, and we are still try¬ 
ing to raise funds,” said Vitka. 

Without the help of so many volun¬ 
teers, Vitka said the events would 
have been impossible to plan and 
carry out. With homecoming 
weekend rapidly approaching, 
Chane said he was “totally excited. I 
just can’t wait for it now. There are 
going to be some surprises.”

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Fall foliage turns New England into a wonderland 


According to Indian legend, red 
leaves symbolize the killing of the 
Great Bear of the Heavens and yel¬ 
low leaves represent the cooking 
fires. Whatever the cause, Massa¬ 
chusetts residents welcome the 
return of the fall season. They know 
that the weeks to follow will be filled 
with lazy, Indian summer days, a 
perfect time to drive along country 
roads, explore small towns and buy 
apples and pumpkins at roadside 
stands. Wherever their travels take 
them, visitors are always sur¬ 
rounded by the fiery glow of the 
changing leaves. 

Massachusetts’ foliage season in 
mid-to-late September and ends in 
mid-to-late October with peak color 
lasting for 10 days to 2 weeks in each 
area. The spread of color begins in 
the western area of the state and 
moves eastward to Boston, the 


North Shore, Cape Cod and the 
islands. 

As the leaves begin to turn, leaf- 
peepers take to the road, searching 
for the best vantage point to enjoy 
the vibrant colors. The most famous 
foliage route in Massachusetts is the 
Mohawk Trail. Running across the 
state’s northern tier, the Mohawk 
Trail runs west from Orange to 
North Adams on Route 2. The trail 
was one of the first roads in the U.S. 
designed for automobile touring, 
and the 14 state parks and forests 
along the way offer many outstand¬ 
ing viewing opportunities. The best 
viewing time on the trail and other 
main roads is midweek. 

Travelers can enjoy superb color 
at a leisurely pace by driving along 
less-frequently traveled roads.

Route 8 in the Berkshires runs from 
Sandisfield to Dalton with beautifl 
state forests on either end. The sec¬ 
ondary roads of Routes 116 and 9 in 
the Pioneer Valley wind through 
rolling countryside and picturesque 
hill towns. A color show of a differnt 
nature awaits visitors in southeast¬ 
ern Massachusetts where the cran¬ 
berry bogs turn ruby-red and the 
blueberry and blackberry bushes 
turn a muted crimson color against 
the blue sea. 

Sky-High View 

For travelers willing to break with 
tradition, there are adventurous and 
innovative ways to view the chang¬ 
ing colors. Sky-high in a hot air 
balloon, the foliage is an endless 
path of blazing color flowing up and 
over hillls and moutains, as far as 
the eye can see. Several Bay State 
balloon companies offer flights 
ranging from a romantic, sunrise 
flight for two, complete with cham¬ 
pagne, to larger balloons which can 
accommodate up to seven passen¬ 
gers. (Ballooon Adventures of New 


Bedford, 508-636-4846; Aeronauts 
Unlimited, 617-861-0101; Balloon 
School of Massachusetts, 
413-245-7013; Silver Eage Balloon 
Company, 413-549-2660.) 

Adventurers willing to let the 
winds carry them can launch their 
hang gliders from Skinner Mountain 
in Hadley or from Mt. Greylock in 
Lanesboro. Circling over either peak 
allows fliers to study the brilliant 
crimson, gold and red trees at their 
own pace. 

The chairlift rides at Mt. Tom in 
Holyoke (413-536-0516) and 
Wachusett Mountain in Princeton 
(508-464-5101) are the perfect alter¬ 
natives for travelers who don’t want 
to be too far from the ground. Both 
rides take passengers to the moutain 
tops with spectacular views of the 
valleys below. 

Scenic Rail Travel 

There are also unusual ways to 
view the foliage while reamining on 
the ground. Return to the days of 
travel by rail and hop aboard the 
special 3-day excursion sponsored 


by the Mystic Valley Railway Socie¬ 
ty (617-361-4445). The train departs 
Boston on Columbus Day Weekend 
and slowly winds its way to the 
Berkshires through the heart of the 
foliage country. If time is limited, 
the Berkshire Scenic Railway 
(413-243-2872) has a one hour round 
trip between Lee and Great Barring¬ 
ton on a 1920’s vintage scenic excur¬ 
sion railroad. A trip on the Cape Cod 
& Hyannis Railroad (508-771-1145) is 
probably the best way to see the fall 
colors unique to Plymouth County 
and Cape Cod. Travel from Boston to 
the Cape aboard a restored 1920’s 
parlor car through salt marshes, 
woods, farmland and past cranberry 
bogs. 

Fall Hiking and Biking 
Hikers will enjoy the concentra¬ 
tion of color in Massachusetts state 
forests and parks where they can 
hike along trails lined with red 
maples, black cherry trees, poplars 
and white oaks. Located near the 
town of Lanesboro in the upper cor¬ 
ner of the Berkshire Hills, the Mt. 
Greylock State Reservation 
(413-499-4262) has 35 miles of hiking 
trails including a section of the 
Appalachian Trail. Mt. Greylock is 
the highest peak in the state with a 
panoramic view of five states. Beau¬ 
tiful foliage is not restricted to the 
Massachusetts countryside. There 
are brilliant bursts of color across 
the ground of the Arnold Arboretum 
in Boston (617-524-1718). The Arbore¬ 
tum contains the largest variety of 
trees, shrubs, vines and plants in 
North America making it a lovely

place for a more leisurely hike. 
North of Boston at the Ipswich River 
Wildlife Sanctuary (508-887-9264), 
hikers can walk along the river and 
share the path with a variety of wild 
birds and small animals. 

The state forests and parks also 
have numerous bike trails where 
bikers can take one of the season’s 
last bike rides before winter arrives. 
On the South Shore, Myles Standish 
State Forest, in South Carver 
(508-866-2526) has 18 miles of looped 
and interlocking paved trails. The 
Cape Cod Rail Trail, once a series of 
railroad beds, is now a 19-mile bike 
path running from Dennis to 
Eastham. 

Fall Food Festivals 

Throughout September and Octob¬ 
er, visitors join Bay Staters as they 
celebrate the fall season with food 
festivals and harvest celebrations. 
The Lenox Apple Squeeze Festival 
(413-637-3646), an annual Berkshire 
Hills event, signals the arrival of 
autumn and the beginning of the fall 
foliage season. This country gather¬ 
ing offers a chance to sip some of the 
season’s sweetest cider, made from 
newly-pressed apples, just off the 
trees. In early fall, the warm winds 


of summer still prevail the Cape Cod 
and the islands. Scallop-lovers 
choose these crisp, sun-filled days to 
indulge their passion at the Scallop 
Festival in Bourne, (508-888-6202) 
and Seafest on Nantucket 
(508-228-4689). The Bay State is the 
leading producer of cranberries, and 
the harvesting of this ruby-red fruit 
is celebrated in Cranberry Fairs in 
South Carver (508-866-4526) and Har¬ 
wich (508-432-0100).

FALL 
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Loop plan 
slowly takes 
its final form

Town officials and Woburn Loop 
developers may have grown accus¬ 
tomed to looking at each other 
across a bargaining table, but with 
<[ the help of concerned residents, they 
L will soon have hammered out a plan 
tfwhich will satisfy Town Meeting and 
; get the ball rolling. 

• The committee has asked neigh¬ 
bors and townspeople to voice con¬ 
cerns they have over the develop¬ 
ment, in an effort to disuadc any last 
minute reservations that might 
bounce the proposal out of Town 
Meeting. 

To identify and iron out these 
potential hitches, selectmen and 
developers have held public hear¬ 
ings to allow citizens to air grie¬ 
vances, concerns or even any posi¬ 
tive feedback residents of that area 
may have. 

At the Sept. 14 meeting, citizens 
from the Hill Street area voiced 
concerns that Hill Street could 
potentially be opened as a through¬ 
way for local traffic. However, Town 
Engineer Jake Ciarcia noted when 
planners originally laid out the plans 
for the project, they had decided not 
to open Hill Street as a throughway. 

Another issue discussed was a 
12-inch water main that developer 
Richard Russo will install, extend¬ 
ing from Cross to Hill Street, to 
complete a loop of piping which will 
provide better circulation. 

A zoning change for the parcel of 
land that may become the Charles 
Ferrari development area was also 
discussed. The rezoning that may 
occur, “will not affect abutters,” 
said Ciarcia. 

Residents asked the board if Hill 
Street would become a one-way 
street in future plans. Deering said 
he doesn’t see that happening, 
because “residents don’t want it." 
He also staled that he didn’t foresee 
any change of opinion from the resi¬ 
dents’ negative vote at last Town 
Meeting. 

John Morgan, a resident of Rock 
Avenue, asked if it is possible to 
include a guarantee to the residents 
of the area that Hill Street not be 
extended. He asked that the guaran¬ 
tee be included within the perime¬ 
ters of the covenant that has been 
drawn up by the Russell Hill Group. 

Chair Robert Deering suggested 
instead that a type of agreement 
between the town and the neighbors, 
stating the intent of both parties 
concerning the future of the road. 
This type of agreement however, 
would not have a place in a coven¬ 
ant, said Deering. He also stated 
that he will contact Town Counsel to 
further address the issue.

It’s Casey’s triumph 


—Hang in there! 


Classification 
remains equal

Despite Board of Assessors efforts 
to change tax classification in 
Winchester, selectmen voted to 
retain equal classification for com¬ 
mercial and residential property 
owners. 

Assessor David Errico told select¬ 
men assessors favored a 105 percent 
classification for commercial prop¬ 
erty owners, and said it was a “phi¬ 
losophical question whether or not to 
have classification.” 

Errico reviewed taxes payed by a 
group of 10 random local businesses, 
and indicated that five are paying 
more than in 1982 while another five 
are paying less. 

In an effort to promote downtown 
revitalization, Errico said there was 
a movement away from dual classi¬ 
fication. However, now the vacancy 
rate for commercial space is at a 
minimum. 

“Residential property owners 
have had to absorb a greater percen¬ 
tage,” said Errico. Although he said 
the 105 percent figure was a “mini¬ 
mal amount,” Errico said it was the 
recommendation of the board of 
assessors. 

“It really does not give residential 
owners that much of a break,” he 
added. 

In a 4-1 vote, with Selectman 
Frank Sopper voting against, select¬ 
men decided to keep equal classifi¬ 
cation for both types of property 
owners. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
with respect to residential property 
owners, tax classification is a philo¬ 
sophical questions. However, “To 
the business, it is not,” said Schmitt. 
On a 300,000 house, Schmitt said the 


difference in taxes may amount to 
approximately $18 a year. However, 
for a business similary assessed, it 
could mean as much as $200. 

“I don’t think that’s philosophical. 
I think that’s the wrong messsage to 
be sending to our commercial com¬ 
munity,” said Schmitt. 

Selectmen Steve Powers agreed 
with Schmitt, as did Selectmen 
Judith Muggia. 

“Now that we’re into Proposition 
2' 2 , we’re massaging numbers. So 
much of our commercial community 
is retail,” said Muggia. “It’s going 
to come back to the consumer 
(through price increases). 

Muggia added that if Winchester 
had a broader based business com¬ 
munity, like that of Lexington or 
Boston, she might favor classifica¬ 
tion. However, with the small per¬ 
centage in Winchester, she said she 
would not support it. 

Chairman Robert Deering agreed 
that classification does not belong in 
Winchester. The real purpose of tax 
classification is for larger communi¬ 
ties with bigger commercial 
populations. 

However, Sopper disagreed. He 
said his feelings with regard to clas¬ 
sification have not changed over the 
course of two years. Citing “an ine¬ 
quity” in the system, Sopper said 
businesses should have to pay a 
higher rate. 

“Businesses require 11 percent 
more services than residents and 
their property is not based on fair 
market value,” said Sopper. “It’s 
just not fair.” 

However, Schmitt said changing 
classification will not increase tax 
dollars for the town. “All it does is 
shift the burden from one group to 
another.” 


Drug cases go on

A pocket of high Democratic voter 
turnout in the Cambridge- 
Somerville area during last Thurs¬ 
day’s primary was apparently a fac¬ 
tor in Somerville Mayor Eugene C.

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Evans likes new post

Behind every pottery project, 
every theatre program, and every 
cooking class, stands the woman 
who orchestrates them all, Winches¬ 
ter’s new Recreation Director 
Lenore Evans. 

Having joined the staff in July, 
Evans brings a wealth of added 
experience to the town. The former 
recreation director for the town of 
Lincoln, she also has built up a 
career filled with an exceptional 
knowledge of the recreation field. 

Evans is now just settling into the 
job, getting to know the people of 
Winchester, while also learning 
what the people want out of a recrea¬ 
tion department. 

“It takes time to know what the 
people want. I want to continue to 
expand the programs and to meet 
more of the needs of the communi¬ 
ty,” says Evans. 

Evans says she has received posi¬ 
tive feedback from residents with 
regard to the department’s August 
brochure which listed the various 
events and activities for the fall. 
However, the key to a successful 
recreation department is interaction 
with the townspeople, says Evans.

Although the rates of the classes 
were increased slightly this year, 
Evans says it’s to compensate for 
the expenditures of the programs. 
The majority of the classes are self- 
supporting, with the money taken in 
for dues based accordingly on the 
cost of the instructor, classroom and 
materials of the class. 

Evans is also working towards 
what she calls a “network” between 
the various youth oriented programs 
in town. A coordinated schedule of 
programs between schools, chur¬ 
ches and other groups will give kids 
a broader range of activities. 

This system of communication 
and interaction will also cut down on 
the overlap of programs at different 
centers and can provide referral 
services for youths. “This network 
of people will help to offer the most, 
to meet the needs of the youth in the 
community,” says Evans. 


Stoneham gives nominee primary landslide

In a victorious sweep of the polls, 
Democratic candidate for state rep¬ 
resentative Paul Casey came out 
ahead of his two contenders, Jack 
Looney and Todd Cronan in last 
Thursday’s primary. 

Each of the Winchester precincts 
were fairly close with precinct vot¬ 
ers generally coming out in support 
of their own local candidate. When 
the last vote was tallied in Winches¬ 
ter however, Casey was ahead by 346 
votes The figures are based on pre¬ 
liminary figures provided by the 
Town Clerk’s office. 

Stoneham voters pushed Casey 
over the top, where he ran away with 
all four districts, and gained almost 
60 percent of the votes in that town. 

The vote tally in Winchester broke 
down as follows: Casey winning 1843 
votes, Cronan coming up in second 
place with 1467 votes, Looney pulling 
out 1040 of the votes, with 20 blank 
votes. 

The Stoneham tally wrapped up 
the race, as voters came out in 
strong support for Casey with 1016 
votes, 445 for Cronan and Looney 
took 269 of the votes. 

Republican candidate William 
O’Leary, ran unopposed in the prim¬ 
ary, yet drew 624 votes in Winches¬ 
ter and 166 votes in Stoneham. 
O’Leary will meet Casey head-to-

Board seeks 
zone changes

Planning Board members sat 
down with consultant John Connery 
last week in an effort to hammer out 
the final language of a bylaw 
designed to amend current zoning 
restrictions on developers seeking to 
build in Winchester. 

The bylaw’s main goal, according 
to planning board member and 
Town Engineer, Jake Ciarcia, would 
be to ensure that any developer 
building in Winchester would be obli¬ 
gated to contribute to independent 
elderly housing. 

The bylaw, currently being consid¬ 
ered by the board as part of the 
warrant for November’s Town Meet¬ 
ing, would, “create an overlay dis¬ 
trict for this (elderly housing) type 
of use,” according to Ciarcia. 

By creating an overlay district,, 
the bylaw would serve as the firsts 
step for any developer seeking to] 
build on a parcel of land of five acres! 
or more anywhere in Winchester. | 
However, Ciarcia, was quick to 
point out that the bylaw would be 
only the first of a series of steps 
neccessary for a developer to have a 
given parcel of land rezoned. A deve¬ 
loper would first have to go to Town 
Meeting to ask for a rezoning, and 
from there go to the board of appeals 
for a special “site plan approval” 
permit. 

According to Ciarcia, a developer 
would be able to fulfill the elderly 
housing stipulation of the amend¬ 
ment by either turning over a prede¬ 
cided number of housing units in a 
development to the program, or by 
building an elderly housing complex 
at another site. The amendment pro¬ 
vides a formula for creating housing 
units on another site; those would be 
units similar to existing elderly 
housing on Westley and Palmer 
Streets, according to Ciarcia. 

Ciarcia added that the risk to the 
town of a developer not following 
through on elderly housing specifi¬ 
cations would be minimized through 
the use of a covenant in each parti¬ 
cular project. He said, “We (the 
planning board) know of the one 
(developer) waiting in the wings 
that will be following (the actions of) 
the planning board.” 

In other planning board business: 

• No action was taken by the 
planning board on a proposal to 
create a bylaw to regulate family 
day care in residential areas. The 
board noted that although day care 
is clearly forbidden in residential 
areas, the language of the current 
law is ambiguous regarding infor¬ 
mal arrangements between neigh¬ 
bors and the maximum number of 
children in a residence. 

While some board members ini¬ 
tially felt that a bylaw would, spe¬ 
cify language in order to make it 
absolutely clear that any family day 
care would need a special permit, 
others questioned the logic, arguing 
that once family day care had 
become a problem, it becomes regu¬ 
lar day care. The decision eventual¬ 
ly made by the board was to look at 
the issue further and bring it back to 
the table at a later date. 

• The planning board also recom¬ 
mended to the board of appeals that 
a request by the Trodella Company 
for approval of two signs at its 
McKay Street building be denied 
until one sign is reduced in size and 
the other is moved so as not to block 
the path of pedestrians.

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County contests barely acknowledged

County commissioner posts, new¬ 
comer Edward J. Kennedy Jr. of 
Lowell and incumbent Thomas J. 
Larkin of Bedford were the winners 
over Matthew Donahue of Lowell 
and Joseph R. Macaluso of Some¬ 
rville. The other incumbent, Michael 
McLaughlin, did not run for another 
term. 

Kennedy — whose name is similar 
to that of another candidate in the 
Democratic primary, U.S. Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy — topped the 
unofficial countywide results with 
34,875 votes, or 28.7 percent of the 
total. Larkin came in second with 
31,061 votes or 25.5 percent, Donahue 
third with 28,924 votes or 23.8 per¬ 
cent and Macaluso fourth with 26,831 
votes or 22 percent. 

Since there were no Republican 
candidates for register of deeds and 
county commissioner, the Democra¬ 
tic primary victors will be unop¬ 
posed in the Nov. 8 general election. 

Three of the four candidates who 
ran to succeed retiring Southern 
District Register of Deeds John 
Zamparelli attributed Brune’s vic¬ 
tory to the comparatively strong 
voter turnout in the Cambridge- 
Somerville area, where there were 
several hot primary contests for 
legislative seats. 

A veteran of Somerville city poli¬ 
tics, including nine years as mayor 
and six years as alderman, Brune 
said running a regional campaign 
was a different experience for him. 
“Naturally you can’t put all the time 
and effort in each community,” he 
said. 

Brune said he plans to retain his 
mayoral post for the rest of his term, 
which will expire in a little over a 
year. Otherwise, he said, the city 
could wind up with three different 
mayors in one year — an acting 
mayor until a special election could 
be held, then a mayor filling out the 
rest of Brune's term, and possibly a 
different mayor elected in Novem¬ 
ber 1989. “In the meantime we have 
budgets, a number of projects I have 


to complete, he said. 

“It’s going to make it just a tiny 
bit tough for me the first year,” 
Brune said. To give himself more 
time to carry out both jobs, he said 
he plans to give up some of his other 
responsibilities, such as his chair¬ 
manship of the MBTA Advisory 
Board and his duties for the Massa¬ 
chusetts Municipal Association and 
the state Beautification Committee. 

“Being mayor for nine years, I 
have an excellent staff in place,” 
Brune said. “I’m used to working 
hard. I’m used to working weekends 
if I have to.” 

Brune said he plans to begin his 
Registry of Deeds responsibilities by 
meeting with assessors, title exa¬ 
miners, representatives of the bank¬ 
ing and real estate communities, 
and other officials to discuss the 
problems the registry has had over 
the years, and to plan a remedial 
program for the coming year, before 
the department’s budget needs to be 
sent to the Middlesex County Advis¬ 
ory Board. 

Brune said he “will attack the 
problems (of the Registry of Deeds) 
in the same way I did in Somervil¬ 
le,” adding he brought the city from 
a $4 million deficit in his first year as 
mayor to its present $5 million 
surplus. 

Brune attributed his success at the 
polls to his previous record in munic¬ 
ipal management. 

“The bulk of my vote came from 
the communities that knew me 
best," Brune said, citing his wins in 
Cambridge, Somerville and Med¬ 
ford. “I think they know who I am 
and what I stand for. This was their 
way of showing their confidence in 
me.” only mayor of Somerville 
elected to five consecutive terms. 

Brune said he was pleased with 
the vote in Belmont, where he was 
tied with Dever for first place with 
412 votes each. He said he came in 
second in Watertown, Arlington and 
Winchester. 

Dever said she beat Brune in 37 of 


the 44 cities and towns in the coun¬ 
ty’s southern district, and topped the 
four-way register of deeds field in 28 
municipalities. However, her mar¬ 
gins of victory in many communities 
that had a low voter turnout — 11.3 
percent of Woburn Democrats actu¬ 
ally voted, she said, and 14 percent 
in Arlington — were no match for 
Brune’s huge margins in Cam¬ 
bridge, Somerville and Medford. “I 
ceded Somerville to him several 
months ago,” she said. 

Dever worked in the real estate 
business in Arlington and Belmont 
before starting to work at the Regi¬ 
stry of Deeds 12 years ago. She said 
she has no immediate plans for the 
future, other than to continue work¬ 
ing at the registry under Brune. 

Bradley, the third-place candidate 
for register of deeds, began this 
week by returning to his job at the 
state Veterans Services Depart¬ 
ment, from which he took a 2M>- 
month leave of absence. “I felt it 
was important to be a full-time can¬ 
didate,” he said. 

Bradley praised Brune’s organiza¬ 
tion for doing “an excellent job of 
getting out the vote.” Almost 10,000 
people voted in the Democratic 
primary in Somerville, Bradley 
said, as opposed to about 4,000 voting 
in his own home city of Newton. 

Bradley said he topped the field in 
Newton, Watertown, Waltham, 
Natick and Framingham, but his 
slender margins in those communi¬ 
ties were more than canceled out by 
the heavy vote for Brune elsewhere. 
“He came out of Somerville with 
over a 7,000-vote edge,” Bradley 
said.

count of distributing a class B con¬ 
trolled substance (cocaine), accord¬ 
ing to assistant district attorney 
Brad Bailey, prosecutor in all three 
cases. 

The case was tried before Judge 
Hiller Zobel at Cambridge superior 
court and an Oct. 11 sentencing date 
was set. Bailey stated that the final 
sentencing will carry a minimum of 
three years in a state prison. 

A second Winchester man, Steven 
Caparella, was arrested at an East 
Woburn commercial outlet on a 
charge of trafficking cocaine in 


August. The arrest followed an 
intensive undercover operation by 
the Drug Task Force of Middlesex 
County, District Attorney Scott 
Harshbarger and the Woburn 
department of NEMLEC. 

According to Bailey, Caparella 
has recently been indicted for traf¬ 
ficking in cocaine in excess of 28 
grams and possession of class B 
substance with intent to distribute. 
Bailey anticipates an arraignment 
in the next few weeks. 

Stoneham resident Michael 
Fosher was arrested in July and 
charged with trafficking cocaine.

County commissioners 

The leader in the four-way county 
commissioner race, Edward J. Ken¬ 
nedy Jr., says he ran on a platform 
of abolishing county government.

it’s finished,” Cronan told the Star. 
He also said he felt, “pride in the 
process’’ and that, “Winchester has 
a lot to be proud of.” 

When the results of the primaries 
were final, Cronan immediately 
caught up with Casey to bestow his 
congratulations, and to offer his sup¬ 
port. Next in the order of business 
that night was to thank his team of 
supporters. “Everyone on the cam¬ 
paign worked very hard. We had a 
fantastic group of people,” said 
Cronan. 

Now, Casey will face Republican 
William O’Leary at the general elec¬ 
tions in November. O’Leary said 
although it was expected, he was 
pleased with his win, and plans to 
continue the trend. 

O’Leary said he believes Winches¬ 
ter residents are “tired of the way 
things are,” and cited the Democra¬ 
tic party as the source of many of the 
state’s problems. “People think the 
situation is out of hand. People are 
saying, ‘Enough is enough,”’ said 
O’Leary. 

Now, said O’Leary, it’s time to 
“put the pedal to the medal” as far 
as his campaign is concerned.

Persons over the age of 65, children 
and teenagers 6 months to 18 years 
who are receiving long term aspirin 
therapy and, therefore, may be at 
risk of contracting Reye syndrom 
after an influenza infection.

STARS IN MY EYES 

When you think of sapphires do you see stars? Sapphires arc not the only 
gemstones in which stars can appear, but they may be the best known. Cur¬ 
rent events may be altering the availability of star sapphires, however. The fact 
is that since the knowledge of how to heat rough materials called "geuda" has 
become more widespread, fewer such stones become star sapphires. 

The material in the sapphire which makes the appearance of the star -- usually 
rutile ~ is altered during the heating process. Before heating, the rough material 
could be cut so that the rutile returns the light to the eye in a star-like effect. 
The stars which are valued the most are those which appear to have equally 
long "legs'' and in which the "legs" are well-defined. 

Currently materials which might otherwise become star sapphires bring a higher 

? temium if they are successfully heated to permanently achieve a blue color. 

his desire to obtain more blue sapphire is coming at the cost of losing natural 
star sapphire material.

Political families recall their campaigns

"We kept the campaign on the 
high road, and focused on 
ourselves, not the other candi¬ 
dates,” said Jack Jr. 

Along with the work was excite¬ 
ment, such as the Looney parade 
the week before the election 
through the towns of Winchester 
and Stoneham. For Kathy Loo¬ 
ney, the older daughter in the 
Looney clan, "the excitement 
was really in meeting nice peo¬ 
ple, and having our friends 
around.” 

And the Looneys had workers 
from all areas. Maura, a student 
at Boston College, and Patty, a 
freshman in high school recruited 
friends to aid the campaign with 
various campaign tasks. 

However, Jack Jr. said his 
fathers votes did not symbolize a 
loss in their minds. The votes, he 
said, "are that many more 
friends we have than when we 
started.” 

The Caseys 

"His father and I were holding 
our breath...you don t want to see 
your children disappointed,” 
says Anne Marie Casey, mother 
of 29-year old state representa¬ 
tive hopeful Paul Casey. But with 
the full support of the Casey fami¬ 
ly, (Paul is the middle child in a 
family of nine kids) Casey and 
her husband were pleased to find 
when they let out that breath, 
their son had won the Democratic 
primary. 

"I was very happy because 
Paul had worked so hard,” said 
mother Anne Marie. “We’ll be 
fortunate if he wins (the general 
election),” she added. "It was 
wonderful, the togetherness, the 
family spirit. He (Paul) just 
seems to energize people,” says 
Anne Marie. 

She admits that the campaign 
was a lot of hard work, almost as 
much work as trying to get her 


son to sit down for a meal during 
the primary campaigning. "We 
had our first family sit-down 
meal in a long time last night... 
with Paul present," she laughs. 

But the pressure was on the 
candidate, not on his family, said 
Anne Marie. Family members 
took their own pace during the 
race, Paul himself was the one 
pushing the campaign along at 
high speed. "He (Paul) would go 
like a gazelle up to his room, but 
always had time for a wink or a 
hello for me." she adds. 

Brother George Casey agrees, 
"He’s not the type of guy to lay 
back. . .Lots of work has to be 
• done still (for the general elec¬ 
tion) and Paul’s the type who just 
won’t stop." 

Familiarity also played a big 
part in the win, says George. 
Paul’s previous run for the seat 
two years ago, brought his name 
out into the public eye. And with a 
big family, says George, almost 
everyone in town knew someone 
in the Casey clan. 

But after a hard won victory, 
both Anne Marie and George look 
back on a positive experience and 
some new friends found along the 
campaign trails. 

But Casey s mom probably 
summed up the feelings of the 
family best, "It’s nice to be on the 
winning team.” 

The Cronans 

"We were certainly all in this 
together, all five of us,” said Lisa 
Cronan of her husband Todd’s 
campaign for state representa¬ 
tive. The Cronans, along with 
daughters Jesse, 4, Nina, 2, and 
Louisa, 5 months, spent many a 
day on the campaign trail, or in 
Todd’s Stoneham campaign 
office, where the children had 
their own playroom. 

When asked what the most 
positive aspect of running a cam¬ 
paign is, Lisa said, "Absolutely 


100 percent the people. They’re 
top notch." 

Despite the loss, Lisa said she 
felt good about the way the cam¬ 
paign was run. "For us, it’s a 
start, and a very positive start. 
We’re certainly not looking at the 
end of anything.” 

The difficult part of the cam¬ 
paign was "the tremendous num¬ 
ber of things that needed to be 
done every day," said Lisa. 
"There was never a day all sum¬ 
mer long there wasn’t something 
critically important to get done.” 

However, she readily admits 
that she misses "all that activi¬ 
ty” now that the campaign is 
over. 

As far as their children are 
concerned, Lisa said they were 
and are very much a priority. 
However, she said they did not 
suffer from the campaign, and 
were often alongside Dad during 
visibility at the dump or post 
office. 

"As long as you’re with them 
and upbeat, it doesn't matter how 
frantic the pace is,” said Lisa. 
Despite the pressure of the cam¬ 
paign, the family always "had 
time to share," she said. 

To Nina, the end of the cam¬ 
paign means "no more door-to- 
door-to-door", while for Jesse, 
it’s more time with Dad at the 
playground. 

For the Cronans, the campaign 
process isn’t quite over. Between 
thanking supporters and finish¬ 
ing up final details, the Cronans 
will by no means be leaving the 
campaign front. 

"The reason I entered the state 
rep’s race is because I view the 
state representative as the best 
forum to fight for your communi¬ 
ty, but it’s not the only forum,” 
said Cronan, "Whether’s it’s 
through the church, the 
schools. . .this is really just the 
start.” 


The O’Learys 

For Cheryl Sbarra O’Leary, the 
campaign trail has been a new 
and exciting adventure that is 
only just beginning. 

"I have a lot of different hats on 
right now and I love it. I’ve never 
worked so hard in my life,” she 
said. "The timetables involved 
are incredible; just the pace of 
it.” 

Cheryl said she decided to 
leave her job as an attorney in 
order to run her husband’s cam¬ 
paign. According to Cheryl, she 
and Bill, who met in law school, 
have always worked together, 
doing everything from studying 
for exams to working together at 
Kelley and O’Leary law firm. 

"There was never any question 
as to who would manage the cam¬ 
paign,” she said. And the cam¬ 
paign certainly keeps her on her 
toes. 

"There’s a lot of teamwork and 
it’s a lot of fun in that regard, but 
it’s an awful lot of work,” she 
added. 

For the O’Learys’ daughter, 
Katherine, age 3, the campaign 
w’as tough at first, since it took 
away from some of her parents’ 
time with her. However, now that 
she has started nursery school, 
"she’s much happier about it,” 
said Cheryl. 

Cheryl said with the primary 
behind them, the O’Leary cam¬ 
paign can now concentrate on 
running against one candidate, 
rather than three, as was the case 
until last week. 

As for her involvement in the 
cause, Cheryl said she wouldn’t 
be running the campaign if she 
didn’t believe in her husband’s 
ability to fill the position. 

"I know the importance of 
believing in what you’re doing, 
and I believe in Bill. I wouldn’t do 
it if I didn’t believe in him,” she 
said.

End of summer daydream

£ September's the month for return¬ 
ing to routines. 

* Most people fuss and kick about 
Routines in their lives, relinquishing 
Jruefullv the long looping days of 
Summer; the truth is though, most of 
fos like routines and are ready, come 
September, to take them up again.

Our challenge, this year, is to

'S6x, the Celtics or the Bruins. All 
this, of course, over and above the 
two real-world jobs we grownups 
hold, and the jam-packed school¬ 
days that the kids face. 

I'm not complaining or anything, 
but sometimes it gets a little compli¬ 
cated. We grownups lie awake 
nights, plotting like generals over 
logistics and troop movements. 

There are enough considerations 
when all things go smoothly and the 
cars both work. When they don’t, 
which is most of the time, life is even 
more of a challenge. 

Last week, to start with the small 
stuff, the needle went on my little 
boy’s Fisher Price phonograph. I 
picked up a bureau that had been in 
the cabinetmaker’s shop for two 
months and the leg snapped off it 
when we lifted it into the van. Sym¬ 
pathetically perhaps, a chest of 
drawers in the guest room suffered a 
similar injury: its leg snapped, it 
tilted sharply forward, and a 
pitcher-and-bowl set of great senti¬ 
mental value whooshed off its sur¬ 
face and smashed on the floor. In 


addition, the answering machine 
died, a silver candlestick broke in 
two and I ran my car battery down 
to nothing and had to call for a tow 
and buy a new one. 

Three days ago. on a country road 
in the dark, the same car threw belts 
off left and right, and started to die 
slowly and inexorably, like a TB 
victim in a Victorian novel. It can’t 
be fixed ’til tomorrow, the dealer¬ 
ship says. As a result, I drive this 
week without the benefit of air condi¬ 
tioning or power steering. The first 
part's all right, but the last isn’t. I 
can hardly wrench the thing around 
a corner, much less maneuver it into 
a stingy city parking-space. It’s so 
big, and I’m so small: I feel like 
Pebbles Flintstone trying to drive 
her father’s dinosaur.

Water meter 
phantoms lurking 
in Winchester 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I looked up the word phantom in the 
dictionary, I quote, “An apparition 
or specter a ghost: A fancied vision: 
something unreal.” 

Well, those terms certainly apply 
to the person or persons who 
directed that people who wanted to 
install a second meter in their homes 
or business so as to save money on 
the sewer accessment when they 
water their lawns or fill their pools. 
The main purpose of installing a 
second meter is that any water that 
goes through this device goes direct¬ 
ly into the ground and not the sewer ; 
so, that could be expanded to include 
washing your car, boat, windows, 
etc. 

But let’s get back to the Phantom. 
I’ve nicknamed him or them The 
Phantoms of Winchester. We second 
meter holders know that someone or 
somebody directed that the water 
department personal should send 
out a four-page packet to all that 
wished to take advantage of this 
money saving deal. When I called 
the water department for my pack¬ 
et, a very pleasant voice told me that 
it would be in the mail today. I could 
not believe my ears. Finally, the 
town was going to save me money. 
Little did I know that six months 
later, I not only wouldn’t save 
money but that I would actually take 
money from my pocket. 

Since that time I’ve spoken to the 
following people to try and find out 
who my so called beneficiary was. 

1. Tom Groux was the Town Mana¬ 
ger when all this second meter busi¬ 
ness took place according to a letter 
dated July 27, 1988 from W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer, present Town Mana¬ 
ger addressed to our elite Board of 
Selectmen. He was of no help. 

2. The former Business Manager 
Mark Twogood who is now the assis¬ 
tance Town Manager. (He didn’t 


know who authorized the second 
meter plan, but that it was a higher 
authority and not him (no nelp). 

Then I went to see Dominic Serra- 
tore, former director of the D.P.W. 
and now building commissioner, he, 
too, was no help. Although Mr. Ser- 
ratore did say there must be some 
sort of a record at the public works 
department or the water 
department 

So 1 drove down to the public 
works and again spoke to Mark 
Lafleur, business manager. Mr. 
LaFleur told me that he took over 
the water department in 1986, and 
that this second water meter busi¬ 
ness was started sometime after 
July of 1984. He further stated that 
he could find no paper work as to 
who originated the second meter 
project. 

So I called the Selectmens office to 
get the minutes of their meeting 
sometime after July 1984 and you 
guessed it; nothing was said about 
second meters. 

The sad part of this whole mess is 
that the people I have talked with 
seemed very sincere. So I say to the 
ghost or ghosts who told us to install 
second meters, please let yourself be 
known. 

There are approximately 288 sec¬ 
ond meters in this town and they in 
turn service more than 2,000 people;

about any office in town and be 
assured of winning. If anybody can 
shed some light on the missing 
$74,587 call me. 

To the second water meter people 
of Winchester and for that matter to 
all the people of Winchester: I truly 
believe that within 3 to 4 years you 
could be paying more money for 
your water and sewer than your 
property taxes.

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Hearing dogs can open up the world for deaf human beings

When Andrea Cahill lost her hear¬ 
ing a year and a half ago at the age 
of 29. part of her world closed in 
around her. She became lost in the 
darkness of a silent world she was 
unfamiliar with. 

Her active life — as a youth grow¬ 
ing up in Winchester, later as a 
special education teacher, and more 
recently as a full-time mom and 
resident of Hingham was now a 
memory, clouded by sporadic 
moments of solitude, fear and 
confusion. 

Cahill’s deafness was a result of 
surgery on tumors in cither ear 


cavity. According to Cahill, the 
tumors could not be removed with¬ 
out the resultant hearing loss. 

‘I had become isolated. I’m not a 
quiet and withdrawn person, but it 
became hard, socially, to communi¬ 
cate,” says Cahill. 

But she was determined to remain 
independent however, and refused to 
rely on her two children, five-year 
old Natalie and two-year old Peter, 
or her husband, also Peter, to hear 
for her. Cahill instead took action, 
and contacted the Bed Acre Farm 
Hearing Dog Center in Stow. 

Within six months, the Cahill resi¬ 
dence had a new addition, Amber, a 
two-year old perky and wide-eyed 
Australian cattle dog mix. But 


Amber isn’t a pet. “she’s a working 
girl.” laughs Cahill. 

Each morning when Cahill’s 
alarm clock sounds off. Amber is 
there to gently nudge her out of 
slumber. When the phone rings, 
Amber shoots across the room to 
press a paw to Cahill’s leg, notifying 
her of the call on the Cahill’s special 
hearing phone. If someone calls 
Cahill's name or one of the children 
cries or the someone knocks on the 
door, Amber lets Cahill know. 

And more importantly, if there’s a 
fire in the house. Amber will know to 
find her master and drop to the floor 
to signify there’s danger, a mock 
routine Amber and Cahill practice 
regularly. 


“As a deaf person, 1 really worry 
about fire,” says Cahill, "especially 
with two small children.” But 
Amber’s very presence has given 
Cahill the opportunity to relax a bit, 
to feel more confident in her own 
home. 

Before Amber, Cahill was never in 
the house alone, someone was 
always with her, to hear for her. 
Now that’s changed. “Independence 
is very important to me,” she says. 

Cahill now visits hotels, restaur¬ 
ants (Maximilian’s is a favorite) 
and her mom’s house in Winchester 
— all with Amber in tow. A bright 
orange collar and leash identify 
Amber as a hearing dog, which by 
state law gives her access every¬ 


where Cahill goes. 

But Amber is not an ordinary dog. 
She never barks, is not allowed on 
furniture or even laps and is obe¬ 
dient to her master’s needs. Cahill’s 
children had to learn that their new 
friend could not play like other dogs. 
Amber must always be in the “work- 
ready” mode. 

Trainer and deaf interpreter Joan 
Sherizen comments, “These dogs 
are the creme de la creme.” She 
adds, “We test the dogs to find 
specific ones that meet the needs of 
our clients.” Most of the dogs are 
selected from area pounds and shel¬ 
ters. Personality, temperment and 
sound sensitivity are the leading 
criteria.

A small group of three-year-old 
children, giggling over juice and 
snacks, tells the whole story. The 
preschool integration program, 
funded under the Massachusetts 
Board of Education’s early child¬ 
hood grant, is on its way to a suc¬ 
cessful and productive year. 

Cynthia Papoulias, author of the 
grant, said the program was 
designed, “to provide an integrated 
preschool program for special needs 
children while providing for others 
who would not have had a pre-school 
experience.” 

The program consists of two ses¬ 
sions, mornings for the three-year- 
olds and afternoons for the four- 
year-olds, four times a week. The 
staff is made up of a teacher, a 
teacher’s aide, a speech therapist, a 
home school adjustment counselor, 
psychology services, a occupational 
therapist; and a council of more 
than 50 members, including teach¬ 
ers, principals, parents and others 
interested in the program. 

With money provided in the grant, 
the staff was able to work a few 
weeks this summer to put together a 
varied curriculum which incorpo¬ 
rates 14 special needs children with 
16 children with normal learning 
abilities. 

To start the day, the children are 
transported to the Lynch School by 
mini-bus, with bus driver Dora at

Gustin also emphasized the impor- . 
tance of having a speech therapist ■ 
on the staff. “Language is a big 
hurdle at this age,” Gustin added. , 

The funding, which has provided 
the program with its team of profes- • 
sionals, is actually a combination of , 
the $78,939 from the early childhood : 
grant, put together with funding 1 
from two other grants. Combined, . 
these monies have helped create an 
innovative program for the Winches- > 
ter schools. > 

“It’s a big change,” says Papou¬ 
lias, “it’s exciting to be able to 
provide more early childhood ser- . 
vice — and better service.” 

Papoulias is a proponent of the 1 
integration process, which mixes . 
special needs children with children ; 
of normal learning capacities. She 1 
notes that this process stresses . 
“individual differences,” between 
the kids, and helps them learn more 
about getting along with others. 

The response to the program so 
far has been dramatic. Special 
needs children started their morning 
and afternoon programs two weeks 
ago and the other children will join 
the class in the beginning of October. 
The time period between the start¬ 
ing dates gives the special needs 
children an opportunity to adjust to 
their environment. 

The staff of the program consists 
of a group of well-educated profes¬ 
sionals. Says Papoulias, “We have a 
top notch staff this year. . .all are. 
professional early childhood people 
and everyone has the same focus.” 

Another aspect of the project is the - 
community outreach program 
which utilizes staff members to pro¬ 
vide workshops and guidance to kin¬ 
dergarten and nursery school teach¬ 
ers and students. 

The program is housed in the 
Lynch School, and Papoulias stres¬ 
ses the services and assistance 
given by Principal Andrew Allen. 
Says Papoulias, “We’ve been made 
to feel a part of the Lynch 
community.” 

Papoulias also stressed the role 
which Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos has played in the 
program. “He’s been tremendously 
supportive, encouraging us to get 
the funding. . .he’s been instrumen¬ 
tal,” says Papoulias.

Dominican sisters 
celebrate 100th 
anniversary 

Memories and accomplishments 
of one hundred years could fill a 
book and when the Dominican Sis¬ 
ters of Greater Boston and other 
Massachusetts communities are fin¬ 
ished celebrating, they might easily 
write volumes. These Dominicans 
are observing their centennial in the 
Archdiocese of Boston with a host of 
mini-celebrations culminating in a 
grand reunion and liturgy this fall. 

According to Sr. Jean Delaney, 

O. P., Chairperson of the Centennial 
Celebration, His Eminence Bernard 
Cardinal Law will offer a Mass of 
Thanksgiving on Nov. 6 at St. Pat¬ 
rick Church, Watertown, the site of 
the first Dominican mission in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, to be followed by a grand 
reception for the Sisters, friends and 
families. 

It was at St. Patrick Parish in 1888 
that eight Dominican women from 
St. Catherine, Ky., headed by Sr. 
Vincentia, O.P., arrived to establish 
their first school in the Eastern 
United States, with other quickly 
following in Lowell, Charlestown, 
Waverly, West Lynn, Watertown, 
East Boston, and North Cambridge. 
In later decades schools were added 
at Plainville, Belmont, Reading, 
Gloucester and again in Watertwon, 
spreading the Dominican presence 
locally. 

Throughout the years the “Ken¬ 
tucky Dominicans’’ have carried on 
a labor of love for the children of the 
area and their families. More aptly, 
these “Massachusetts Dominicans” 
have touched the lives of many peo¬ 
ple who have grown up and taken 
their places in our world. One of 
these is former Speaker of the U.S. 
House of Representatives, Thomas 

P. “Tip” O’Neill, Jr., who graduated 
from St. John Grammar and High 
School in Cambridge. Says O’Neill in 
his autobiography, “The best thing 
about high school was a wonderful 
teacher named Sister Agatha (O.P.)

Actually, she was much more than 
a teacher, for whenever I had a 
problem, I would go to her."

Hospice not all gloom, doom

Service helps terminally ill and their families

Terminal illness. Those words can 
send a shiver down the spine. For 
family members who hear those 
words spoken about a loved one, 
there are moments of panic, anger 
and fear. How can we take care of 
our loved one? What can we do to 
make the last months comfortable? 

How a person deals with death and 
dying is an individual decision. But 
very often, personal choice is taken 
away; the last months are spent in a 
hospital or in a nursing home with 
little, if any, say concerning treat¬ 
ment and medication, and minimal 
control over how the remaining time 
will be spent. 

For patients who want to exercise 
somoe control over how and where 
they will die, there is an alternative: 
hospice, a philosophy of care that 
provides multi-disciplinary services 
to the patient and support to the 
family. 

This article focuses on Hospice 
Care, Inc. (HCI) at 20 Academy St., 
Arlington. A free-standing hospice 
program because it is not affiliated 
with a hospital, HCI cares for 
patients from 18 surrounding com¬ 
munities. Currently, 28 patients are 
being cared for through the prog¬ 
ram. During a recent interview, 
Sheila Scott, the executive director 
of Hospice Care, Inc., talked about 
hospice and the care and services 


provided through HCI. 

According to Scott, hospice is a 
philosophy of care that looks at 
patients with a life-threatening ill¬ 
ness and their families. The goal, 
she said, is to provide compassion¬ 
ate, quality care for people who are 
dying and support to the family. She 
said, "Saying goodbye and letting go 
of a loved one can be terribly pain¬ 
ful. We help family and friends let 
go, an give the patient permission to 
die, knowing that the people they 
leave behind will be okay.” 

Choice is one of the most impor¬ 
tant aspects of hospice care. She 
said, "We give patients choice — or 
perhaps control is a better word — 
at a time when control is being taken 
away. For instance, we let them 
decide where and how they are 
going to die; who they want with 
them at that time; how much pain 
medication they want. A patient 
isn’t forced to fit in a certain peg 
here. With hospice, we are guests in 
their home. They tell us what they’d 
like, and we respect their wishes.” 

The hospice attitude differs from 
traditional hospital care. Explained 
Scott, "The hospice patient has been 
an anomaly in an acute care hospital 
system. While the care is compas¬ 
sionate, the care, services, and staff 
attitude is geared toward cure. The 
terminally ill/dying patient doesn’t 
fit that model. They need someone to 
sit with them, good nursing care and 


the best that medicine can provide, 
but not necessarily in a health care 
setting. Hospitals don’t have the 
time to spend with the terminally ill, 
and just because they are dying 
doesn’t mean they should be in a 
hospital.” 

HCI cares only for people who are 
going to die. Most patients are 
referred to the program by physi¬ 
cians, clergy, discharge planners 
from hospitals, and word of mouth. 
Persons who are interested in hos¬ 
pice must meet certain criteria: 
have a life-limiting illness, (usually 
six months or less); be receiving 
palliative care in which the symp¬ 
toms are treated to control the 
disease, but not cure it. According to 
Scott, there is some flexibility with 
the six-month life expectancy; peo¬ 
ple resopnd to their illnesses diffe¬ 
rently. She added, "We do discharge 
patients who have improved and no 
longer need our services.” 

Most hospice patients have been 
diagnosed with cancer, although 
there are persons with respiratory 
disease, advanced cardiac disease, 
Lou Gehrig’s disease, and the final 
stages of multiple schlerosis. 
According to Scott, the program also 
accepts AIDS patients. The majority 
of patients are adults, but children 
and infants are also accepted.

"I want people io know about 
his hospice program, said Jo (not 
her real name), an 84-year-old 
woman terminally ill with 
cancer. Because the program 
means so much to her, she will¬ 
ingly agreed to discuss it for 
What’s Up. 

Jo lives with her daughter and 
son-in-law — we’ll call them 
Mary and John — in one of the 18 
communities served by Hospice 
Care Inc. She came into the 
program last May at the recom¬ 
mendation of her physician. 

"I don’t know where I’d be 
without hospice care,” said Jo. 
“It certainly has helped ease 
Mary’s mind to know that I’m 
being taken care of. She works 
full-time and can’t be here with 
me constantly.” 

Jo receives several services 
that have been geared toward her 
situation. Mary gives her mother 
breakfast before she goes to 
work. Before noon, Lorraine, a 
home health aide, comes in to 
bathe Jo, fix her lunch, change 
the bedding, keep her company, 
and tidy up. Jo is self-sufficient 
until Mary and Tom come home 
from work. Despite her illness, 
she can still get from her bed¬ 
room to the bathroom whenever 
necessary. 

Besides the home health aide, 
Jo has volunteers coming by to 
visit her; a nurse whenever the 
need arises; and spiritual visits 
from her pastor and a hospice 
staff member. 

Jo calls the care she’s received 
"wonderful.” 

"Everyone is loving and car¬ 
ing. It was hard to have other 
people help me at first. I was 
always a very active person,” 
she said. When Jo became ill, she 
moved from her home in New 
Mexico to be with Mary. 

At this stage, Jo has accepted 
her illness. She is ready to die, 
mainly because "I’m very 
uncomfortable. The end isn’t 
coming quickly enough.” Never¬ 
theless, Jo still maintains a sense 
of humor and a twinkle in her 
eye, because, she says, “you 
can’t drag everyone down with 
you.” 

Thanks to hospice, Jo will be 
able to spend her remaining days 
in familiar surroundings with her 
family close by. "It’s important 
to me to be able to die in my own 
bed,” Jo said.

program — and this only comes 
after the patient's physician is con¬ 
tacted, the program is thoroughly 
explained, and the situation eva¬ 
luated — a multi-disciplinary team 
consisting of a medical director, 
nurses, social workers, volunteers, 
and clergy work up a plan of care 
for the patient and support for the 
family. Said Scott, "Because a ter¬ 
minal illness is so overwhelming to 
so many families and the needs are 
so great, we have found a multi¬ 
disciplinary approach to be 
helpful.” 

She added, "We empower the 
family, teaching them how to care 
for the patient, telling them what to 
expect. To the family members, 
this is a very new experience.” 

What hospice does not do is force 
the patient to discuss dying. Scott 
said, "Often, just the word hospice 
can be a drawback; people think 
we are doom and gloom, and that 
all we talk about is death. Rather, 
we try to make each day the best it 
can be, if that’s what the patient 
wants. Some don’t, and we respect 
that. 


"Some families think that if they 
get involved with hospice that they 
have given up all hope. We always 
hope for a cure, but we also hope 
that the patient and family mem¬ 
bers can resolve things, that the 
patient will be less symptomatic.” 

Under HCI, the patient receives 
unlimited visits, medication, equip¬ 
ment, radiation, hospital visits, if 
needed, and pastoral care. When 
the patient dies, the family 
receives 13 months of support 
through the "Follow the Family” 
bereavement program. Since a 
nurse is on duty 24 hours a day, 
medical help is just a telephone 
call away. There are no additional 
out-of-pocket expenses for the 
patient or the family. 

Currently, Medicare, Blue Cross/ 
Blue Shield, and most private 
insurers have hospice benefits.

Medicaid will offer a hospice ben¬ 
efit starting this month. Health 
Maintenance Organizations are 
gradually offering benefits. 
Expenses for persons who cannot 
pay come out of a special Patient 
Care Fund. 

Scott believes that the hospice 
program is especially helpful for 
persons who need additional physi¬ 
cal and emotional support; who 
live alone and have limited resour¬ 
ces. She says it also is helpful for 
someone who wants to keep a fami¬ 
ly member at home, but is fright¬ 
ened by the prospect of caring for 
them. Said Scott, "We don’t pre¬ 
tend to be for everyone, but we are 
a choice. Persons who want to keep 
having aggressive care for their 
disease probably should not choose 
hospice.”

How hospice 
care started 

Dame Cicely Saunders started 
the hospice movement in 1967, 
when she opened St. Christo¬ 
pher’s Hospice in London, Eng¬ 
land. The word hospice dates 
back to medieval times, and 
refers to a place of rest and 
refuge for persons who fought ir^. 
the Crusades. 

The first hospice in the United 
States was started in New Haven, 
Conn., in 1974. By 1979, there 
were approximately 210 prog¬ 
rams throughout this country. 
The number has now increased to 
1,700; every state has at least one 
hospice program. More than 
180,000 patients and their fami¬ 
lies are treated through the hos¬ 
pice program each year.

volunteers 

needed 

An important aspect of hospice 
care comes from the volunteers 
who give their time to Hospice 
Care Inc., according to Sheila 
Scott, executive director of the 
program. Volunteers may pro¬ 
vide clerical assistance to the 
hospice staff as well as giving 
care.The patient often cannot 
manage a customary range of 
responsibilities, so volunteers 
often assist with household tasks, 
shopping or transportation. Vol¬ 
unteers often read to patients or 
sit quietly with them, dispelling 
the feeling of being alone. 

Interested persons of all ages 
are needed at Hospice Care Inc., 
20 Academy St., Arlington. Each 
volunteer undergoes an exten¬ 
sive, 10-week training program, 
focusing on issues of death and 
dying, and support. Monthly sup¬ 
port groups and educational 
programs are also offered for 
volunteers. 

Sixty volunteers, ranging in 
ages from 19 to 80, are currently 
giving their time.

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Town readies for 350th 
celebration this weekend

The year 1988 marks a special 
time for Winchester historians and 
residents alike with the observance 
of the 350th anniversary of the town. 

According to Dan Chane and Mary 
Vitka, co-chairman of the 350th 
anniversary committee, 1988 signi¬ 
fies the observance of the 350th 
anniversary of the first land grants 
given in this area from Charlestown. 

In 1683, the area, then called 
Waterfield, was surveyed the allot¬ 
ted to residents of Charlestown. The 
territory included the land along the 
banks of the Aberjona River, from 
Mystic Pond to the section of 
Washington Street and Hanover 
Street, as well as the land bordering 
Horn Pond and Horn Pond River. As 
the name implies, the area was a 
waterfield. 

According to Chane, when the idea 
to observe the 350th blossomed, “a 
few town citizens got together and 
formed an ad hoc committee.” With 
proposals in hand, the committee 
approached the board of selectmen. 
That was in May, 1987. 

In October 1987, selectmen and 
Town Moderator John Sullivan 
appointed a 15-member committee 
to devise and carry out plans for the 


celebration. Since that time, volun¬ 
teers have been working diligently 
to plan activities. 

‘‘We wanted to do something to 
observe Winchester’s past, bring 
things up to the present, and project 
into the future,” Vitka said of the 
committee’s plans. ‘‘We wanted to 
plan activities for all age groups.” 

If the schedule of activities is any 
indication, there is certain to be 
something for everyone. 

The weekend of Sept. 24 and 25 
marks homecoming weekend. On 
Sept. 24, Winchester will celebrate 
with an old-fashioned New England 
fair, from 10 a.m. to4 p.m. Activities 
ranging from demonstrations of old 
arts, including weaving, spinning 
and bookmaking, and a mini farm 
with pony rides to a real cider press 
and dramatic performances will 
liven up Winchester common. 

Other activities will include a 
recreation department road race, 
children’s games and voter registra¬ 
tion. Committee members are also 
hoping to have hot air balloon rides 
on Manchester Field, said Chane. 

Health screenings will be provided 
at the hospital, while Winchester 
Sachems football plans at home. In 
the Town Hall parking lot, the 
Chamber of Commerce holds its 


annual flea market and crafts fair. 

The evening will include a bean 
supper at the fire station, sponsored 
by the Lion’s Club. The night will be 
capped off by a block dance party in 
the center of town, with dancing in 
the streets. Music from the 50’s and 
60 s will be provided by WHDH disc 
jockey Pudge Flynn. 

The weekend celebration culmi¬ 
nates with a parade Sept. 25, featur¬ 
ing community groups as well as 
military and public safety divisions. 
In addition, the parade will include 
the Shriners. 

According to Chane, groups inter¬ 
ested in creating a float should con¬ 
tact John Mercurio at 729-3400. ‘‘We 
encourage floats, even neighborhood 
floats.” he said. 

Because the committee is self- 
supporting, Vitka said fundraising 
events throughout the year have 
been a must. According to Vitka, the 
major fundraiser has been the sale 
of 350th commemorative medals. 

The design, a stylized version of 
Town Hall developed by a high 
school student, is available in pew¬ 
ter, bronze, .99 silver and gold, said 
Vitka. She added that local banks 
have been cooperative, and have 
agreed to take orders. 

‘‘This has been our major source 
of fundraising, and we are still try¬ 
ing to raise funds,” said Vitka.

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Police seize liquor at two residences

1881 

There were two seizures of liquor 
made at North Winchester recently - 
one on Saturday and one on Sunday 
last. 

The first seizure was made on the 
premises of Ann Lahey, and was 
quite considerable in quantity - lager 
beer and hard stuff. 

The other seizure was made on the 
premises of Thomas Green, East 
Street. Information was given to the 
police by Mrs. Currie, who resides in 
the next home, and policemen Pat¬ 
terson and Todd secured a barrel of 


beer, and a pail and an ice pitcher of 
“hard stuff.” which is now stored in 
the cellar of the Winchester high¬ 
lands station. 

Mr. Green’s explanation of the 
affair is that his boarders ‘‘chipped” 
for the beer and liquor, which was to 
be used appropriately and loyally 
celebrating the Fourth, and he says 
that not ‘‘one drop” was sold by him 
nor by anyone in his house. 

The trial will take place on the 
23rd inst. before Judge Littlefield, 
and the defence will plead ‘‘no sale.” 
Green served in the Army of the 
Republic in 1864.

The Winchester Savings Bank 
became incorporated in 1871 by a charter with the names of John T. Manny, H.K.P. 
Joy, Henry B. Metcalf, David N. Skillings, J.F. Dwinell and Stephen Cutter as corporators 
and founders. The first meeting of the bank was held on July 11, 1871 and elected David 
N. Skillings it’s first president and the bank opened for business with its banking room 
on the ground floor of the old house which stood on the right hand side of Main Street 
just north of the railroad crossing on August 26, 1871. Deposits to that day amounted 
to $11,058.64. 


In 1880 the bank was moved from the old Cutter house on Main Street to the second 
story in the Brown and Stanton Block.

1979. The new bank building is now located at 661 Main Street and consists of a 4 story 
modern, concrete structure. There are two branch offices, one at 278 Washington Street 
and the second at 344 Cambridge Street in Woburn. There are now over 90 employees 
and the Bank now provides services which include savings accounts, checking accounts, 
investment certificates, IRAs and KEOGHs, VISA, Savings Bank Life Insurance, Travelers 
Checks, mortgage, student, consumer, and home equity loans.

During the parade and weekend 
celebration of Winchester’s 350th 
anniversary, at least one Winchester 
resident will pause a moment 
amidst the festivities and think back 
to when Winchester wasn’t really 
Winchester. 

Cynthia Laraway Barone has seen 
the Winchester she grew up in 
change drastically over the years. 
She has lived in the town for all of 
her 77 years, and has been active in 
the Republican Town Committee for 
more than 40 years. 

Barone said the Winchester area, 
when it was founded in 1638, was 
initially entitled simply “Waterfield 
Lots.” Each free man in Charles¬ 
town was given a large lot of land to 
farm or do with whatever he wanted, 
she said. 

In 1839, said Barone, Waterfield 
Lots was changed to South Woburn. 
But the area was not to remain a 
fragment of Woburn for long, in 1850 
the residents of this small rural area 
petitioned and became known as 
Winchester.

Nature theme of town seal 



Since Winchester really has no 
representative industry, it went 
back to nature to find themes for 
a town seal. 


Fields and waters were the two 
outstanding elements of the 
Winchester environment, and so, 
appropriately, the town seal is a 
wreath of field daisies and water 
lilies. 

The water lily not only suggests 
water, but stands for the new 
world. The field daisy, a native of 
England, suggests the settling of 


the new world by the English 
Puritans. 

Although reprinted here in 
newspaper black and white, the 
seal has very specific official col¬ 
ors. The wreath and border are 
white outlined in dark red. To 
represent the town’s waters, 
ponds and rivers, the area within 
the wreath is blue, and to suggest 
land, the outer section is green. 

Letters signifying the town’s 
first name, Waterfield, and its 
incorporation as Winchester are 
in gold. 


In essence, said Barone, the town 
festivities are really a celebration of 
the 350th anniversary of the area 
known originally as Waterfield. 

Throughout Barone’s years here, 
she has seen a number of changes in 
the town. The first and most obvious 
change is the increased population 
and the continued growth of the 
town, she said. 

In the early part of this century 
the entire west side was nothing but 
wooded area and farms. There was 
only one house in the entire area of 
Vinson Owen and the population was 
very small, said Barone. 

By the time she graduated from 
high school, however the town had 
grown a great deal. Her graduating 
class of 1929 was the last class that 
was able to fit entirely on the stage 
of the auditorium in the town hall. 

Housing in Winchester is another 
area which has changed, said Bar- 
one. Today, Winchester has condom¬ 
iniums in a number of different 
areas, reflecting the increased num¬ 
ber of people in the town. Barone 
said she was especially attracted to 
the development on Highland 
Avenue. 

The schools have also progressed, 
she said, and the educational system 
has certainly come a long way since 
her attending years. School Street, 
where Barone and her husband live, 
is named after what was formerly 
the site of Prince School. 


The enrollment in the schools how¬ 
ever, ‘goes in cycles,” she said 
Though there seems to be a steady 
decline in enrollment over the last 
few years, Barone believes the town 
will eventually be repopulated with 
an abundance of children and the 
schools will fill up again. 

A more modern problem of the 
town and certainly one that didn’t 
plague the residents of Waterfield 
Lots, is the increasing problem of 
parking, says Barone. “Trying to 
find a space is terrible,” she said. 

She said putting up a garage on the 
lot by the Bacon Street stop would 
ease the problem. “People should 
not be allowed to use residential 
parking (on Mystic Valley Park 
way) while they are at a job all 
day,” she argued. 


And as the population continues to 
grow, Barone says she hopes the 
town won’t become overcrowded 
with the low income housing that 
seems to be looming in the future. 
Although she said she is not opposed 
to the idea, she believes there is no 
place to put it. 

As for living in Winchester today? 

“It’s a great location,” she men¬ 
tioned, adding that she was still 
happy to be living in Winchester. “1 
probably won’t be here,” she noted, 
“but I hope that during the next 
parade people celebrate the town of 
V/aterfield’s anniversary.”

Perhaps the most remarkable 
thing about the man who gave his 
name to Winchester is that he was 
not from Winchester at all. In fact, 
he at no time played a part in the 
history of the town. 

Col. William P. Winchester was a 
wealthy Boston merchant and an 
officer of the elite volunteer regi¬ 
ment, the Independent Company of 
Cadets who dedicated, in his honor, 
a short musical piece called 
“Winchester’s Quick Step.” 

He lived in Watertown, in a man¬ 
sion overlooking the Charles River 
where, known for his great hospitali¬ 
ty, he oftened entertained. He had a 
yacht, “The Northern Light." 

Col. Winchester was flattered by 
the town’s naming itself after him 
and sent selectmen a generous con¬ 
tribution of $3,000 as a token of his 
appreciation. “No compliment could 
be more flattering,” he wrote the 
town, “and I beg leave, through you, 
to return my cordial thanks there¬ 
fore.” Winchester’s money was used 
to build Wildwood Cemetery. 


Selectmen invited Col. Winchester 
to a Town Meeting to hear his letter 
of thanks being read, but he was 
detained by a violent rainstorm 
Before he could accept another invi¬ 
tation, he died of typhoid fever at 
only 49 years old. 


Thomas B. Winchester, the col 
onel’s son, gave the library a por 
trait of his father and a silver bowl 
presented to Col. Winchester by Bos 
ton friends in memory of good times 
on “The Northern Star.” 


During the state’s tercentenary 
celebration in 1930, Winchester play¬ 
ed host to the Lord Mayor and May¬ 
oress of Winchester, England, Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Collis. The English 
couple were apparently under the 
impression that the town was named 
for Winchester, England, and it is 
said, were kept away from the 
library during the three day celebra¬ 
tion so they wouldn’t see the portrait 
or silver bowl.

Officials look to the future 

Technology, educational advancements are on horizon

Three hundred and fifty years 
later, Winchester stands at the 
threshold of a new age, a time when 
technology, development and educa¬ 
tional advancements will know no 
bounds. But will Winchester be able 
to hold the reigns of advancement, 
preserving the character and the 
sense of community in the town, 
while still moving with the times? 

Selectman Judith Muggia notes 
that such a task is, “one of the most 
difficult for a small town like 
Winchester that’s close to Boston.” 
As people move further and further 
towards Boston, Winchester will 
struggle to keep its well-established 
character. 

Mark Twogood, assistant town 
manager adds, “We have a lot of 
people interested in the town.” He 
said he feels Winchester won’t lose 
any of its small town flavor — people 
are just too involved to let that 
happen. 

The future decades will, however, 
bring more development to the town, 
officials predict. For example, Mug¬ 
gia anticipates a rise in the height of 
the buildings in the center of town, 
possibly self-contained parking gar¬ 
ages and more residential space in 
the downtown. A “mixed use” cen¬ 
ter of town will revolve around lifes¬ 
tyle, as well as retail interests. 


Muggia also predicts, “an 
increase in environmental con¬ 
cerns.” As developers push to con¬ 
struct in Winchester, residents will 
continue to protect their open space. 
Twogood agrees that residents will 
allow development but, “in a careful 
and tasteful way,” that will improve 
the aesthetics of the town. 

Dr. Charles Mitsakos, superinten¬ 
dent of schools, sees a variety of 
changes and advancements in the 
works for the educational system in 
Winchester in the next decade. 

At some point, says Mitsakos, the 
grade configuration within the 
schools will have to be reexamined. 
The same configuration may stay 
the same, or possibly a three-year 
junior high school or middle school 
will be instituted. Also, in the next 
decade a new high school principal 
will be needed, high school enroll¬ 
ment will level off and changes in 
curriculum will take place. 

These changes in curriculum will 
reflect a changing society, said Mit¬ 
sakos. He calls for, “an emphasis on 
the individual” and education that 
will, “celebrate the differences and 
the potential of youth.” He added, 
there will be, “a deep personaliza¬ 
tion of what’s happening within the 
culture.” 

In addition, Mitsakos anticipates 
the school system must be prepared 
to confront an, “information explo¬ 
sion” in the future along with 


advancements in educational tech¬ 
nology such as videos and 
computers. 

The challenge that the schools will 
be facing in the coming years is the 
ability to, “prepare citizens for that 
world, without losing sight of the 
individuals,” says Mitsakos.

First schools were in residents’ homes 


Teachers traveled in circuits, were provided horses to ride to Sunday service 


One of the reasons the townspeo¬ 
ple sought to separate from Woburn 
involved schools, according to an 
early School Committee report. 

South Woburn residents felt that 
their offspring were neglected 
because of the location and limited 
number of schools; indeed, older 
children from the Symmes Corner 
end to town had to go into Medford to 
attend school. 

To understand the implications of 


Winchester’s involvement with 
schools, a short history of education 
in Massachusetts is in order. 

Tradition has it that New England, 
especially the Bay State, achieved 
its early eminence through its chur¬ 
ches and schools. However, as is 
often the case in basically agricul¬ 
tural communities, school sessions 
were fitted around plowing and 
planting and harvesting, leaving 
little time for studies.

There is no record of any public 
school in the Winchester-Woburn 
area until 1673. Goodwife Converse, 
married to a distant cousin of the 
Winchester clan, was hired to teach 
the Woburn youngsters their ABC’s. 

She was paid all of 10 shillings a 
year for this task, and was required 
to hold the classes in her own home 
as there were no schoolhouses. 
School was only held for a few weeks 
at a time. 

By 1686, Woburn, which at that 
time included all of Winchester, Bur¬ 
lington, and a good part of Wilming¬ 
ton, had grown to 100 families. 
Under a law passed by the colony in 
1647, any town that reached that size 
was required to keep grammar 
school or be fined if it did not. 

A grammar school, in those days, 
was not equivalent to our grammar 
schools, which would have been 
called primary schools. Grammar 
schools taught Latin and Greek and 
rhetoric and philosophy, as well as 
other branches of learning intended 
to fit a young man, and particularly 
a potential divinity student, for uni¬ 
versity study and a possible future in 
government which was dominated 
by the clergy. 

As late as 1704, the schoolmaster 
hired to conduct the grammar 
school in Woburn was only required 
to be in attendance at the school 
when the County Court was sitting, 
so that the town could not be accused 


of failing to maintain a school. 

In 1713, Woburn built its first 
schoolhouse in the center of the 
town. It was paid for by private 
subscriptions, not with public funds. 
However, until about 1742, and from 
time to time until 1760, the grammar 
school was not held in the school¬ 
room in Woburn Center. Because the 
township covered such distances, 
the town fathers thought it was fair 
that the school move from time to 
time to the outlying areas. 

So, in 1728, the records show that 
school was held at Thomas Belk¬ 
nap’s home, near Main Street, a 
little north of the present 
Winchester-Woburn border. Another 
time Thomas Reed, on Cambridge 
Street, hosted the school. In 1738, the 
southerly part of Richardson’s Row 
was chosen, and in 1742, the school 
moved to the Ebenezer Converse 
house, which was along the lower 
end of Church Street. 

This was a hardship for the teach¬ 
er, so town fathers insisted that if a 
district wanted the school to move to 
its area for a session, the schoolmas¬ 
ter must be provided with a horse to 
ride to Sunday meeting. 

At least one schoolmaster tried to 
get a raise because he was fatigued 
by the number of times he had to 
move himself and the school. It 
didn’t work, but not long afterward, 
the practice was discontinued. 
Between 1707 and 1760, no money 


had been appropriated by the tcA'n 
fathers for the purpose of educating 
the young of the town. Those who 
wished their children to learn to 
read and write had to join with other 
families and subscribe to a private 
school. The costs were not high, and 
families took turns boarding the 
schoolteachers when necessary. 

In 17611, however, something woke 
the Woburn town fathers to their 
duty, and they appropriated money 
for “the grammar and other schools 
of the town.” One-fourth was desig¬ 
nated for the area that became 
Winchester. 

In 1794, at a cost of 28 pounds, 17 
shillings, 6 pence, a schoolhouse was 
built on Richardson’s Row near Har¬ 
vard Street-the first schoolhouse 
ever built on Winchester soil. 

Half of the Winchester area fell 
into this district; the other half was 
assigned to a schoolhouse on Cam¬ 
bridge Street, just above the Woburn 
line as it stands today. 

The schoolmasters in the district 
schools taught reading, writing, 
spelling, arithmetic and sometimes 
a little geography. If students 
wanted to learn more, they had to go 
to the grammar school in Woburn 
Center. 

The school at Richardson’s Row 
served until 1818, when another was 
built on land now included in Leo¬ 
nard Field. The original building, 
which the town fathers had decided 


was too rickety to continue as a 
schoolhouse, was sold, moved farth¬ 
er north, and became Zachariah 
Richardson’s shoemaking shop. 

In 1831, the school moved again. 
Three yoke of oxen pulled it down 
Richardson’s Row to a spot near 
Ridgeway. It served until “District 
Schoolhouse No. 5” was built at the 
corner of Church and Dix Streets in 
1843, paid for by citizens of the 
district. 

The West Side school, also known 
as the “District No.7" school, had a 
similar history, moving in 1831 down 
Cambridge Street into Winchester, 
just above Pond Street. It served all 
the children from Four Corners in 
Woburn down to the Charlestown 
line at Church Street, until the incor¬ 
poration of Winchester in 1850. 

Meanwhile, students who lived in 
the Symmes Corner, unless they 
could worm their way into the 
Richardson Row school, or could 
walk the distance to the Medford 
schools, were neglected until about 
1830. 

At that time, Pamelia Symmes, 
the daughter of Deacon John Sym 
mes, was made the teacher of a 
small school funded by the town of 
Medford. Before that, she had con¬ 
ducted a little school in the ell of her 
father’s home. 

She continued to teach in this 
school until 1851, finishing out the 
first year of the school under the 
town of Winchester.

The traffic advisory committee 
met Sept. 22 to discuss parking con¬ 
ditions in town, and to consider the 
possibility of restricting certain 
parking areas. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia pro¬ 
vided the committee with an update 
on parking in some of the downtown 
lots. He reported that surveys con¬ 
ducted by the town have determined 
that the parking lot on Waterfield 
Street, known as the Aberjona lot, as 
well as other areas in town, are used 
more by out-of-town commuters 
than by local residents. 

Selectman Francis Sopper sug¬ 
gested developing a parking sticker 
program at that lot to regulate park¬ 
ing and draw revenue into the town. 
LTown Manager W. Chadwick Maur- 
*er agreed, adding, “We can charge, 
as long as everyone who uses it (the 
parking lot) pays the same rate.” 

Further surveys conducted by the 
town showed other parking lots in 
town to be used primarily by 
Winchester residents, said Ciarcia. 
However, the Aberjona lot will 
undergo continued surveys to deter¬ 
mine a workable parking sticker 
policy. 

In other traffic advisory commit¬ 
tee business.... 

• Winchester is fighting the battle 
of too many cars and not enough 
parking spaces in its downtown 
area, and committee members are 
working to keep as many spots open 
for such use. 

• A request from downtown 
restaurant Lucia’s came to the 
board for a loading zone in front of 
the building. Traffic officer Kevin 
Mawn suggested the restaurant 
could use the alleyway adjacent to 
the building for deliveries. 

Mawn also said allowing one busi¬ 
ness to have a loading zone will 
prompt requests from other area 
businesses. The committee decided 
not to recommend the selectmen 
approve the request. 

• The next agenda item was a 
request from the town library for a 
‘no parking’ sign in front of the 
building for delivery and pick-up 
access. Ciarcia said a more practi¬ 
cal delivery spot would be the side 
entrance. He also stressed the value 
of each parking spot in that limited 
area. 

“There’s not enough valid reasons 
for having a ‘no parking’ zone 
there,” agreed Sopper. Mawn also 
added, “You’re going to take poten¬ 
tial spots from people who want to 
park there.” The committee chose to 
not recommend the request.

Winchester astronaut commands Discovery 


Barclay, who has kept in close 
touch with Hauck since their gradu¬ 
ation from Tufts University, said the 
latter was candid in his concerns for 
moving the space program forward. 
He noted that Hauck had voiced 
concerns that the 1986 Challenger 
mission, which ended in a tragic 
disaster, delayed the U.S. return to 
space longer than necessary. 

During a discussion on the space 
program with Hauck, Barclay said 
“he was anxious to move the prog¬ 
ram along safely.” Referring to the 
Challenger disaster as an event 
which “sent a shock wave among all 
people connected," Barclay said 
Hauck believed, “it was something 
they all had to put behind them” in 
order to proceed with future 
launches. 

“1 believe he’s committed to the 
role he's chosen to play in life,” said 
Barclay of Hauck’s space involve-

Radon gas has been pinpointed as 
a potential health hazard to home- 
owners, according to recent reports. 

Radon is the radioactive gas 
generated during the natural break¬ 
down process of uranium. When in 
the outdoor air, radon becomes 
diluted to low concentrations which 
are not harmful to humans. 

However, if radon becomes 
trapped within the confines of a 
basement in a home, the gas accu¬ 
mulates. When radon undergoes 
radioactive breakdown, it decays 
into other radioactive elements 
called radon daughters. These radon 
particles are solids, not gases, and 
will stick to surfaces such as dust 
particles in the air and cause health 
problems for occupants of the home. 

According to a report recently 
issued by the state, an increased risk 
of developing lung cancer has been 
attributed to exposure to elevated 
levels of radon. When the contami¬ 
nated dust particles are inhaled, 
they continue to decay causing tiny 


energy bursts which damage the 
tissue of the lungs. 

Some people exposed to radon will 
not contract the lung cancer, 
although health officials at the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health Radia¬ 
tion Control Program estimate that 
the time between exposure to radon 
and the development of the disease 
could be many years. 

As with any cancer causing agent, 
the hype and hysteria can often 
cloud the facts. However, state 
health officials estimate approxi¬ 
mately 5,000 to 20,000 lung cancer 
deaths per year in the U.S. can be 
attributed to radon. In comparison, 
the Surgeon General has attributed 
approximately 85 percent of all lung 
cancer deaths to the effects of 
smoking. 

The good news is the harmful 
effects of radon can be stopped. In 
addition, Winchester’s Board of 
Health has taken positive action to 
aid citizens in pinpointing and eradi¬ 
cating the dangerous gas from area 
homes.

School crowding issue 
packs board meeting

A standing-room-only crowd of 
parents, teachers and concerned 
residents discussed solutions to 
overcrowding problems at the 
e^mentary schools with the school 
committee Tuesday night. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos described options 
available to the town to address the 
problem. These possibilities include 
maintaining the present configura¬ 
tion of schools, moving the sixth 
grade students to McCall Junior 
High School or instituting a partial 
move of sixth-graders to McCall in 
various combinations of elementary 
schools. 

Mitsakos also outlined other 


options, which would include adding 
classrooms to at least one of the 
schools, redistricting the schools’ 
configuration or reopening the Mys¬ 
tic School. 

During committee meetings 
throughout the summer, these 
potential avenues to solving the 
problem have been studied for feasi¬ 
bility, financial practicality and 
academic worth. The school board is 
scheduled to make a decision at its 
next regular meeting. 

“This problem isn’t going to go 
away. The question is what are you 
going to do about it?” Mitsakos 
asked committee members. 

Mitsakos said he supported the 
move of the sixth-graders to McCall

McHugh to leave next year 


testing kits may be 


Board of Health Director Joseph 
Tabbi has designed a program to 
give residents access to EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) 
approved radon test kits at lower 
cost than found commercially. ' 

“The program’s emphasis is that 
now (the fall season) is not the time 
to test. The best time is the winter 
months because homes are sealed 
for the cold,” said Tabbi. With lower 
ventilation levels, a more accurate 
reading can be logged with the 
appropriate equipment. 

Tabbi is presently in the process of 
screening various companies which 
produce radon test kits. “We’ll be 
soliciting proposals from companies 
that offer radon test kits in bulk,” 
Tabbi added. 

After a reviewing period, a com¬ 
pany will be chosen which can give, 
“the lowest price with the best qual¬ 
ity,” he said. The legal logistics of 
the program’s choice of company is 
still in debate, but the board of 
health will go ahead with the plan 
after town counsel reaches u 
decision.

After 39 years on the police force, 
Chief John McHugh has decided its 
nearly time to hang up his holster. 

McHugh announced his retire¬ 
ment Monday, due to take effect 
sometime next year. The official 
date has not been set, as he will wait 
until a replacement is chosen. 

“I felt it was only reasonable to 
(make the announcement) at this 
time,” said McHugh. Because the 
police chief’s exam is given only 
once a year, McHugh wanted to 
allow applicants and town officials 
enough time to prepare for the pro¬ 
cess. The next exam is set for Feb. 4, 
1989. 

The chief says his retirement “has 
nothing to do with any problems on 
the job," adding, “I want to relax a 
little bit in retirement, spend time 
with my family.” 

Having just reached the age of 60, 
McHugh says he wants “to go out 
while I’m riding the wave. 

“I like my job. I think I’m good at 
my job,” he adds. “Bubthere comes 
a time when you hear the bells 
ringing. 

“This is a great business I’m in. 
My business is helping people. And I 
like it,” continues McHugh. 

Throughout his years with the 
department, the police chief says his 
family has made great sacrifices on 
his behalf. Whether he was running 
off to work, a call or a meeting, he 
was very much on the go. Of his 
retirement, however, he says: “I’m 
looking forward to the day I can sit 
down and say, ‘What is it you want to 
talk about?’ That’s very, very 
important.” 

And with eight children and 16 
grandchildren, McHugh is certain 
he will keep busy. 


The board hopes to offer the tests 
to the public by the first of Decem¬ 
ber, the optimum time for testing. 
Tabbi estimates a ballpark figure 
for the radon testing equipment will 
be $15 per kit. 

If residents do discover radon in 
the home, it can be removed. 
Increased ventilation will allow 
radon to escape into the air, and 
caulking and sealing of floor cracks 
will reduce its reentry. 

Dick Murphy of the Bixby and 
Porter Company Realtors said his 
company has not yet been hit with 
questions concerning radon. Murphy 
does predict, however, that with the 
increased notoriety of the issue in 
the news, the public will begin to 
take an interest. 

The board of health offers pam¬ 
phlets on radon that will further 
inform concerned citizens. Also, 
when buying a commercial kit, it is 
recommended that it be checked to 
see if the kit has been EPA tested. A 
list of companies which are 
approved, is available at the board 
of health office in the Town Hall.

McHugh first joined the depart¬ 
ment in 1949 as a patrolman. In 1960 
he was promoted to sargeant, fol¬ 
lowed by his appointment as lieuten¬ 
ant in 1965. Finally, in 1976, he 
assumed the post of chief of the 
department. 

During his years on the force, 
McHugh has seen many changes, 
ranging from technical advances to 
construction of a new police station. 
He notes that as chief, he has made 
efforts for the department to be “a 
supportive role player” in the com¬ 
munity. He points to the communi¬ 
ty room in the new police station as 
“indicative of our feelings of the

and considered it the most feasible 
solution. “We’ve looked at each of 
' the alternatives, and I think that it’s 
■ the best,” said Mitsakos. 

Chairman Alice McCarter asked 
that the audience feel free to voice 
their own opinions of the overcrowd¬ 
ing issue and its possible solutions. 
The majority of the questions and 


opinions from the audience 
addressed the possible impact of the 
sixth grade move. 

One parent asked what changes 
would occur in the administration 
team that now works with sixth- 
graders. Mitsakos said students 
would adopt the administrative sup¬ 
port team of McCall. “They (the 
sixth-graders) would become a part 


of the McCall family in every sense 
of the word,” said Mitsakos. 

Another parent asked if the effects 
of the integration process of sixth- 
graders into the junior high school 
atmosphere had been properly exa¬ 
mined. The difference in age and the 
varying maturity levels which sepa¬ 
rate the sixth-graders and the 
eighth-graders was a major concern 
of the audience.

people we work for. Our boss is the 
taxpayer; the people, the families 
that make our community.”

The scheduled take-off date for 
the sixth grade change is set for next 
September. McCarter said a delay to 
the year 1990 was a possibility that 
could arise.

Fifteen Winchester residents may 
be eligible for unclaimed funds 


State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
announced recently his office is 
attempting to return more than $2 
million to 7,000 Massachusetts resi¬ 
dents under the state’s unclaimed 
money law. 

Crane noted this money has been 
reported to the Treasury by insur¬ 
ance companies doing business with¬ 
in the Commonweath of Massa¬ 
chusetts. Included in the proceeds 
are, unpaid life insurance benefits, 
unpaid benefits on health and liabili¬ 
ty insurance policies, pension 
checks and customer overpayments. 

Under Massachusetts’ Unclaimed 
Money Law ( M.G.L.C.200A), 
accounts which have been dormant 
for at least five years are deemed to 
be abandoned and must be reported 
to the Treasury. The Treasury 
Department then tries to locate the 
rightful owner or legal heirs. 

“Many of these accounts repre¬ 
sent the cash value of life insurance 
policies which the owners do not 
realize they are entitled to claim," 
Crane said. “My office is making 
every reasonable effort to locate the 
owners or legal heirs, to return these 


funds to those who are due them.” 

More than 3,000 accounts range 
between $100-$5U0; 650 accounts 
between $500-$l,0U0; 424 accounts 
between $l,000-$5,000; 14 accounts 
between $5,000-$10,()00 and eight 
accounts more than $10,000. The 
remaining accounts are less than 
$ 100 .

Sounds and sights 
of a fall morning

A workday morning in earliest 
fall. 

It rained last night and the earth 
had its face washed. The leaves of 
the trees look cleaner, and fresher 
than they have since late last May. 

People hurry this way and that. In 
one house, they’ve been up for hours, 
putting finishing touches on home¬ 
work and coaxing hair into poufs and 
feathers against every urge of 
nature and gravity; eating bowls of 
cereal or simply hunching glassy¬ 
eyed over them, while lunches are 
assembled in a swirl of Baggies and 
mayo and bouncing apples. 

Folks rise early on a work day ; at 
half past seven, they stand in force 
at the bus stop, the young women in 
silk blouses and good wool suits, the 
dressiness of their garb at once 
emphasized and contradicted by 
their running shoes. The men look 
properly mowed and scented and 
oiled. Some are squeezed into neck¬ 
ties; others carry lunch pails. To a 
man, they face eastward, toward the 
imminent bus. 

Traffic is heavy on the way to the 
city. It crawls in a peristalsis of 
slojv-motion, digesting vehicles and 
separating them, the commercial 
from the private, those packed into 
carpools from those piloted by the 
single driver. 

Behind me, a young woman flicks 
rapid repeated glances into the rear¬ 
view mirror and steers with one 
hand, while with the other she dabs 
magenta dust onto eyelids half- 
lowered to receive it. I maneuver 
quickly out of her lane. 

The city teems with activity. 
Pedestrians stitch an intricate Cat’s 
Cradle from corner to corner at the 
intersection. 

Steam shoots like dragon’s breath 
from a vent in the wall of the Chinese 
laundry. 

A linen supply truck pulls up at the 
butcher shop. Its driver jumps out, 
whistling expertly. He carries in a 
stack of today’s aproqs, which are 
crisp and white; emerges almost

instantly with yesterday’s, which 
are rumpled and bloody. 

We drive out of the city again, 
through the small satellites of towns 
that orbit it. 

A telephone man shimmies quick 
as a monkey down a nearby pole. He 
wears round his waist a petticoat of 
tools. He heads for this truck, on 
whose dash sits steaming coffee. 

Gardens flick by. Their flowers 
twinkle. 

A slew of birds bobs on a nearby 
lawn, trembling with excitement. 
Every five seconds, one sucks up a 
worm. 

A blue jay hops as on a pogo stick 
down through an avenue of mari¬ 
golds. His little head turns to the left 
and right. He looks like a quick and 
fussy teacher, wading rapidly 
through rows of seats to see who did 
the homework. 

We are back in my town. 

A man lopes by, half jogging 
behind a baby carriage. Its passen¬ 
ger, fat-faced and happy, wears a 
stretchsuit, an engineer’s cap, and a 
drool bib still sticky with breakfast. 

A woman comes and opens the fish 
store; scoops chipped ice into a 
frosty bed; garnishes it with greens; 
and lays down her treasures: the 
alabaster slabs of haddock; the thin 
tongues of fillet ; the coral ellipses of 
salmon. 

In the coffee shop, a gang of men 
sit inhaling cigarettes before a sign 
that reads, “No Smoking.” They 
speak of the weather, sports and 
local politics. They are in no hurry. 

Bells toll in a nearby steeple. A 
hearse draws up to the church. 
Organ music swirls like plumes of 
incense from under the door and 
mourners enter. In a while they 
come out again, and head in slow 
procession for the cemetery. 

Apples redden on little trees; a 
wind comes and stirs their branches. 

In the schoolyard, recess erupts. It 
is noon and another day’s morning is 
finished. The children leap and yell, 
all headlines, as the clock strikes 
twelve.

Is there a new ‘Gentlemen’s Agreement’ in our politics?

When several staff resigned from 
Vice President George Bush’s cam¬ 
paign because of their reportedly 
anti-Semitic activities, no one in 
Gov. Michael Dukakis’s campaign 
should have felt a major personal or 
political rush. Nor should Demo¬ 
crats think they are free of the 
specter of racism because Rev. 
Jesse Jackson has taken, belatedly, 
to the stump for Dukakis. 

In fact, both parties, and many of 
their constituents, need to take a few 
minutes and reflect on the stat of 
race relations in our increasingly 
demographically-diverse nation. 

Doesn’t it seem strange that, after 
years of turmoil and resultant 
minority legal gains, we seem to be 
slipping? Have we erased from our 
minds the clouds of smoke that once 
emanated from Watts, Newark, and 
our nation’s capitol? Will it take 
violence to awaken, once again, our 
sensibilities that we are a nation 
Whose basic philosophy is that all 
people should have an equal 
opportunity? 

Why is it that in Richard Nixon’s 
acceptance speech in 1968, he talked 
about black children in ghettos who 
should have a better chance? Yet, in 
J988, neither candidate said any¬ 
thing memorable about minorities in 
their convention addresses and not 


much in their stump speeches. Why 
has this reversal happened? 

While neither candidate appears 
to be inherently or overtly a racist, 
nor does there appear to be an 
anti-Semitic cabal in the Bush camp, 
both are silent about minorities. 
This silence is based on political 
perceptions, and possibly poll data. 
These combined sources led them to 
conclude that most of us don’t want 
to hear about racial, ethnic or sexual 
minorities. 

We’re not raising issues because 
both the leaders and the led bought 
into Reagan’s basic domestic doc¬ 
trine: the best way to solve all 
minority problems and inter-group 
conflict is through increased eco¬ 
nomic growth. Thus, neigher party 
utters even an oblique reference to 
present problems or past social 
debts. 

This is not an appropriate time to 
talk about the Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment. This is not the time to mention 
that in our urban areas there is an 
“underclass” of adult males who 
have never had a job and for whom 
welfare dependency is the norm. We 
don’t want to talk about the 
increased violence in the 1980s 
against Jews. 

Why are we shushing each other 
and thus our candidates? We’re not 
sure enough of the facts to say that 


Reagan’s view of expand-the- 
economy-and-thereby-decrease-all- 
social-problems will not work. 

And of course neither is President 
Reagan. He’s operating primarily 
from his ideology. However, given 
that he is a clever politician, he also 
established the context in which 
debates about his views will be con¬ 
ducted. In doing so, he severely 
restricted our ability to reverse his 
basic course. 

Given our massive military spend¬ 
ing in the past seven years, we don’t 
have funds for new programs with¬ 
out raising taxes or cutting the mili¬ 
tary. In fact, the incoming President 
will have less than 20 percent of the 
budget available as discretionary 
funds. We’ve spent ourselves into a 
credit nightmare. Interest on the 
debt is now the third largest line 
item in the budget after entitlements 
and the military. 

So, we gentlepeople (formerly 
gentlemen) have made an agree¬ 
ment with each other: if we can 
somehow make it to the next admi¬ 
nistration, keep the Soviets at bay, 
and pay the interest on the debt, 
we’ll take up minority problems and 
race relations later. 

In the interim, here are some 
stubborn facts reported in such 
diverse places as the Wall Street 
Journal, Psychology Today and 


from the Ford Foundation. The con¬ 
sensus is clear: the poverty rate 
among blacks has increased during 
the Reagan years while the white 
poverty rate has declined. The per¬ 
cent of home ownership among all 
people has declined, and clinical 
depression is also on the rise. At the 
same time, there is also a wide¬ 
spread consensus that our pump- 
primed economy of the ’80s has 
increased the number of rich people. 

These data and their trends are 
well-known by the minority com¬ 
munity and particularly one of their 
leaders, the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 
And Jackson’s response? He said 
blacks should vote for Dukakis 
because the Republicans didn’t care 
and that Dukakis would keep “hope 
alive.” 

Is that all there is, hope? Where 
are the programs and ideas about 
eliminating the burgeoning under¬ 
class? Where are the ideas about 
how to stem the tide toward growing 
racial and religious hatred? There’s 
only the palliative, hope. 

In this era, our disregard for 
minorities does not seem to be the 
progeny of the overtly-hostile old 
racial slur or ethnic joke. This is a 
more insidious form. And here the 
Democrats may be more at fault 
because they have been backed into 
the economic growth theory and 


have no ideas to counter it. 

Maybe this strategy will work. But 
it is contingent upon at least two 
additional variables: first of all that 
the economy will continue to grow at 
a rate sufficient to provide adequate 
jobs; and secondly, that women will 
wait for equal pay, and that blacks 
and other racial minorities will con¬ 
tinue to remain silent about their 
poverty rate. 

The Democrats can’t talk about 
new domestic programs because 
Dukakis swallowed the bait. He 
stood tall in favor of some activities 
on SDI and sat prominently in an 


army tank. At the moment, both 
candidates are aimed at talking to 
the Soviets, but are merely nodding 
at other than conservative white 
males. 

If you accept the increased- 
economic-growth panacea, vote for 
Bush and (gulp) Quayle. If, howev¬ 
er, you believe we need more butter 
and less guns, then vote for Dukakis 
and (cough, cough) Bentsen.

1. Two good power producing 
nuclear plants would be closed by 
July 4, 1989. 

2. We would become more depen¬ 
dent on foreign oil (and pay more in 
fuel adjustments). 

3. We would increase the “Green¬ 
house Effect” by burning more coal 
and oil for replacement power. 

4. The cost of electricity will go up 
since more costly “imported” power 
will be required to meet the increas¬ 
ing demand. 

5. Taxes will be increased to 
“pay” for the lost power plants. 

6. Over 1,000 plant employees will 
be put out of work. 

7. Brown-outs and black-outs will 
be necessary because of inadequate 
power supplies during area peak 
demand. 

By law, it is the state and federal 
governments’ responsibility to safe¬ 
ly dispose of all nuclear waste. The 
Department of Energy has already 
collected over $1 billion dollars from 
nuclear utilities and is currently 
evaluating an underground location 
in Nevada as the site of the single 
federal repository for all spent fuel 
from all commercial nuclear power 
plants in the United States. This is 
part of a plan to solve the nuclear 


waste disposal problem.

Quality time with the kids

Although family structures vary 
from one parent to several, busy 
schedules and daily obligations often 
result in solo parenting during lei¬ 
sure hours, especially with children 
five and below. Careful planning is 
the key to enjoyable moments 
together, combined with imagina¬ 
tion and a good sense of humor. 

An initial step in organizing lei¬ 
sure time is knowing how to find 
information. John L., a single father 
of a four year old son suggests, “Ask 
friends and neighbors for ideas. Put 
your name on mailing lists at your 
house of worship or your favorite 
organization. Read community bul¬ 
letin boards and watch for events 
open to the public sponsored by local 
schools such as fairs, flea markets, 
concerts.’’ 

Publications are also good sources 
of information, many of which can 
be found in public libraries. A book, 
In and Out of Boston With or Without 
Children, by Bernice Chesler lists 
hundreds of ideas and tips. The Bos¬ 
ton Globe, Boston Herald and Cen¬ 
tury Newspapers print weekly 
calendars. A small newspaper, 
“First Teacher,” is full of activities 
for children 2 and up, write P.O. Box 
29, Bridgeport, Conn. 06602 for a 
subscription. 

Marcy, an attorney in Watertown 
who works at home has limited free 
time with her kindergarten daught¬ 
er. She says, “I keep my eyes open 
for interesting events and mark 
them in advance on a calendar with 
large blocks for each day.” 

In September and October, many 
special events will take place.

Another step in making the most 
of leisure time, especially for a 
parent on his/her own, is to acquire 
equipment suitable to their needs or 
those of their children. A front car¬ 
rying pouch for babies up to six 
months is very convenient. As the 
child’s back and neck become stron¬ 
ger, a lighweight stroller that 
requires only one person to fold or 
lift it is useful. Taking along extra 
disposable diapers for babies and an 
extra set of underwear and pants (or 
dress etc.) for recently toilet-trained 
children is good insurance against 
“accidents.” 

Once involved in activities or 
tours, reminding young children to 
use the rest rooms is also a wise 
precaution in the excitement of the 
excursion. Sturdy, safe car seats are 
a must as is keeping the car in good 
running condition to avoid break¬ 
downs miles away from home with a 
hungry, impatient child. 

Fun at home doesn’t depend upon 
costly paraphernalia. Even simple

materials can capture the interest of 
young children. Jane, a former day 
care provider makes her own play 
dough using the following recipe: 
one cup of flour, one cup of salt, one 
tablespoon of alum powder (can be 
purchased at the drug store), one 
cup of water. Mix the dry ingre¬ 
dients with three-fourths of the 
water, if the dough is too stiff, slowly 
add more water, mix in the desired 
shade of food coloring and store in a 
screw-top jar. It is nontoxic and the 
alum will prevent mold. 


Jane also recommends “garden¬ 
ing” for little hands. Prepare paper 
cups filled with potting soil and put 
in seeds such as string beans or 
marigolds. Water according to 
instructions for the paticular plant 
and cover with plastic wrap, which 
will enable sprouts to grow faster. 
Make a hole in the bottom of the cup 
for drainage of excess water. When 
the seeds begin to take root, rip off 
the bottom of the cup and plant it 
outdoors (weather permitting). 

Music is often as soothing to even 


newborns as the voice of their 
parent(s). Reading stories and 
poems aloud, singing songs take no 
elaborate preparation and are 
rewarding for parent and child. 

One of the most difficult aspects of 
solo parenting during leisure time is 
supervision. Stress the importance 
of cooperation on family outings and 
make children aware, in ways 
appropriate to their comprehension, 
of potential dangers such as overly 
friendly strangers or busv streets.

The Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
465 Huntington Ave., Boston, 
(267-9300) has devised several sets of 
picture cards for preschoolers, low¬ 
er elementary and upper elemen¬ 
tary students depicting various exhi¬ 
bits. Instead of running from room 
to room, children and parents pick 
the area which interests them the 
most. 

Timing is also important. Try not 
to travel either by public transporta¬ 
tion or by car during rush hours. 
Observe children’s attention span 
and plan activities taking nap time 
into consideration. 

Avoid surprises by calling in 
advance for hours, minimum age, if 
any, and admission fees, which may 
vary during the week. Parents who 
use wheelchairs, or have children 
who do, should find out ahead of time 
whether the facility they wish to 
visit has provided ramps, elevators 
or other means of insuring access to 
buildings or areas. 

Whether mealtime out consists of 
lunch at a restaurant or a sandwich

from home, an easy-to-carry snack, 
preferably neither too wet nor too 
crumbly, is a welcome treat. 

Exploring the world we live in, 
especially for pre-schoolers, can 
begin in the home community. Publ¬ 
ic libraries in Arlington, Belmont, 
Watertown and Winchester offer 
free programs for toddlers and twos 
and their parent(s) that give the 
children an opportunity to discover 
books, new toys and each other. And 
they give the mother, father or other 
adult an opportunity to join the 
children in a setting outside the 
home. 

Other programs also exist, 
according to the age and interest of 
the children and one call or visit to 
the library can provide a parent with 
much useful information. Local 
businesses such as bakeries, mark¬ 
ets, shoe-repair shops will some¬ 
times allow parents to visit behind 
the scenes with children 5 and up; it 
is advisable to make advance con¬ 
tacts for these activities. Recrea¬ 
tional facilities are plentiful. 

In Arlington families can take 
advantage of the Reservoir for sum¬ 
mer swimming and the Sports Cen¬ 
ter for ice skating as well as many 
parks and playgrounds. In Water- 
town, the Boys and Girls Club offers 
family swims and the Municipal 
Skating Arena has recently been 
remodeled. Beaver Brook Reserva¬ 


tion, located in Belmont and Walth¬ 
am (484-6357) affords families the 
occasion to enjoy natural scenery at 
no cost since it is part of the M.D.C. 
Parks. Parents are encouraged to 
bring children to walk and observe 
ponds, the glacial hills and more. 

Habitat Institute for the Environ¬ 
ment, 10 Juniper Road, (489-5050) an 
environmental education nature 
center in Belmont is privately own¬ 
ed. By becoming a member at $15 
per individual or $25 per family, 
parents and children can participate 
in activities together such as classes 
limited to eight pairs of 3-4 year olds 
and adult. For example, “Explores 
Together" is a program in which 
autumn changes in nature are 
pointed out. Winchester offers 
Winchester Trails (729-5239) on con¬ 
servation land ideal for family walks 
and very popular with parents with 
babies in backpacks. 

Other suggestions for outdoor fun 
include apple-picking followed by 
home-made applesauce. Brookfield 
Orchard in North Brookfield, Ma., 
(508)867-6858 grows dwarf trees for 
easy picking at low rates. Carlson 
Orchard, Route 110, Harvard, Ma., 
(508)456-8263 invites the public to 
pick their own apples, too. Call for 
fees and hours. Wilson Farm in 
Lexington, 10 Pleasant St., 
(862-3900) has live animals and 
grows flowers and produce and it is 


free. 

Cultivating an interest in the per¬ 
forming arts can begin at a young 
age. The Puppet Showplace, recom¬ 
mended for 5 and up located at 32 
Station St., Brookline, presents 
plays every Saturday and Sunday at 
1 and 3 p.m. (731-6400). The Whee- 
lock Family Theatre, 200 The River¬ 
way, Boston, (734-5203), often offers- 
reduced rate tickets through 
schools. The Arlington Philharmon¬ 
ic Orchestra presents a special con¬ 
cert yearly for small children and 
their parents. Call 322-4311. 

Becoming acquainted with the 
rich history of the Boston area also 
provides a special shared experi¬ 
ence for a parent and child(ren). 
Board the S.S. Constitution (Old 
Ironsides) at the Charlestown Navy 
Yard, Boston (242-5670) and tour the 
world’s oldest commissioned ship 
afloat, free of charge. Visit the 
Jason Russell House and the Smith 
Museum of the Arlington Historial 
Society, 7 Jason St., Arlington 
(648-4300). 

Re-enact the Boston Tea Party at 
the Congress St. Bridge, Boston. Call 
338-1773 for times and admission 
prices. Children under 5 are free. 
For longer trips, plan a day at the 
Plimoth Plantation in Plymouth, 
Ma. (508)746-1622 or Old Sturbridge 
Village, Sturbridge, Ma., 
(508)347-3362 to see costumed inter¬ 
preters of life in an 1830s rural New 
England community. 

The suggestions given above are 
by no means exhaustive. By using 
information resources available, 
parents on their own can plan many 
fascinating activities for their young 
children and themselves. An advan¬ 
tage of living in the Boston metropo¬ 
litan area is the wide choices of 
opportunities as well as a price 
range to fit every budget.

The loss of heat is costly in terms of 
the energy needed to replenish the loss 
and maintain a comfortable living envi¬ 
ronment within the home.

“And an additional 10,000 doctors 
are currently providing care to 
Medicaid recipients through the suc¬ 
cessful Health Choices program, 
which you helped to implement,” 
said the Commissioner. “I am proud 
of you for what you have done and 
for the way you did it. You have 
provided our clients with quality 
health care efficiently and compas 
sionately. This is evidence that you 
can make progress, you can achieve 
goals, and state government can 
work,” he said. 

Medicaid is the largest single item 
in the state’s budget. In FY88, 
expenditures are projected to reach 
$1.5 billion. At any one time, the 
Masachusetts Medicaid program 
provides health care to a half million 
poor women and children, elderly 
and disabled citizens of the 
Commonwealth.
